For GratDiMrians demoniftate nothing, but folely \tkii

\ Dogs Heads, the Afhomorh People with Hor(eslFeett 
the Fbaniffii and the T^rogjlodftes i a-kin to which are 
thofe Kelattons^ that aver the Northern Seas to be 
frozen all over ; However, they find Fools, aiid Men 
without Wit or Judgment, who bi:lleve thefe things^ 
and take *um for Orades* In the number of thefe 
idle VVii^cts is Epb^tut to be reckoned, who related 
that there was hot ppe. City in Xre/Wias alfo^te-

jry unagreeable to Trmb. Falfly doth Strabo. %i^^ 
iirm^.tbat ^tr^ wbvE;h is the VmjtWy rifes not f«r 
ftcm the^^iAri^rfci^Sea; Falfly ^ot\k tbraiotHs af- 
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firm the fame River to flow from the Weft, that ic' 
^ rifes among 'the CtlUy chc farthefi people of ^iIlEn- 
TQfiy and di%drgcs if felf among the Scythians. 
Again , falfly doth Sirabo relate , that the Riyers ' 
Lapus , and Vijkrgus , flow as far a Hanajus \ when 
as LafHS fiiUs into the Khine^^ and FifHrgtu jnto 
the Sea.* So Plmy relates v that the River Slofa 
haftens into the Ocean , wheieas it runs not into ^ 
the Ocean, but into the KUne. Errors like theft, Wtt 
find among Hiftorians and Geogtaphers of a later 
date. SabellicHs makes the AUm to be deKcended 
from the AUmanm , and the Hungarians from the 
Urnts. Moreover, he afibts the Goths and Gttars 
to be the Siytbians\ and confounds the Vanes wiih 
the Vadans^ and fixes the Mountain o( D. Ottilias 
in Bavaria^ which was not far from Argtntorattm*^ 
Volaierranus alfo will have Attfttrania and Atifhid^ 
the Avari and Savari^ Lucurna and Naulhtnti to be 
the fame \ and faith that fliny makes mention of 
;the Smtzers of the Canton of Be^;f ^ when it is 
known they were placed there long after by Bar- 
fboldufy Duke of the Zaringii. ' In like manner, 
^Conradns dltes believers the Dadans and Citnbrians 
to be the fame i and places the Bafbean Mountains 
in Samaria , faying befides that , that the Gam 
Ambo' diftyis out of a Tree. . There are yet other 
Hiflotians guilty of greater Lies than \his, and de- 
ferving double bUme, who thou^ they were pre- 
fint at the tranfa^ions themfelves, or othcrwife 
knowing the carriage and nianagement of things, yet 
overcome by faVouraiidaffedion, in flattery of theit 
own Hrty, againft the Faith of Hiflory , will con- 
firm FalGty tor Truth , and deliver to Polterity a 
wrong iaiccompt of things;- Of thefe there are fome* 
who undertaking to write Hifldries in excufe , or 
jufiification of fomc parttcnhr Mens Anions, d;nd ttM-^ 
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^tiog oiilyfuch things a$ condm;^ tbapiakc ^ood theiir 
Avgument^ while they ei t her difietable, fiTs by , or exr 
fehuaie the rieii ) mal^c ivtkpttkA and G<^ri|)C Hiitq:- 
lies. Of. which fault Bhndm <axts Orofim^ for that 
he. omits that famous overthrow in haty , whicA 
made the Qotbs Mailers 6(Ravemaj AqmUgia^ttr- 
rjftf , .and.almoft all Ita\yH left he (hou]d Tnjurjp 
the Argument which he had propoimded to him* 
felf. Qchers there are^ who out of fear, JEdvy^or 
Ha|:red <^ detrad from the Truth. Qthers , whil^ 
they greedily defire to extol their pwq Ads , vili^ 
fi^ the deeds of others > (o to br'mg them imo coar 
tcippt s writing not what; the thing is» but whs^t 
chey'deiirc it fliould ha .: been* : not doubting they 
iball €ver want thofe that will not b^)]^ coaiirm , 
twC Patronize their untruths. This Vic^ was very 
familiar among the Ancient Greek Authocs^ and at 
this. time many of your Annalifts and Cbronogra;^ 
phers, are guilty of the fame \ as SabeHicm apd 
tlondusi in their Venetian Stories » taultu Emylim^ 
and Gtiguims^ /in their Relations of the Franks . 
Meta whom, as Plutarch faith , ftinces'cherifli (of 
no other reafon^ than that they by their fmart wics 
(tif&catin^ and concealing the Merits x)f others, may 
be only free to advance their Adioos , magmfy'4 
by the addition of Fables, countenanced by the Nk« 
jefty of Hiftory. Thus the Greek Htfl;oAans writiog 
of the Inventors of things , aitume and arrogate 
all things to their own Countrimen, Theris is ^ 
nother Crew the aioft abominable of all, which 91» 
Flatterers , who endeavouring to deduce the pedi- 
gree of their Ibrinces froni the moft anciept Kings , 
when they canqbt conqpais their ends in the tight 
line , extravagate into fprxeiga Pedigicees and Fa- 
bles , feigning the names, both of Kings and pla* 
ces, not omitting any Fraud, thai may help out 
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their (nripofe. Of this Ton is that Bteb^/ian .£^. 
f6baldus\ who wtiring the Hiftoty of the 'Frafit^\ 
has feigned the iiames ot 5t^ii&M, SicambAaj and Fn- 
amui the younger y which itever \ any Hifipfian did 
before, or ever followed hitn in doing after , unlofe 
thofe that were Uke hhdTclf , a^ Gregoriut turomffts^' 
Kbeginoy and iligubert\ and fonl^e few othen. Of 
the fame Chaff is Vitifcindus ^ who wall have < the 
Sao^onsy the moft ancient people of Germany » to be 
defccnded frott ^ Afcic^dailidKx; efpecially tb^ Race 
of Alexander y whom the greateft part of the reft 
purfue in the fame Error.

And tibw it is evident, That never any: nt^n were made 
better by this Art, but many worfe » who, though 
tbey fometimes fpeak handfomely of Veitue andHo* 
neft things, yet are far itoore Polite, Elegant, and In- 
genious in the defence of Error, to fo)v Sedition, to 
ftir up Faftions, to heap Slanders, and Reproaches, 
and Calumnies, th^n^in the reconciling of differen- 
ces, making peace, maintaining^imity, orin thecom- 
mendatiiDn of Love, Faith, or Religion* Moreover, 
many men prefuming too far upon this Art, have re* 
volted from the Orthodox Faith» From this Art 
flow thofe numberiefs Seds, HereHes, and Superfiitl* 
ons, that contaminate Religion h while feme fo con^ 
temn the Scripture, becaufe it abounds not in Gct^ 
ronian Phraiies, that many times they take part with 
the quaint and follacious Arguments of the Heathen 
againft the Catholick Truth : which is manifeft from 
the tatian Hereticks i and from thofe whom I^ba^^ . 
nim the SophiA, and Symmacbm tht Orator^ great 
Champioiia of Idolatry j together with Celfus Aftir 
canm^ and Julian the Apofiate , , (educed from ^e 
true Religioi), mfulting over Chriidianity with their 
fla(hes of Rhetorkk : From whofe pernicious^ and 
Blafphemous Oratory , Hereticks have drawn many 
perfwafive Arguments to feduce fimple Peoplefrom 
the true Fai^h. And do we not nowadayifee the 
moft Eminent and Learned, moft Elegant and Sub- 
tile Oodors and Difputancs in the World to be the 
gr^ateft heads of Hereiies and Fa<3ions ?

ytt St. A^iH faith, That they avail nothing at all to

That /) 
this was firft Invented by fome Cacod4^mon , ^ 
together with Cards and Dice : and Lyenrgut^ that 
great Law-giver among the L^ce^^m officii/, cxpellM 
ic as a moil turbulent and factious Science out of his 
Commonwealth : For it requires a great deal of idle 
Labor, and diverts men from other, more lawful and 
honeft imployments , raiGng great and mirchievout 
quarrels many times about the fmalleft matters. Henc^ 
atUes that irreconcilable difpute among Arithmetic 
cians, Whether an even or odd Number be mofi to 



be prc&i^dl > which is the tnoft perfeft Numbeir be^ 
tween Three, ^ix,and Ten h and Urbether any Numbex 
may be properly faid to be evenly, even : in which 
matter of fo great confequence, they fay that Ettclid 
the Prince of Ge&noetricians, has very much err d. It^ 
1$ a'haid matter to fay, what firange Tythagt^kd 
Myfteries, what Magick Vertues they Dream tt^re be 
in number, though naked and abftradted from things j 
and with a great deal of Prefcimption ai^er. That 
the World could not have been Created by God, had 
not Numbers been Inftrumental \ and that all piyine 
Knowledge is contained in Numbers, as in a certain 
Rul^.From thefe be^nningS)the Herefies ofMarc$isJda^ 
gHSytudVaUmuMs^took their iirft growth and progreffi* 
pn , who prefum'd that they were able to dilcover ai^ 
innumerable coinpanyof Divine Seaets of Truth and 
Religion, by the dull and weak afliflanceofNuo^ers» 
Some accompt the Pytbagorfan inventions among the 
Sacraments, with many other ridiculous fancies and 
idle i)Aories not worth repeating 9 Arithmeticians ha« 
l^lng nothing toboaft of, but an infipid, inanimate, 
and fenilers Nund>er, (hough they think themfelves 
Gods, bccaufe they can only caft a Figure, or can tell 
how to reckon : But fuch honours the Muficians 
will fcarce allow thetn, who think them rather due 
%q their Mufick.-

Now» by Miifick I underQand that part of MuSck 
which relates to the knowledge of Sounds, and mana- 
g/is eithei the Voice or Hand» not that part which 
teaches the Laws and Rules of Merer and Rythno, 
more properly term^ PoeHe, which, as AlfharaVfit 
faith, is carried on not by any method of Speculation 
or Reafoni but with a certain frenzy and madnefs, as 
we have before difcouried« Now that part of Mufick 
which conlifts-in Sound, and is the confort of Strings 
or Voices agreeing in Sounds inoffenfive to the Ear, 
treats more particularly of Sounds, Intervals, Changes 
of Mood, and variety of Notes* This the Antienrs 
have divided into Enbarmomk^ Cbrom'atick^i, and Viato* 
nkkz '^he fitft,that is to fay, the EHbarmonick^, by reafba 
of its profound ab(lrufene(s,& the ip[ipoffibility of difco- 
yery,they altogether laid afide : The (econd, by reafon 
c^ its .wanton meafures , they contemned and utterly 
f cfufed : The laft, as agreeing beft with the compofi* 
tion of the world» they onely admUted. Otheis there 
are who have difting;ui(h'd the Moods of Mufick as 
deiivM from fundry Countries, for whole particular 
Genius they feem*d at firft to have been Oioxc proper ^ 
ly contrived » pf which there are three namM , the 
Fbrygianj the L>ii#»,and the Vorickf which, according 
to the opinion of tolimefiresy and Saccadas a native 
of Argos^ are faid to be of greateft Antiquity. To 
thefe Saffbo the Lesbian added a fourth, teim*d the 
Mixolydian^of which others take Tery^n^er, others Fjf» 
tbocliaes the Piper, to have been the Authors » though 
Ufias makes Lamfrochs the Athenian invmter thereof^ 
The(e four Moods pals currant ui^der the Seal of Au« 
thority. This whole Stru&ure or f abrick, they call 
Encyclopedk^ or the Sphere of Sciences, as if Mufici^ 
did comprehend all Sciences, feeing, as Plata obterves 
in his hrli Book of Laws, that Muiick cannot be un* 
dqrllood) without the knowledge pf all the other Sci- 
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cBces. Among theft four Moods, they appfove t)(9t 
ihe Phrygian^ for that it diArads and ravifhcs the Mind i 
therefore Torfhyrim gives it the name of Barbarous^ 
as exciting and ftirring uprneh to fury and battel : O- 
thersgive'it the appellation of Bacchicl^^ furiODS, im- 
petuous, turbulent 9 which being {generally usM in A^ 
ivj^ej7icii^i', were thofe Charms which, as We read, for-* 
rnerly incited the Laceddmonians znd Cretanr to War. 
With this fort of Harmony Tim^/^^ff^ incited King 
Alexander to hxms : and Boetim relates how T^nram- 
fiitianusx a young man, was movM by found of this 
Thrygian Harmony to bujrn a houfe Where he knew a 
certain Curtifan lay concealed. The Lydian Mood 
Tlato refufes, as tod {Harp and fiirill, and coming (hort 
cf the modefty of the jDwi»,' being moft proper for 
Lamentation s though, as others will have it, moft a- 
greeable to merry and JoJIy difpofitions. This inaile 
the Lydians^ a Merry and Jocund people, to be very 
much affc6kcd with th^ fort of Mufick9 which aP- 
tcrwards tfieTir/c^if/, the Off*(pring of the Lydianr^ 
were wonfto itaakc ufe of in theit dancing. The 
VorUk^^ as being 'more grave, hpneft, and c^ery way 
modeft,confequentlym6ii congruous and agreeable to 
the more feribus affeiflrions of the Mihcl, and graves 
geiturcs of the Body, they preferred above all the reft i 
and was therefor^ .held in great efteem among the ^ 
Crctam^ Lacedemonians^ and Arcadians» Agamemnon 
being togo td the Trojan Wzt^ left behinde him, at 
home, a D^nci^ Mufician/ to the end he inight by his 
grave Spondatck^ Songs preftrve the C|»i^ity of his 
yNikClyummfifah fothat it was impolfibl'e for iEgy". 
jfthm to bbtaiih his defjreis of her, until he had fiirft thurr 
dcr'd the faid Mufitiah. As for the Mixolydian^ onely 
fit for Tragedies, arid to move Piiy and Compaffion » 
they were of opinion that it had a great power cither 

to quicken or put: a damp upon the Spirits, cither to'^ 
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taife or depfefs the Affedion, and that it had an abfo* 
lute donunion over Grief and Sadnefs* To thc& four 
, Moods, fome there are who have added others^ which 
they (Call Collateral) the Hypodoriatti the IfyPolydia^^ 
and the Hypopbrygian% to the end there might be fet'en, 
correfpondent to the number of the Planets : to all 
which Ftjolomy adds an eighth, the Hypermixelydiani 
the (harpeft and (hrilleft of all. But Ludus Apukm 
onely names five 9 the ^Afliafh HyaSian^ yarian^ JhriS 
LydiaU} warlikf Fbrygiany and KeligiousPoricI^. Mar^ 
chn^ according to the tradition of Arlfioxmm^ num* 
bers five piincipal Moods, and ten Collateral. Now 
though they cpnfefsthis Art to contain very muchpf 
fweetnefs and delight, yet the common Opinion is ve- 
iifi*d by general experience, that Mufick is an Art 
profefled onely by men of depraved and loo(e inclina- * 
riohs, who neither know when to begin, nor when to 
make an end s as is reported of Atcbahim the Fidler^ 
to whom they were wont to give miSre money to leave 
•off, than to continue his play : Oi which impertinent 
Mufitians, we finde this Charader in Horace. 

Amofigtbeir Friends all Singers have thU vice i 
ITbat begged to fing^ none are mon coy or nic^ 9 
Vnbid^tbey^Unevefceafe 

Mufick has been always a Vagrant, wandring up ancTN 
down after fordid hire \ an Art which no grave, mo- I ^ 
deft, chaft, magnanimous , and truly valiant perfon y 
iver profefs'd : therefore tht Creeks generally term them \J_ 
Father Bacchus's Artificers, Bacchanal or kwd Artifis^ / 
genetally of loofe behaviour, incontinent in their lives^ I 
and for the mofl; part in great poverty and want t j 
which i^ not onely the Mother,but Nurfe of Vice. The / 
Kings of the Mides and Perfians reckoned Miifitians'^ 
in the number of thcvr Jefters, JParafices, and Players, 
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pleafing thecnfelves lyith their Songs» but contemning 
their perlbns. And the wi^ Antifihmts hearing chat 
one Ifnumof kept an incomparable Mufitian in his 
boufe, quoth he, Ik k a bad man^ for he would not be 
a Fidler if be were bonefi : fer that is not ^n Art be* 
eomlng a good and vertuom man^ but onelj the lazy £** 
\ticure. This ipade Seipio^ jEmyliuSy and Cato utterly 
ho defpife this Science, as being contrary to the Ma jefty 
of the Koman Manners. Thef efore were Augt^us and 
Nero fo much condemned for giving their roin.ds fo 
much to Mufick. *Tis true, Augi^us being reprehen- 
ded, gave it over $ but Nero more eagejrly purfumg it^ 
was tor that cauTe hated and derided. King Thililf^ 
when be heard that his Spn, had fung very finely at a 
certain Entertainment, burft into a pallion, reproaching 
him in the(e words : Art thou not ajhan^d to fing hand^ 
fimely i for it U enough tb^t a Frince mil voucbfajfe to be 

/ ' pefent tpbile ethers fing. Jttfiter is never faid to fing 

or play on the Harp, by any one of the Poets : But the 

learned Tallfls is faid to hate all manner of Piping. '. It^, 

Homer vft read of a Harper to whom Alciones and 

( Vhlf^f willingly lent their Ears. In Virgil ^ hfas both 

; fings and plays, while Dido and JEseM give attention ; 

( Yet when Alexander the Great was finging,his Srfiool- 
ma Aer Antlgonus brake his Harp and threw it away,tel- 

. ling him, It was his bufinefs to raign, and not to fing, 

( Thc'Esgyftianszl^o^^sDisdorHs witneffeth, forbad the 

' u(e of Mufick to their Youth, as rendring them luxurir 
' ous and eiTeminate. And EpharnSi according to foly* 

I bius^ condemns it as an Art invented onely to delud^ 
and deceive men. And indeed, what is more unpio< 

Y fitable, riiore contemptible, more to be avoided, than 
the fociety of thefe (idlers, $ingers, and other kind of 
MuGtians \ who with fo many Ibrts of Songs, Dia- 
logues, Catches, and Roundelays, more.chat(ering than 
Kooks ox Paws, do but like Syrens bewitch and cor- 
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fupt the well-difposM minds of men, with their lafci^ 
vious found of Ribaldry and Debauchery ? Therefore 
the Mothers of the Cycoms perfecuted Orpheus even to 
Hell, for eflfieminating their Male$ with his charming 
Harmony. And if there be anyi authority in Fables, 
we finde that though 4rgHi had his head guarded with 
a hundred Eyes, yet they were all charmed afleep with 
the (bund of one fingle Pipe. It is true, that from 
henc^etiieMufitians take occafion to eiKtol themfelves 
fiir above the Rhetoricians , for that their Art has a 
greater power to move the p^Sxom and aiiedion : and 
tp (uch a hight of madnels they are carried, as to affirm 
that the Heaveds theinjielves do fing 9 not that they 
were ever heard fo to dp, but onely .as tKeir drunken 
Preams and Imaginations prompt them to believe. 
Neither was thete ever any MMfitiap. that everdefcen* 
ded froo) Heaven, who cpuld ever pretend to know 
all the Confonances of SoMnd, or the true realbn of 
ProporticHis : Onely they fay^tt^t it is a npft compleat 
Art, and comprehends .aU other Sciences > nor can.be 
throu^ly underAood by any one not Univerfally lear* 
ned. Yeii, they aicribiice to it the vertue of Divina* 
tion, aiid that thereby men may make a judgement of 
the habits of the Body, aiTet^ions of the Minde, and 
manners of Men. They, (ay moreover, that there is 
no enil of this Art, and that every day produces new 
di£DDverie$ therein, which in another kok jlnafcilaf 
wittily hints, that Mufick is like Ubya^ which every 
year produces (bme new fort of venomous Creature 
or other. jl$banafm tfa^efore, by rea£bii of its vani» 
t^, exiles it from the Church. It is tiue, St. jfmbroje 
more delighting in PQm|) and Ceremony, inftituted tb^ 
u(e of Singing and Playmg in Churches, fiut St* jIht 
fiin in the mean betwixt both, makes a great doubt pf 
Che la wfulnefi thereof» in his CQuft^iiins.

O Mulick Dancing is a kinde of Appendant, moft 
grateful to Children, and youthftil Lovers \ a 
thing which they learn with great care, and pra^ife 
all^ night long h mod punftually ob(erving the time 
of the Mufick , and that the meafures of their FeeC 
and Capring-fteps may exadly anfwer the time of the 
/Fiddles y labouring to perform the fiUieft and madded 
\ thing ^n the world, with the greatcfi knowledge and 
jadivity their Bodies and Souls wilfadmit : A thingt 
s which were it not (et off with Mufick^ woi^id appear 
Ithe greatefi Vanity of Vanities, the rudeft, mbftnon* 
/fenfical, and ridiculous light in the world. This is 
f that which lets loofc the reyns of Pride, the friend of 
Wickednefs, the food and nourifhment of Luft, the 
bane and enemy of Chaftity , and unworthy (o much 
as the thought of any honeft perfbn. At thefe Balls, 
faith Teirarcbfmdiny a grave Matron hath loft her long- 
prefer v*d Honour : Many an unhappy Virgin there,; 
hath^ learnt what (he had better never have known : 
fronr^ thence many have return d home polluted, many 
half overcome 9 but never any one more vertuous than 
they were before. Yet have iome of the Grecian Writers 
higt^prais'd this idle Art jCas the worft and moft per- 
nicious thiogs never want their extoliers) and have de- 
duced the Pedigree of Dancing and Balls even froqi the 
Heavens themiclves, comparing the Steps of Dancing to 
the motion of the Stars, that (eem in their Harmonical 
ordej: to imitate a kinde of Dancing motion, which 
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tlftey b^n To foon as the irorld was aeated.Others fay, 
it was. an invention of the Satyres* By the help of 
this Aft, Baeebuf is faid to have fofcen^d and overcome 
the tyrrbeniSf Indians^ and Lyiians^ moft WarHke Na- 
tions. Whence Dancing was by them made ufe of 
in their Religious Rites , and the Exercife ^thereof 
by the Goddefi Kbes commanded the Corybants in 
Tbrygiay and the Curetes in Creu^ And in Velds there 
.was no {acred Ceremooy performed without Dancing % 
no Fefiivals, Sacred or Civil, celebrated, where; Dan-- 
cing was left out. The Bracbmans alfo among the 
Indians^ morning and evening, with their faces toward 
the Sun,, dancing, were wont to wqrfhip his Beams. 
Like wife among the JEibiofians^ ^tbraciansy znd Siy- 
tbiansy Dancing was us'd in all their Religious Ceremo- 
nies, as being firft inftituted by^ Orpbtut and Mkfeus^ 
the beft Dancers of their times. There were alfo a- 
mong the Komans the Salian Prjiefts, whole duty it was 
to dance about in honour of Mars* The Laeed^moni^ 
ans^ the braved people of Gmce^ having learnt the cu- 
Aomof Dancing from C^^^T ^i^d toJlux^ in all their 
Feafis and publick Ceremonies us'd Dancing. In Tk/- 
faly it was held in fnch Veneration, that the Com- 
manders and chief Leaders were honoured with the 
Title of Fpr moft Dancers. Soeratts alfo, by the Ora- 
cle judgM to be the wifeft of men then living, was not 
a(ham*d to learn to dance when he was far firidcen in 
years > and not onely fo, but highly extoUM the famcj 
Art, and reckoned it among the moft (erious parts of 
Education ) and was efteem'd by him a thing of that 
Gravity as could hardly be exprefs'd, and entered into 
the world together with theLove of theGods. But 
what wonder it (hould be (b highly honoured among ] V ' 
the Gfectan Philofophers , who are not afliam'd to< 
make the Gods themfelves the Patrons of Adultery, 
Rapes, Parricides, and indeed of aU manner of Villa-^ 

nifs? 
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nies ? Many have wrirtm Treaciles ctf Dandngi 
wherein they (ec forth all thefeveral forts andmea» 
fores thereof > expounding their fevetal naaiies , and 
who were the particular Audiovs and Infcntars'of 
^cach \ fo that I need (if oceed no farther therein* Bat 
the Adtient KommX) men ever famous for their Gra- 
vity and Wifdome^ condemn'd all itaanndrof Dancing i 
neither was any woman among them acc^cmpfad Vtt* 
tuous, that was given to Dance. Theiefore Sah^ rt* 
^ pioaches Sun^onia^ that Ae ftng and danc'd more ex* 
quifitely than was convenient for an honeft woman* 
Nor liire Gt^huum and Marcus Celiuf^ men in Coo€vt- 
lar dignity, lei^ blam'd for their over^great skill lil 
Dancing : And MaraaGsio objeded it as a Grime te 
Lftdm MtrenSi that he had been feen to daiice in Jffid h 
whofii Caufe when Cicero todc in hand to defend, ha 
durft not )afiiiie the ad as well dont, hot utterly de« 
ni'dthe Fad, iaying, Thait M iober nWln eVer danced 
either alone, or Co much as at a moderate Banquet^ 
unkfs ht were mad h Dancing being alMiays the Oom^ 
panion and Attendant upon immoderate Feafls, and 
inordinate Plays. We mull therefore neceflarily con* 
dude, that Dancing brings up the rere of all Vices< 
Neither isft hard to tell what evils come many times 
/to pafs through idk DKcourfe and Toying. At fudi 
I tame as Youili in the heat of Dancing, ufes tmick 
\ Geftures, and snakes a hideous Aamping noife, skip*- 
' ping to wimton Tunes, and the founds oUcene Airs, 
then are Virgins and Matrons handled with (hamekfi 
; hands, tempted with immodeft Kiffes, and luftful Em^ 
^ braces $ tten, what Nature hides, and Modefty vails, 
Wantonneis di(covers, and avil fport becomes the 
pretence of wickednefs. An fixercife not Q)rang 
from Heaven, but invented by the Devil in defiance of 
Divinity h fo that when the Children of Ifiaet had 
creded tbemfelves a Calf in the Wildemefs, they fa^

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trific'd theretd, eating aiid drinking, and afterwards 
fHingnp to play, the/fell to Singing and Dancing.

NEithet muft I here omit to tell ye, that there are 
many other forts of Dancing, thegreateft part 
^vhereof are now laid afide, others fiill in ufe » for ex* 
ample. Dancing in Arms, proper onely to 6ladiator^ 
jind Soiildlers^ a Tragical invention to \\[\ the Tnho* * 
cent in (port, making it a great infamy for a man to 
receive tits deaths wound for want of Agility. A hate* 
JTul Tnvention» Folly and Impiety mixM together* 
And indeed, all fori^ of Dancing, as they are full of 
vanity and (hamelefne&, afe not onely to be difprais^d^ 
but utterljr abominated , feeing they teach nothing 
but a wonderful myfteiry how to run mad* ^ 
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Of StagC'Dancing. 

STage-dancing was defign'd for Imitation and De-* 
monftration, whereby to explain things conceived 
in the imnde, by the geftures of the body j fo cleerly 
and peripicuouily reprefenting manners and affefirions, 
that the Spedator (hall underftand the Player by the 
motion of his body, though he (ay not a word* So

ht the excellency of this Art appears, that without 
the help of an Incerpretcr, wfhile the Aflors by motion 
lefwefent an Old Man, a Voung Man, a Womani a 
Servant, a Drunkard, an angry Per(bn,or of any other 
condition or affe&ion whatfoever, the Spedator at a di« 
ihnce hearing nothing of the ftory, (hail be able toun* 
derfiand the fubjed of the Play. This brought Staged 
players into great rcqucft, as Macrobius witneffcth, fo 
that Cicero was woiit to contend with tiofcim^ wl^a 
Was alfo very intimate with S^Ha the Didator, who 
(hould plained andfooneft^and with moft variety, cx^ 
t)rersthe fame Sentences whether the one by Gcfticu* 
latioii, or the other in fct Language : which cncouf ag*d 
liofnus to write a Tre^tife wherein he compares Stage- 
tnotion or Adion with Eloquence. But the Mafflienfif^ 
j^reat prefetvers of (erious Gravity, would nqtendufi 
a Sta^e-player among them, for that moft of their 
Arguments confifting in tlie repetition of Rapes and 
Addlteries, they tholight the ofteii feejng thereof would 
accuffofh men to the pradife of fiich things. In fine 
it is not onely a diOioneft and wicked Calling to excrcife 
Stage^playing, but alfo a matter of great diflionour to 
behold them : fdr the |!3lea(tite of lafcivious mind$ of^ 
ten degenerates into #!ckcdnefs. So that of old! there 
was no name fo. ignominious as that of a Stage-player, 
who by the Laws was made incapable of all Honour 
and honourable Society^

Of Rhetorif^i ^ 

THcrc was alfo a Rhetorical Gefticulation, not muclil 
differing from Stage-a6lion, but more carelefs, 
which So6rateSyPlato^Ciceroy'^imilian, and mofl of 
the Stoicks have dcem'd mpft licceffafy and comnien* 
dable in a Rhetoiician, and an Orator h as teaching a 
graceful geflurc of the Body, and cooipofure of the 
Countenance : (eeing that the vigour of the Eye, the 
found of the Voice, accommodated to the figniticati- . 
on of Words and Sentences, together with a decent 
iiK>tiop of the Body, and managment of the Coun- 
tenance, adde much to the foTce and efficacy of Orati« 
on. But this Hiftrionical- Rhetorical Gefliculation be-*^ 
^an at length' to be little us'd, while Jiberias^^dmo^ ^ 
tii(h€S AngnfiHS i That he (hould fpeak with his Moiith,^ 
and not with his Fingers j and is now quite laid aiide, 
uslefs It be among lome Mimmick Friers, whom you 
(hall fee now adays with a flrange labour of the Voice 
making a thoufand faces, looking with their Eyes like 
men diitraded, -throwing their Arms about, dancing' 
with their Feet, lafcivxbufly fliaking their Loyns, wic^ 
a thoufand fundry forts of wreathings, wreding's, tur^i* . 
ings this way and that way of the whole Body, pro* 
claiminp in their Pulpits their frothy Declamations to^ 
the People : mindful perhaps of that Anfwef of Ve- 
mefiheHet^Hpottcd inVaUrm MaximHs^^h^ being ask'd 
what was moft efficacious in fpeaking, reply'd, Hy* 
pocritic and Counterfeiting : and being asked over and^ 
over again, ftill made the Ume Anfwer as beforej^eAi- 
fying theicbyi that the whole force of ?ct£vf^\ 
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therein. But that we may not digrefs too far from 
the Mathcmaticks, let us return to Geometry.

THis is that Geometry which Fhilo the Jen^ calls the 
Principle and Mother of all Arts, and has this 
Excellency above the reft , that, whereas there are 
manifold Contentions among the Pro&fibrs of all 
other ArtS) the MaAers of this Science generally agree 
in their Problems j neither is ftiere any great matter 
of debate among them, but only as to Points, Lines^ 
and Superficies^ whether they be diviHble or no ^ but 
they differ not from one another cither in Eteftrinc 
or Tradition : only every one ftrives to excel the other 
in the Invention of new Subtilties, and in making ad- 
ditions to what is already found out. Yet there is no 
Geometrician that could ever find out the right Qua- 
drature of a Circle, or the Line truly Equal -to the 
fide : though Archimedes of Syracufe^ and after him 
many even to our times, pretended* to have found 
the fame out. This we may fay, That there are very 
few, or none, that do acquiefcein the Traditions and 
Axioms of their Predeccflbrs > and therefore, while 
they go about to be ftill adding fomething which 
their Matters left Imperfed, they run themfclves into 
fuch an extremity of Madncfs, which all the Helle- 
► bore in the WorW is not able to Purge away. To this 
Geometry, which inftruds us in Lineaments, Forms, 
'interya]s,Magnitudes,Bodies, Dimcnfions, & Weights, 
belongs the Art of making all Mechanick Engines, and 
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infirumencs appertaining to the Mccbanick Arts i all 
Engines of War, and Archtceduie, as Battering .Rams, 
f orcoifeS)CatapuIts, Scalihg-Ladders, moving Towers, 
Ships,Gallies, Bridges, Carts, Oriiages, Wheels, Bars 9 
together with all thofe Engines by which great and 
tnaflie Weights are moved and lifted up with little help, 
and much eafe. Befides thefe, all thofe pieces of Ait 
that move by the afliftance of Weight, Wind, Water, 
Ropes or Lines ^ as Clocks, Hydraulick Organs. By 
this Art Mercmy is faid to have made certain Idols 
among the Egyptians^ that made an Articulate noife 
with their Tongues, and could walk feveral Paces. 
Jrebisas the tarentine is alfo faid to have made a Dove 
fo exa<31y by tules of Geometry, that the Figure would 
Move and fly of it felf. And ArchUnedts is faid Co 
have nude a Brazen Heaven in fuch fort , that it 
ihcw'd all the Motions of the Planets and Sphears, 
the like whereof we have feen brought to pafs in our 
time. From this Art alfo proceed the feveral varieties 
of Guns, and Fire» vomiting Engines 9 of which latcl/ a| 
my felf have Written a fpecial Treatife, Entttuled \\ 
Fyrograpbie^ which I now Repent me to have done t 
feeing that it only Teaches a moft pernicious and de- 
flru&ive Alt. Laftly, Painting, Meafudng of Land, 
Agriculture, Founders, Statuaiies, Smiths, Carpenters^ 
and all that make ufe of Wood, orMetals^ all borrow 
theit Experience from Geometry^ 
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Chap. XXIIL 

OfOftic^ and PerffeSiv^. 

Eareftqfkin to Geometry, is the Art Perfpedivd. 
Now*P€>^pcAi?e is'an Art, that teaches a Three* 
X Fa fold ^'l 
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fold way of feeing Direct, RefL^xM, and Broken : a$ 
alfo the difference of LiglU9Shadows and 6pa(fes v how 
Vilibles appear through falfe Intervals, how the -beams 
of the Sun are r^ceiv'd through one or more-perfpicu- 
ous Bodies, and h9w they play upon feveral figures of 
Bodies » the fev^ral accidents of Objed, Sight, and Me- 
dium 9 and how theObjed and the Sight are aifeded 
according tothe vaticty* of the Medium. Now, as 
concerning the reafon of Seeing, there are fundry and 
different Opinions. Flato thinks that the fight pro- 
. ceeds from an equal clearnefs in the Eye, and the Ob- 
jedi the clearnefs from (he Eye, being causM by the 
flowing of the Light to one extjrinfick Air \ that which 
proceeds from the Body, being c^us^d by a reverbera* 
tion of the Sight to the Eye » the middle clearnefs 
about the 4^r,. being eafily fluid, and apt to receive 
(hape, according to the force of the Sight that ialways 
extends it (elf in a firy Form. GaUn agrees with 
Fiatg. But Hipparchm faith that the Beams extended 
from the Eyes to the Bodies themfelves, touching them 
as it were with a certain Palpitation, returns back the 
apprehenfion thereof to the Sight. Ari^otle is of Opi- 
nion, that the Images of things pafs from the Objed 
to the Sight according to their quality, through theal- 
teration of the middle Air. tdtpbyrim believes, nei« 
ther Beams nor Images, nor any thing elfe to be the 
Caufe of Sight, but that the Soul knowing her fcif, ap- 
prehends and fees her own felf in all vifible beings. 
But the Geometrichns and Optkks coming near CO 
Hipparchus^ have invented certain Cones made by the 
CO* incidence pr falhng together of the Beams, which 
are emitted through the Eyes , fo that the Eye appre- 
hends many vifiblcs at one time h but chofe mplt certain* 
ly, where the Beanbs meet together. But Alchindui 
teaches «another thing) which. St. iJujJin thinks to be 
mpft true , That the rower of the Soul doth ad fome- 
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thing in the Eye, which is above humane Wi(Home to ^ 
iipd out. This Art therefore much conduces to the i' 
underftanding the variety of Coeleftial Bodies, their' ^ 
Diftance, Magnitude, Motions, and Reflections) and 
is alfo a great help to Architedure, in the meafuring, 
adorning, and perfeding great Buildings. But in the 
Art of Painting and making of Landskips,is of fo great S. 
ufe, that neither can be done without it. For it (hews us :.; 
Tjo w to^akc Figures feem undeformcd, and in Sy mme- ^ 
try, at whatfoever height or diftance they are to be feen. 






Chap. XXIV. 

of Tainting. 

PAinting is a wonderful Art, imitating the (hapes 
of Natural things, by an accurate description df 
the Lineaments, and apt choice of Colours. This was 
once in fuch high efteem, that it was accompted the 
chief of all the Liberal Sciences. Not lefs Liberal 
than Poetry, in the Opinion oi Horace. 

^ Painters and Poets have free leave 

With equal fotper to dare and to deceive. 

For Tainting is nothing elfe but mute Poetry, and Po\^ 
etry a fpeaking Pidurei fo neer akin they be to each 
other : tor as Poets, fo Painters feign Hiftories and Fa-r 
bles, and reprefentations of all things s exprefling and 
figuring Light, Splendor, Shades, Heights and Depths. 
This moreover it borrows ftt)n[i Opticks,to deceive thp 
light ) and in one Pidture, the fcituation being varied, 
to reprefent various (hapes to the fight ; and what the 
Statuary cannot reach, this attains to ; it repreienrs in 
lively colours, fire, beams, light, thunder, lightning, 
evening, morning, dawn, clouds, pa (fions of Men, the 
fcnfcs of the M'lndjand even almoft the Voice ic felhmd 
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by falfifying m^afures and dimenfions makes thefe 
things appear to be, which aie not 9 and thofe things 
^ which arc not, to appeal to be. As is related of^eusdf 
( znd Parrbafiu(^?imtcts^ who contending both for Ex- 
\ celiency , the firft (hewed painted Qrapes, (b like, that 
I the Birds flew to feed, upon them. The other (hew'd 
/ a Coverlet only Painted \ which was (b rarely done, 
"\ that when the Firft went to put it afide that he Knight 
j fee the Workmanfhiptbat was under, andfigftnd his 
Error, he was forcV to yield the Vi^ory to the La t-» 
ter : whereas, he had oply deceived the Birds , but 
Tarrafmzn Artift. And f/f/iy relates, That in the 
^iays pf ClaHdim there was fuch excellent Painting, 
that the Crows have flown to the reprefentation of 
Tiles, miftakmg them for the tops of Houfes* .And 
the ifame Fliny relates, Hpw it had been found by ex- 
perience , that the finging of Birds has been ftinted by 
the ilght of a painted Dragon. This moreover is 
always attributed to Painting, That in all her Works 
;^ there is more to be underftood and judged of, than is 
to befeeii^ as .P/ivfjrcl^ has diligently found out in his 
Icons J fo that though the Art be extraordinary, yet 
the ingenuity thereof is beyond the Art.

T^Ainting is accompanied with the Arts Statuary, 
JL PlaOii^k, Cafling,andEngTayinjg: the Inventions 
of Laborious Wit, which may notwithftanding be 
all comprehended in Architc^ure. The Statuary 
makes the likenefs of things, either in Stone, Wood, or 
Ivofy^ the Plaftcr performs the fame in Earthy the 
jike Images the Cafter performs} by cafting melted

Brafs and other metals in Moulds s The Graver ex * 
prefles the fame things in Stones aiid Gems. Of ail 
which, fompomus Gauricus among Modern Writers * 
hath chiefly Treated. But all thefe Arts, together wi th 
Painting, were meerly invented by the Devil, for the 
nourifhment of Pride, Luft, and $uperftition : the Au- 
thors Were.thofe, who Hrft, according to the words of 
St. Paul^ Changed the Glory of the Incorruptible God, in* 
to the likgnej} of Corrupible many of Birds -^ of Bea$Sj 
and of Serpens : the iirft , who contrary to Divine 

. Command, that forbids the 6r^z;e;f Image, or the likiiefs 
of any thing either in heaven above, or in the earth be" 
neath, introduced Idolatry fo detelkd of God. Of 
whotn the wife man faith, The Idol is cursed h and he 
that ntai^ the fame, together with the thing madcyfiall 
Jifffet Torments. For the Vanity of Men, as the fame • 
Author (aith, invented thefe Arts, to tempt 'the Soul 
of Man, and to deceive the Ignorant : And the In- 
vention itfelf, i^ the Corruption of Life. However, 
we Chriftians above all other People are fomad, and 

, carried fo headlong into this corruption of Life and 
Manners, that ip all our Courts, Houfes, and Cham- 
bers,we are not afhamM to keep and admire the(e wick- 
ed Ornaments T thereby to invite Women and Vir- 
gins to WJ^ntonnefs,with the fight of oblcenc Pictures ; 
nay, we ftick not to introduce 'urn into our very Tem- 
ples, Chappies, and over our Altars, to the great hazard 
of breeding Idolatry. But of this more wheii we come 
to Treat of Religion. Now that there is a certain Au- 
thority not to be contemned in Statues and Pidures, 
I learnt not long ago in Italy : where there happening 
a very great debate before the P(;/?e, between the ^w- 
fiin Fryars, and the Regular Canons, about the Habit^ (J^ 
of Su Atiflin i that is to fay, whether he wore a black I 
Stole over a white Veft, or a white Stole over a black/ 
Veit : and finding nothing in Scripture that gave Light ^

Of FroJfeSive^ and LookjngrGlaffes. 

TO rccurn to Opticks, to which the ufe of Look» 
ing^^GIafTes and Profpedive-Glaffes does mainly 
conduce h the Experiments wheicof are daily feen in the ' 
various kinds of GlafTes, Hollow, Convex, Plane^^ Py- 
lar-fa(hion'd,Pyrftmidal, Globular^Gibbofe» Orbicular, 
full of Angles, Inverted, Everted, Rej^ular, Irregular, 
Solid atid Perfpicuous. So we read, as Cdius in his 
^ncient Readings relates, That one HofiiuSy aFer(bn 
of an Obfcene Life^ made a fort of Glafles that made 
the ObycGt feem far greater than it was h fo that one 
Finger (hould feem to exceed the whole Arm, both 
in b]gne(s tnd thicknefs. There is alfo a fort of Glafs, 
wherein a man may fee the Image of another man, 
but not his own v and akiother, which being Ctt in 
fuch a jpoftureand place, gives back i^o reprefentation i 
but the pofture being alter'd, prefently returns the Ob- 
)cd: prefcnted. Some that (hew all forts pt Reprefeo- 
rations ^ (bme not all, but many» Other Glafies there 
are, that contrary to the faihion of all others, will . 
(hew the right band diredly oppo(]te co the Right , 
and the Left diredly oppofite to the Left. Other 
GlafTcs there are that do not repre(ent the Image with- 
in, but as it wei| hanging in the Air« . Burning-Glaifes

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. ther do they agree about the^afilor Middle of the 
Eatth, which Ptoiomy places under the Equinoctial 
Circle i iS^rj^^ believes it to be the Mountain ParHaJJuj^ 
in Greece: with whom Flutarch^ and DaSantm the 
Grammarian agree, and believe, That in the time of 
the Deluge it was the only Mark of dillinc^ion between 
the Skies and the Water.

But if this reafon be the only (atisf a(f^ory reafon of that 
Opinion, then (hall not Farnajfur of Creeee^hat Gordh 
CHS a Mountain of Armetna be the Navel of the Earth , 
which, as Berofus teftities, Hrft appearing above the 
Water$,was.thetirftrefting Place of thcArk^ Others 
Aflign other places, arid how the middle of the Earth 
was found out by the flying of Eagles. There are fpme 
Divines, who thrufiing their Sickle into this Corn, 
will have Jerufalem to be the Middle of the Earth h 
becaufe it is written by the Prophet, God hath rprough 
Salvation in the middle of the Earth* Lucretlm^ LaSan- 
^y and Au^Hy fall under the fame Cenfure, who have

deny any other Habitable Part beyond Europe^ Afia^ 
znd Africa h which notwithftanding we find to be ut- 
terly falfc, by the Voyages. and Difcoveries of ihcSpa^ 
niards and Portugals > who alfo cohhrm to us all the 
horrid Zone to be Inhabited, contrary to the Fables and 
Trifles of the Poets. Other Errors of the Geographers 
we have recited in the Chapter of Hiftory. Now this 
Art that undertakes to teach us to Defcribe and Mea- 
fure fo large a World , fuch unfearchabie Seas ^nd 
difcover to us the Scituation of all Iflands and RcgU 
onr, Bounds^ and remarkable Places > together with 
the Originals, Cuttoms, Manners, and different Difpo-

NO doubt but ArcbiteQme (eems to bring great 
advantages and ornaments both to pubhck and 
private Building. This makes us Walls and R00&, 
Mills and Carts, Rivers, , Ships, Temples, Churches, 
Towers, fenced Walls and Fortifications, and all othei 
Engines, eithei to defend or adorn both Publick and 
Private Buildings \ a very neceflary and honeft Art, did 
it not fo much be witch the minds of Men,* chat there 
'is no man (carce to be found, if his Wealth will per- 
mit him, who does not wholly employ himtelf, either 
in Re-buildinjg, or adding to that which is well and de- 
cently already done : tjirough which iniatiable defire of 
Building it happens,that there is no end or bound there- 
of: but to pleafe Fancie, Rocks have been cur, Val- 
. lies hll'd up , the bowels of the Earth digged into, 
Fromonti^rics made over the Sea, the curiems of Rivers 

curn'd. 
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turn'd, Seas joynMtoSeas, Lakes exhaufl) Pools dry- 
cd up, the Seas curl'd, the depth of the Ocean (earch'd 
into,and New Iflands have been made. All which things 
though they feem to have been done in defytnce of 
Naiuie, yet have brpught not a little advantage to the 
Fublick. But let us compare with thefe , all thofe 
other things that are of no ule at all but for men to 
gaie and flare at, ^nd out of vain Ofientation to (hew 
the yaflnefs of the Builders Wealth \ fuch as are the 
juperflitious Wonders of the MgyftistUj Greek/j He^ 
irtmansy B^hylomtms^ and other Nations 9 their Laby^ 
rittths^ Pyramidsy Obdifqms^Coloffts^ MauJoUumj the 
MonfltCus Statues of Rapfinatis^ Sefo^res^ and Amafisy 
«ndthat Extravagant ^pibjfiiA;, in which King Amafis 
was faid to be Entomb'd. For, (aith Tliny^ it was hew'd 
out of a Natural Red^flone 9 the compafsof the Head 
was Onehui^dred and two foot round the Fore-head h 
the length thereof One hundred forty three. But there 
aie greater Wonders than this, the ftupendious work 
of Memnon and Semiramif^ in Bagifiannmy a Mountain 
of MK/i^, a vaft Effigies, cpntainipg Seventeen Furlongs 
in bigne^. Which had been far exceeded by that 
Archited, whoever he were , whether Steficrateij as 
Phtarcb reports 9 or VemQcratesy as Vmuvius aflerts, 
who propos'd to have nude an Effigies of Alexander 
out of the Mountain AtboSy which (hould have held 
in the hand thereof a City capable to receive Ten thou-^ 
fand men. We noay add to thefe the BsbyhidaH Den, 
theBafis whereof wa^ a fall Furlong inCompafs, 25 
UerodotHj witneileth 1 together with that famous 
Tower which was made to fwim in the wide Sea, up* 
on the backs of Glafs Lobflers. With tfaefe may be 
number 'd the Gorman Edifices, the Triumphal Arches, 
the vaflTeUDplesoftheGodS) that cfpecially in £/fae* 
fus Dedicated to Viana^ which was two hundred Years 
in Building, ^t, the Expences of all Afia 9 and that 
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Chappel dedicated to Latona^-hMt in JE/ypt all of 
one Stone, broad in Fifont forty Cubits, and coverd , 
over alfo with one entire Stone :.as al(b, the Statue 
of Nehnqbodonofir King of AJfyria^ all of pure Gold, 
iixcy Cubits in bigne(s s which it was a Capital Crime 
tot to Worship : and another Statue Forty Cubits high, 
frandM all but .of one entire Topaze , in honour of 
an Egyptian Quctn. Not unlike thefe are the Tern* 
pies JEicdted in our days with moft lofty Towers and 
Spires, vaft heaps of Stones, riflng to an Incompara- 
ble and Prodigious Height» together with innumera* 
ble Steeples for Belts, eredled at the vaft expence of , 
moneys drainM under the pretence of Pious ufesand 
Charity, which had been better imprevM to the relief 
of thoufands of the Poor, who being the trueTem- 
pies of God , periih in the ibean time with hunger, . 
cold,and fickne(s,more proper to be kept in repair with 
thofe Sacred Alms. Now what Deftrui^ions , whac 
Devaftations this Art Caufes among Men, whofe War- 
like Engines of Batteries, Catapults, Scorpions, Slings^ 
and other manifold infiruments of Death, fram'd by 
the chief induftry and invention of her Profeflbrs h (6 
many Nations thereby ruin'd, fo many Cities thereby 
deftroy«d, do afford fufficient Teftimony : and of this, 
not only by Land, but by Sea, whole Navies built on* 
ly for fight, and combat do give evident proof: where* 
in men do not (eem fo much to Navigate^ as to Inha- 
bit the moft dangerous Se^s, which as they are of them- 
felves full of hazard and terror, by thefe Ships are ren« 
der'd far more unfecure and terrible to us -, therein^as on 
the (olid Land,Fighting and Robbing one another.

Strata Lampfaeus^ among* 
the Ancients, hath written a large Treatiie, Entituled, 
Ve Macbinis Metallick* Though how out of the Me- 
tallick Oar, to confolidate and puriiie the true Metal 
by fire 9 ox if v mixt, how to fepatate them, few or 
none have hitherto taken the pains to teach > perhaps' 
becau(e that being an Art too Mechanick and Servile^ 
learned and ingenious Men have thought it beneath 
their Studies* However, being my felf fome years 
fince made Oveffeer of fome certain Mines by his Im^ 
perial Ma^etiy, (earching diligently into the Nature of 
ill! thofe things, I began to write a fpecial Tre^titc 
thereof, which I have yet in my hands, continually 
adding andcorreding the fame, as my Experience and 
Knowledge encreafed i intending to omit nothing^that 
may ferve to further the' Invention and Knowledge 
thereof, whether in relation to the fearching and diC* 
cerniogofthe Vein, melting theOar,under-projpping 
of Mines, framing all manner oi Engines^ and what« 
ever elfe belongs thereto : Mylteries hitherto altog^

Certainly therefore he firft found out the greateit 
plague of Humane life, that firft found out Mynes of 
Gold, and other Veins of Metal. Thefe men have 
made the very ground the more hurtful and peftiferous, 
by how much they a^e more ra(h and venturous than 
they (hat hazard themfelves in the deep to dive for 
Pearl. Concerning the places where thefe Metals arc 
found. Authors do vety much vary. Lead, they fay,; 
was firft found in the Iflands calle<l CaffiterideSj not 
ftrifrom Sfiaihi Bra(sjn Cyfrasj Iron it\ Crete ^ Gold 
and Sliver in tangaut a Mouncan of Ibracia : At length 
they . inCedcd the whole Workl h onely the Scythians y 
as S(diHe relates, .C6|id.en9n*(i the ufe of Gold and Sil- 
ver, rerolyiqg to keep themfelves cternally^ free from 
publick avarice. . There was an antieijt Law anaong 
fhe2(0f»^ir/agaioft the (bperfluUy of Gold. And in* 
deed, it wer^ tobe wi(h'd.'tbat mtn would afpire with 
the &me eagerneii to Heayen, that tbey.dcfeend into^ 
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the Boweb of the Earth, alluiM wich.fhaf vein of 
Riches , which are fo far from making a man happy» 
that many repent too often of cheir time and labonr 
fo ill beftowM.

IN the next place, Aftrology offers it felf, otherwife 
called Mfonomy i an Art altogether fallacious, and 
more to be derided than the Fables of the Poets 9 whole 
ProfeiTors are a (brt of coniident per(bns, Autbois of 
Prodigies» who with an impious Confidence and Cu- 
fio(ity,at their own peafures, beyond humane ability» 
undertake to cttSt CeleAtal Orbs, and to deiciobc the 
meafures, motions, figures, (hapes, number, and re* 
cfprocal harmony of the StarSf as if they had long 
> conversM in Heaven, and were but newly defcendcd 
thence : however, among themfelves of moSt different 
and diffenting Opinbns, even concerning thofe things 
by which they fay all things are kept up and fubfift : 
that I may well fay with tliny^ that the incettainty and 
incoaftancy of this Art, plainly argues it to be no Art 
at all > of whoie very Fundamentals the hiAam flunk 
ane thing, the Egyptians another, the hb^s another, 
the C^/i/eiiii/ another, the jFeir/ another, thz Arabians 
another, the Latint another, the AiAtients another, the 
Moderns another. For Vlato^ Troehuy Ar^Hh^ A- 
verrois^ and atmoft all the A(hK>logers before A^boH* 
Jhsy creating of thenuaibet ci the Spheres, redcon 
up «but onely eight Spheres h thou^ Avinoet and 
Ribbi Ifaac aver , that one Skrmei and. iome Baty^ 

lonians

Unions did adde a ninth : to which Opinion Azatcht^ 
Us this Mow^ adheres^ with whom Alhewtns Imtomr 
CHS agreed , in his time , for what notorious taft I 
know not, called theGre^t h and all thofe that approve 
the acceiTes and receiTes of the Spherical Motions* 
But the later A(hologers have conftituted and appoin- 
ted ten Orbs s which Opinion the fame Alhttttu be- 
lieves that tiolomy alfobeld. But Alfbonfns follow* 
ing the judgment of Rabbi '^aac^ ftrnamed Bazan^ 
held oncly nine Spheres » but four years after, in «n 
Edition of his Tables, adhering to the Opinions of 
AlSuhaffiH the Moorc^zna Albategnus^ he reduced them 
to the number of eight. Rabbi Ahrabam Aventxt^ » 
Rabbi Levi, and Rabbi Abraham ZacutHS^ believe no 
moveable Orb above the eighth Sphere. But they dif- 
fer very much about the motion of the eighth Orb, 
and of the hxed Stars* For the Caldeans and £^- 
liMi are of opinion, that it is mov'd by onely one 
n^otion t with whom Alpetragus^ and among the Mo* 
dern Writers Alexander Aqnilitms agree ; but all the 
other AOronomers from Hiffarchus evsn unto thefe 
times, iffiim the fame to be turnM with various moti- 
ons. The Jewiih TalmudiAs afligne theteuntd a douUe 
motion : AzarehelesS^betb^ztid Johannes Kegiomonta- 
ifir/, added the motion of Trepidation, which they call 
appioachings and reccdings, upon two little Circles, 
about the heads of Aries and Libra : but m this dif- 
fering one from another, for that Azarcheks affirms, 
that the moveable bead isdiftant from the tix*d not 
mote than ten parts. T^ebith aflerts them to be di- 
Aant one from the other not above four parts, with 
fome minutes* Jfhannes Kegiomomanus makes them 
diftant more than eight pans, which is the reafon given 
that the fixed Stars do not always incline to the fame 
part of the Sky, but fometimes th^y return to the 
place where they began. But ftqlmy , Albategni^ 
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Rabbi lei/i, Avenezra^ Zacutus^ and among the later 
Authors Pafd the Florentine^ and AH$iH.Ki$iMS myfa- 
miliat Acquaintance in Italy ^ affirm that the Stars 
do always move according to the fucccffions of the 

. Signes. . The later Afliologer^ make a threefold mo- 
tion of the eighth Sphere h the one which is moft pro- 

. per» and is the motipn of ^refidation^ which is finifhed ^ 
cuace in feven thoufand years 9 the (econd they caH the 

, «notion of CireurnvQlmioH^ being the motion of the 
Klinth Sphere^and is iinifhed in forty nine years: The laft 
is made by the tenth Orb, and is called the motion of 

^ the trimwn mobile^ or the rapid and diurnal motion, 
wiiich turns round intheCompafi of one natural day» 
However, among them that give a double motion to 
the eighth Sphere,there is great divcrfity of Opinions » 
for all the Modern Authors, and they who admit the 
«notion of Trepidation, fay that the Sphere is carried a*- 
bout by a tii per ior Sphere. h\xt Albategm^^AlB^ap- 
feHi AlfragamiS-i Averraes^ Rabbi Leui^^ Abraham Za* 
cutus^ and Aufiin Kitius^ fay, that the Diurnal motion, 
which they call the Rapid hnotion, is not proper to any 
Sphere,but that it is made by the whole Heaven^ Aver- 
woes aUoconfirn^s it, th^i Ptolomy in his Book intitled 
liarrations-i doth deny the motion of ^yr^riiiif** and 
Rabbi Levi faith, that Averroes was in the fame opi- 
nion with Ptblomy^ that the Diurnal motion w(is the 
motion of the whole Heaven* Again, there is not 
lefs diifeience amoilg them about the meafure <^ the 
motion of the eighth Sphere, and of the fixed Skars : 
For Ptolomy believes thit the fixed Stars do move one 
degree m a hundred years.' Albategnus will haye 
them, to move fo far in lixty fix Egyptian years 9 with 
whom ZacutHt , Rabbi Levh-^pd Alpbonfits in the cor- 
region of his Tables, give their alien t. Amartbikt 
theMaar^ fays that they move one degree ill (eventyiiye 
years ) Biffarchm^ in fcventy eight. Many of the 
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BebretPSy as Rabbi Jofitay Mofes^ Maymon^abbi Aven^ 
tzra; and ^er them HayBenrodam^ in(evency years» 
Joban* RegKmont anus in ogfh^y* - AKgt^in Batius took 
the middle way between the opinions of Albategni and 
the Hebrexpsj delivering his opinion that the Axed Stars 
do not move one degree in lefs than (ixty years, nor 
in more than feventy. But Rabbi Abraham Zacutur^ ' 
z%KUm declares, by a tradition of the I^idij»/ dif*^ 
covers to us, that there are two fixedStars moft dia« ' 
metricaUy oppofitc one to another, which do not ft* 
ni(h their couife^contrary to the order of the Signes, in 
lets time than a hundred and forty years. And Alpetra^ 
gui is of opinion, that there are many motions of the 
Heavens which are yet unknown to men 9 which if it 
be true, then there may be alfo Stars and Bodies pro* 
per to thofe motions, which n^cn have either not been 
al)Ie to behold by reafon of the hight, or elfe they have 
not fallen within the difcovcry of any obftrvation^ To * 
which opinion Thavorinm f he Philofophcr afTen^s, in 
his Oration tnention'd by GeUUis z^m^ Gcnetbliackj. 
So that it remains tnofl; apparent,that never any Ailro*- 
nomer was ever yet in Heaven, to teach us thfe certain 
and true motions thereof. Neither is the certain mo- 
tion of :the Planet M^r/ known to this day : of which 
Johannes de Monte re^iacomplains,inan EpitUeto one 
Blancbinns : the errour alfo of the motion of i\nt 
Planet^ a certain famous Aftrologer, named William o(^ 
Su Clou^ above two huodred years ago hath lefcdif* 
covered, but never any one as yet corrci^ed. As truly 
impollible it is to find out the ingrefs of the Sun into 
the £quino(9:ial points, as Rabbi Lei;r proves by many^ 
reafons. But what (halt we fay of things iince brought 
to light, and what ftrange errours were committed 
about thofe things in former times ? For many, with 
Ttlnthy thought the greatelt variation of the .:$un to 
be continually varied 9 which we know now to ke p 
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alvirays ooe cet tain mearurc. And alihoagh Ttolomy 
thought other wife thereof, yet Albatcs^ Rabbi Iavi^ 
AveMzra^ and Alfbonfus^ found other wif Ay experi- 
ence. Ocherwife alfo have they found out concerning 
the onotion of the Sun, ^nd the roeafure of the year, 
quite different to what either Ttolomy or Hipparcbus 
delivered. Alfo concerning the motion of the Aux of 
the Sun, ttolomy is of one opinion, Albategnus and 
the reft of another. Concerning the Figures of the 
Signes, and the confiderations and obfcivations of the 
jfixed Star;, the Indians have thought one thing, .the 
Efyptums another, the Caldeans another, the U^brtws 
anoci^er, and ArabUns another ^ Hmotbeusnoi one 
minde, Hifparcbus of another, Ttolomy of another, 
and the later Authors of anothet* I onnit their tnad 
contentions, which is the right, or which is^he left fide 
of Heaven h concerning which when tbo» Aquino 
and Albertus the T'en^oMici^endeavour to fay fomeihing 
feriouily , they . are yet altogether unable to deliver any 
thiAgcf certainty. Again, what thcGalaxy or Milky way 
(houldbe, is yet controverted among AArologas. I 
omit alfaall their vain difputes about ^centnckjy Con- 
ceHtrickf^ EpieycleSy Retrogradatioits^ Trepidations ^ ac- 
cefles, -recelfcs, fwift motions, and Circles of motion, 
as being the works neither of God nor Nature, but the 
Fiddle-taddles and Trifles of Mathematicians, raking 
their beginnings from corrupt Phiiofophy and the fables 
of the Poets : Yet which the ProfefTors of this An belteye 
as true,creared by God,and eftablilhed by Nature h (torn 
thefe Fidions deducing the caufes of inferior accidents, 
aiTerting thofe feigned motions to be the principles of all 
inferiour motions» Thefe Aftronomers a Serving-maid 
of Anaximenes very feaibnably tax'd with a (harp reply* 
This Maid was wont ro walk with her Mafter, who 
V one day going out a little later than ordinary to look 
upon the Sky» while he was gazing among the Stars 
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ne'ie minding the icicaation of the place, fell itAo€\ 
Ditch. Then quoth the Maid, I wonder Siihowyoaj 
can pretend tg foreknow things in Heaven, that can*/ 
not tell thoie things -that arc juft before your No(e r 
thsUs lAkfiusw^s reprehended with a like witty fay^ 
ing, by his Maid-fervant threffa* . Neither does T^tdfy 
much vary from either: Aftrologcrs, faith he, white 
they (earch and prie into every G>aft of Heaven, are ig;* 
norant of that whidi is juft before their feet. I my fetf 
learnt this Art from my Parents, and have loft not a , , 
little time and pains therein y but at length I foufkl 
that the whole Art had no other foundation than the 
nieer figments and trifles of imagination : and it ve-^ 
ry much repents me of the time which I have wafted^ 
and I wifli I could abfohitely forget and abolifli the . 
memory thereof in my minde h and would wholly a- 
bandon theufe thereof, unlcfs the violent intreattes of 
great perfonages, who oftentimes make ufe of noble 
Ingenuities to bad purpofcs, did not compel me ^o 
continue my fludies therein ^ and that domeftick pro- ' 
fit did not over-perfwade me to enjoy the folly thereof, 
and with toys to (^leafe tho(e that feck after and are 
covetous of trifles 9 I fay. Trifles ! for what hath A- 
firology in it worth uotice^unlefs the Fables of the Poet^, 
their monfters and wonders with which they have fiird 
the whole Region of Heaven > Neither do any fort of 
people more agree onb among another, than the Aftro* 
logers and Poe ts h onely in that One thing o[ Lucifer and 
Vefperus i the Poets affirming that what day Lucifer ap- 
pears before the Rifing Sun, that day he follows the Set- 
ting Sun ^ which all the Aftrologers deny can be done in 
one and the fame day, onely tfaofe that place J^enus 
above the Sun, becaulb thofe Stars that Teem to be at 
greateft diftance from us, feem to appear fopneft in . 
their rifing, and to fet moft flowly. But this difcord 
between the Aftrologers aJ)out the fcimation of the 
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Stats and Planets I bad quite forgot, hadi not had thi§ 
Occaiion to rcmember them, the hai»i(Kng wheredT 
has been more partiealar to 'Philofoph||S than Aftio* 
logers. For tlato(p\zcts the Sphear of the Sun next 
«boiit the Sphear of the Moon 9 and the JEgyftiam dO 
chc like, placing theSun between the Moon and Mer- 
cury. Archimides and the CaUaans inake the Sun ito . 
be the fourth in Order. Anaxitnandcr^ Metrodaruf^ 
Ci&M/,andCr^^e/,conftitutetfae Suti uppeimoli, below 
hiai the Moon, beneath her the other Planets ^nd 
fi2ced Stars. Zenocrates will have all the Stars to move 
in one Superficies. No lefs contention there is among 
them about the diftance andbignefs of the Sun, Moon; 
and the reft of the Stars fixed and wandring: Nei-. 
thcr ts there indeed any conftancy of Opinions among 
them, not truth of Aflertion : and no wonder, when 
the Heaven it felf, which they fo much endeavour to . 
(earch and dive into, is the moii inconftant of all, and 
crowded with Fables arid Fictions : for all the Twelve 
Signes,with the Northern and Southern Cpnfiellations^ 
got all into Heaven by the help of Fables, and by thefe 
Fables Afirologers live, cheat,and get money, while the 
Poets their Inventors are ready to flarve for hunger. .

cure the undertaker of Profperity. Aftrologers there- 
fore borrow the E ffedts and Influences of the Scars from 
the moft remote Ages of the World,bcyond the memo- 
ry of things, even before thedays ofFrometbens , and 
from Conjundionf that were befer^ the Flood h pre- 
tending themfelves able to difplay tte hidden Natures, 
Qualities and Effedh of aHlbrts of Animals, Scones, 

. Metals and Plants , and whatever elfe being pait of 
the Creation v ^rnd to (hew how the fame do depend 
on the Skies, and flow from the Stars, and partake of 
their Influences. A mofl credulous fbrt of People , and 
no^ lefs impious,- not acknowledging this one thing. 
That God made the Plants, Herbs, and Trees, before 
the Heavens and the Stars. The graved Philofophcrs 
alfo, as fythagoraiyVemocfituSsBion^fhavorinuSy fa^ 
netiuf^CarneadeSi ?o§idonUiS^Tim£us^Ari^otle^ FlatOj 
Flotinuty F&rfbyrtHs^Avmn^AvtrroesylUpfQcrkuSi G^- 
len^ Alexander -i Apbredifius^ Cicero^ Seneca^ Flutarcby 
and many others who have diliget^tly laboured in the 
fearch of the Caufcs of Things, through all Arts and 

' Sciences, never do renttt us to thefe Aftrological Cau- 
fes i which although they might be allowM for Cau- 
fcs, yet when they therofclves do not rightly under- 
ftand the Courfe of the Stars, wHich is moft evident 

^ to all wife men, they can never be able to give a cer- 
tain judgment of their Efft&s. Neither are there others 

' wanting among them, as Eh^jxm/, Arcbelanf^ CaJfaH'' 
drus^HoychilaXj HaiicarnaffeHi^ and many others of 
later dare, grave in efteem, who confefs. That 'tis' 
impoflible that any thing of certainty ihbuld be found 
out by the Art of Judicial Aflrogogy, by re^fon of 
the innumerable co-operating Caufes that attend the 
Heavenly Influences v and fo Ftolomy is al(o of 0|n- 
nioi^, both for that there are many occaiions of Ob» 
ftrudlion, as Cuftoms, Manners, Education, Vertue, 
jEmpire, Place, Gcnlture, Blood, Dict^Libcrtie of Will, 
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anf( Leaioing i as ^fo foi that, as they fay, the Influ* 
daces do not compel but incline» Furthermore^ they 
who have prefciibM the Rules of Judgments, let down 
their Maxims (b various and conCiadiSory, that it is 
impoffible for a Prpgnofticator, outcf lb many various 
and disagreeing Opinions, to be able to pronounce 
any thing certain, unlets he be inwardly InfpirM with 
fome (eaet and hidden inflind and Sence and 6i future 
things \ or unleG by foooe occult ami latent Communi ? 
cation of the Devil, he be enabled with a difc^rning fa- 
culty : which two means he that wants, can never be 
a true Prophet in Aftrolpgical Judgments *> Afirologi* 
cal Predidion not depending upon Art, but meerly 
upon obfcure Chance : And as young People light up- 
on fuch or fuch verles in Fortune-Books» not by Art, 
but by Chance : (b Prophefies flow from the breft 
of an Aftrblogei by the fame Chance , and not by 
Art f which Ttplomy witnefles , faying , Hbe htotP- 
ledge pf the Stars is in tbee^ and theme froQuds > there- 
by intimating, that the Predidion of hidden and fu- 
ture things is not attained to fo much by Obfervatt« 
on of the Stars, as of the qualities and afTcdiions of 
the Mind. There is no certainty therefore in this Art, 
applicable to all things according to. Opinion » which 
Opinion is gathered and delivered from Con jedures, 
through an unperceiveable Infpiration of the Devil, 
or elfe by meer Chance ; therefore is this Art no more 
thaD( a fallacious Conjedure of Superflitious men, who 
by the Experience of long time have attained to fome 
in(ight into uncertain things , wherewith to fuck out 
a little money \ they many times deceive the ignorant, 
and are as often deceivM : for if their Art were true, 
and rightly underftood by them, whence lb many Er- 
rors and Deceits continually fwimmingin their Prog*- 
noAications ? and if not true^do they not vainly^fooliflb- 
ly> and wickedly profefs the Knowledge of things 
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which are not, or are not rightly uuderfiood i But the 
more cautious among thens will not utter their Prog^ 
nofttcatioDS but inob(cure and ambiguous terms, and 
which niay be applyM coali things, times,Prifices,and 
Nations whatever. If any thing which they have (aid 
do come to pafs, then they Colleft together tht Cau- 
fes thereof, confirming after the thing is apparent, 
their old Prophefies by new Reafons, that they may 
feem to have forefeen; like your Interpreters of 
Dreams, upon the relation of a Dream know nothing 
of certainty, but apply their Interpretation to that 
which happens afterwards. Furthermore, (eeing it is 
^ impoflible in (b great a number of Stars, but that wa 
mufi find fome in bad, Ibme in gpod Pofitions s they 
take occafion from thence of fpeaking to whom and 
what they plea(e: foretelling Life, Death, Hicalth, 
Honours,Wealth, Power, Vidory, Off-fpring, Friends, 
Marriage, Magifiracy, and many other things : To 
others, from % bad Pofition, foretelling Death, Hang*^ 
ing, Shame, Overthrows, Barrennefs, Sicknefs, and 
Misfortunes *, not by the power of their wicked Art, 
but by a wicked Aupefadion of the Mind, and forcing 
a nectfficy of Adrions concurring to fuch Events, draw * 
ing credulous people to their ruine, caufing alfo among 
Princes and Nations moft fevere Wars and Seditions. 
Now ifit happen that fortune jumps with any of their 
Prognofiications, that among' ib many ambiguous Va- 
ticinations one or other happen to prove true, how 
they firut and crow, and fall into raptures and high 
admiration of themielves I If they be found to lye 
continually, and be fiilt convincM of falfliood, then 
they excufe it with Blafphemy , fortifying one Lye 
with another, faying, Tibat a wijt man has famermfer 
the Stars : whereas in truth, neither the Stars are 
govern'd by wile men, not; wi(e men by the Stars % 
bat both are govern'd by God : or eKe they cry. That

the unaptiicfs of the fubjed, or the folly of the party^, 
was ah obfltudion of the Inflaences > but if ye leqtiire 
more of thcm,they are angry* Yet theft Fortune-tel- 
lers do iinde entertainment among Princes and Ma- 
giftrates,from whom they receive confrderable Salaries $ 
whereas there is indeed no fort or generation of men 
more pernicious to a Commonwealth, thanthofc that 
undertake to prognofticate by the Stars, by Dreams, 
or any other Artifices of Divination, and fcatter their 
Bsophefies about : Men always enemies to Chrift, and 
all that believe in him : Of whom Cornelius Taciftit 
complains : Your Mathematicians, for fo they are 
Vulgarly called, are a fort of men, faith he, treacberour 
to Prinees, deceitful to tbofe that believe in ^$tm h vpere al* 
ways prohibited from our City, but never expel rd* Varra 
aifo a grave Author teftifies, That all the Vanities of 
fuperftition flow'd out of the bofome of Aftrology. 
There was a certain Tribute aflcfs'd in Alexandria^ 
which the Aftrologers pay, being called Blacenomiumy 
which fignifics FoHy, bccaufe that out of ingenious 
Tolly they made a certain Gain , and becaufe that none 
but rafli and inconflderate people were wont to con<^ 
futt theiti. But if our life and happinefs proceed from 
the Stars,wbat do we fear > why are we fo follicitous > 
Let us truft all thefe things to God, and the Stars, who 
can never erre, never do any eviK Let us not dive 
into things beyond our own capacities, but oriely learn 
to know that which is onely in our reach 9 and being 
that we are Chriflrans, let us leave the Hours to Chrift, 
the Nfinutes to God the Father. ^ But if the Stars have 
nothing of Torce, • nothing of power, nothing of in- 
ftoehce over our life and happinefs^ then is every Aftro* 
Ibgera very vaiil and idle perfon* But there are a fort 
of people fo very timorous and credulous, that as Chil* 
dren frighted with the ftoaies of Hobgoblins, they be- 
V(tlieve and are more afraid of thofe things which are not, 
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than of thofe things which are 9 andCby how much 
a thing (cems to be lefs poffible to cooie to pafs^fo much 
the lather are they afraid thereof 1 and the lefs pto*| 
bable a thing is, the fooner they believe it h who if they 1 
were not AAioIogers, might eat their nails, or die with V 
hunger. And this flrange cieduiity of theirs, forget* 
ful of things paft, negligent of the prefent, running 
headlong after future things, is fo favourable to thefc 
deceivers, that though \m one lye told, (hall, injiire 
the credit and reputation of other men, fo rh^t cbcy 
(ball be fcarcely believM again when they ipf^ truth v 
On the contrary, among the Dolors of ILying and 
Fal(hood,one.Chance- truth (hall gain belief of ahun« 
dred Publick lyes: In which they who chiefly confide, 
are the moft unhappy of all men, fuch fupeiihtious 
trifles always bringing theii Adorers intQ . iqin^ : 
Which Antiquity witneueth of Zoroa^es^bafaobj Ne- 
bitebadnezzar, Cdfar^ CraJJus^ tomfty^ Vidbarus^i Nero^ 
Julian the /tfofiate^ who as they were moft addided to 
tbefe Gugaws, fo did they peri(h through tbtir confi- 
dence in them : All things falling out mo(| uiifortunate 
to them, to whom their Fortune-^tcUers promb'd 
all things- favourable and au(jpiCious* As to ^omfey 
and Gifiiry whom they both made believe that they 
(hould die aged, in their beds , and in great honour, 
yet both of them came to bad and untimely ends. . A'> 
perverfe and prepofierous generation of men , who ] 
profe(s to foreknow future things, in the mean tiitie i 
altogether ignorant of pa(t and prefent» and under* ^ 
taking to tell all people moft ob(cure and hidden lie- 
crets abroad, at the fame ti^e know not what happens 
in their own houfes, and in their own chambers : £-; 
ven fuch an Afiiologer zsMfore hiugbt at. in his Epi^' 
gram.

T^mttfuj himfelfwas a Soothfayer, whofirft 
Ordain'd, that the choice of MagUhrates (hould be con- 
firmed by Attgmy : and DioigfiMS tells us, That the Art 
of SootUayitig was mo£i ancientt evea in t|ie time of 
the Ahmgms : and Afimm before he put his Battle 
in Airay againft Me^senriitf, made an |[n(jpe(3ion into 
the Fowl ') and (eeing the Augury anfwered his expe^a* 
cion, he Fought and overcame* The tkr^isHs alio, 
Miftdiansy CUi44n$^4rabt^n$yVmlmans^ fujcans^ an4 
knany others, obfeived the Ceremonies of Soothfaying,.

Tetlcd in their Motion, Lying, Retting, Geftvirei Walk- 
log) flying. Voice, and Feeding, in their Colour and 
Working V wherein, by a certain occult Force, and (l- 
}ent Harmony, they do fo far fympathiz5 with the Ce« 
leflial Bodies, with who(e qualities they are afTedted, 
that thereby they are enabled to foretel whatever thofe 
Celeftial ^dies intend to aft* ' From whence it is 
apparent,- t;^t this fort of Divination depends only 
upon Con jei^ure, grounded (jartly upon the In^uendrs 
of the Stars, partly taken from parai>oUcal Siniilij» 
tudes , than which there is nothing more deceitfuj. 
Therefore fanxtm and CameadeSi Oceroi Cbryfiffiis*^

For 
what can we imagihe Madnefs to be, but a depsirture 
of Reafon perfecuted by evil Spirits, convey^ through 
the Stars, Of thrbu^ the Inferiour Bodies by the bad 
Angek } which Luesn feems to intimate, when he 
brings in Anmt the Wbnfcan Prophet :

tohfidently undertake, onely by Mathentiatical lear^ 
ning, and the help of Cel^ftial influence^, to product 
many miraculous Works, as walking and (peaking Bo* 
dies \ which notwithflanding are liot the real Animal i 
fuch V^as the wooden Dove of Ardytai^ which flew 9 
the Statues of Mercuryy that talkM $ and the Braied 
tiead made by Alhrtm Hagnm^ which is faid to hav^ 
fpoken. In thelc things Bottlus ekceird, a itian of i 
large Ingenuity, and ihanifold Learning \ to whonAl 
Ca^odprui writing upon thisSubjed, ThoU, faith he, 
halt propounded to thy felf to do great things, and to 
know the mofi difficult : by thy ingenious skill Metali 
are heard to ifoar, Brazea Viomed founds a Trumpet; 
a Brazen Serpent hi(fes, Birds are counterfeited, and 
they that are incapable of a voice df their own^ yet 
are heard to make a fweet noife : We relate but fmall 
things of thee,, that ha(t fo great a powet to imitate 
Heaven* Of thefe dclufory SdenceS may be faid th^t 
which we read in Flato's tenth Bdok of LaWs : Art is 
given tp Mortals, which enables thenl to produce cet* 
tain pofteriorand fucceeding Inventidnis, tleither per* 
taking of Truth or Divinity, but certain Imitations 
fomewhat akin thereto i Wherein Magicians have ad* 
ventured to proceed fo f^r, by the help df that slnclcnt

THere U a fort of ^latural Magick, which they call 
Witchcraft j the eifFcds whereof are wrought by 
Potions, Philters, and other compoGtions of Medica- 
ments : fuch as t>emocritus is faid to have made for the 
begetting of good, happy, and fortunate Children \ 
4nd that other by which we fliould be aJble to under- 
hand the Langaage of Birds, which FhiloflraiHs and 
Iforfbyrius relate AfollomHS to have made* Vkgil alfo 
ipeaking of certaih f^^tjcii;^ herbs : 

Such Herbs as tbefi t^ben Meris us^'d^ 
Streigbt at a Wolf unto the Woods did flee > 
And by theit Povperful Cbarms dead bodies reared 
From out their Graves in open Air of pear d* 
And Crops of Corn to ripeneji vpere improv*d^ 
Streigbt have Ifeen to other Fields removed. 

And Pliny dedaires, that one Demarchus Tarraptu at a 
* Sacrifice which the Arcadians . made to Jupiter Lycjeus^ 
wherein they offered Humane Bodies, railed the tn- 
(iratls of a Boy, and ftreight changed himfelf into a 
Wolf) by reafori of which tranfihutation into Wolves, 
Attain believes the name of tycdus was attributed to 
^Jkpiteir and Pan. St.At^in declares alfo. That when 
I16 Was in Jl^/y, certain Female Witches, like Circe^ gW , 
Vikij^to cicrtam Travellers a kind of Enchanting Me- 
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dfcament in Chee(e,tuf n'd them into Cattle \ and when 
they had made them tb ctn^ what burthens they 
thcHight fitting, they refioiM them again to their for- 
mer (hape : which thing, as he affirms, happenM to 
one Father Freftaniius. Now, left any per (on (hould be- 
lieve tbefe things to be meer Chima^ra's and Fi(3:ions ,]ct' 
him remember h<5w Sacred Scripture tefiifies of Nebu- 
cbadnezzar^shzin^ changed into an Ox,and that he liv'd 
upon Fodder fcven years together^ though at length, 
by themercie of God, he was ref^ored to^fais former 
{hape \ whoTe body his [oh EvilmeroJacb y after he was 
dead, causM to be thrown to the Vultures to feed oii,^ 
left he fliould rife from the dead, that had been changed 
from a Beaft into a Man. And concerning' I^l^^r^ol^'s 
Magicians, many more things are related in Exodus^ 
But of thefe Magicians or Witches, the Wife maa 
(peaketh but a hard Sentence, when he cries, Ibou bafl 
abhorred tbem God ^ becaufi tbeymrk^ abominablt. 
work! by Medicaments* I would have you alfo farther 
to underftand, that thefe Magicians do not onely pry 
into Natural things, but alfo thofe things which ac- 
company Nature, and do almbft (hake off all Relation 
to herv as Numbers, Figures, Sounds, Voice, Lights, 
Affcdionsof the mind^and words. SoihcFfylii and 
Marfi called Serpents together , which others with 
other Charms put to flight. So Orpheus afTwag^d the 
Tcmpeftof the Argonauts with a Song: and Homer 
relates, how the courfe of plyjfes ,blood was ftopt by . 
the power of words. Moreover, in the Law of the- 
Twelve Tables, there is a Law againft thofe that did 
inchant the ftanding Corn > whereby it is apparent, 
that Witches have a power by the force of words, to 
produce ftrange Effet^^ not onely upon thennfelves, 
but alfo upon outward things : All which things, that , 
is tofdty, to (eparate the hidden force of things, and 
either draw them to tbem(elves, and repel them from 
• jthem- 
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thetnfclvcs^ they credibly believe thcmfclves to tStdi 
no other way than as the Loadflone draws IroD,or Am- 
ber or ]ec draws Chaff, and as Onions again dedroys 
the Magnetick Power* So that by this Gradual and 
Concatenated Sympiarhy^not only Natural and^Cbleflli- " 
al Gifts, but alfo Intelledtual and Divine may bq re- 
ceivM into humane Souls, as lamblicHs^froculns^ and 
Sinefius gather from the Opinions of Great MeU) and 
that by this Confent and Harmony of things, Magi- 
dans do call up the very Spirits* For fome of them 
are arrivM at fuch a height of Madnefs, that they 
believe that upon the right ObterVation of fifcb and 
iuch Conftellations at fuch intervals of titne, and by 
fuch reafon of Pcoportions, an Image being made 
would receive Life and^Mocioiit which upon counfel 
defired, fliould be able to give Anfv^ers, and Reveal 
the hidden Secrets of Truth. Hence it is manifefl, 
That this Natural Magick inclining toward Conjuring 
and Necromancy^ is often entangled in the Snares and 
DduGons of Evil Spirits.

Of Conjuring and Necron^anc/: 

THE Cereiixinial Parts of A£igfej(^) Conjuring znd 
Necromancy* Gcinie or Conjurin^^ curs^d^for being 
familiar with unclean Spirits , ceremonies of wicked 
curiofity, composed of Prayers and Inchantments, is 
held Abomijaable, and wholly Condemn^ by the De- 
crees of all Lawgivers* * 
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lAm hateful to the Gods^ that jiain the 5J^V> 
And blot the StsrSythough Natures Frogeme: 
T^befitledcourje of things they can confound i 
Can fix the Poles Jend Lightnings on the ground » 
Fulldotpn the Heavens^ and Hills eradicate*, 

Tbcfeare thofe that Invoke the Souls of dead Ba- 
dief, who Inchant Children, and caufe them to give 
the Anfwer of the Oracle i and as "we read of Socrar 
/e/,carry about with them certain Vocktt-V^mons 9 and 
who, as they fay, nourilh little Spirits in Glafles , by. 
which they pretend to Foretel and Prophefie. All tbe(e 
proceed in a twofold manner. For fome of theoi 
make it their buGnefs to adjure and compel £vil Spi- 
rits to appearances by the Efficacy and Power of (acred 
Names > because feeing that every Creature doth, fear 
and reverence the Mame of its Creator, no wonder if 
Conjurors, and other InfidelSf Pagans, ]aws, Saracens, 
oir prophase Peribns,do think to force the Devils Obe- 
dience by the Terrour of bis Creators Name. Others, 
more to be detelted ihan they, and worthy theutmoft 
punifliment of Fire, fubmitting rhemfelves to the De- 
vils, facrifice to them,and WorQiip them,become guilty 
of the viieft fub)c(3:ion and idolatry that may'be h to 
which Crimes though the former are not quite fo ob- 
noxious, yet th^y expofe themfelves to mantfeit dan- 
gers. For the Devils are always watchful to intrap 
Men in the Errors they heedleily run^.into* From 
this infipid crowd of Conjurors.have Jlow*d all thofe 
Books of Darkne(s, whi^h Vidian the Civilian calls 
by the name of Forbidden Writings. ' -Of which, one 
af the firfl: Author^ is faid to be ZabuluSi a tnan wholly, 
inctiu d to unlawful Arts. . Then 'Barnak^s a Cyprian 9 
and now frequently other Books are Publifhed up and 
down, unda the feigned Titles and Names of Adam^ 
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'jlte/5E«oci,i<ir;ir&^i»iand Solbthms others under the 
Kamcs of ?$uiHs^ Honorius^ Cyprian^ Albertus^ Thm^y 
Hieromey and one Eboracenfu^ to whofe filly trifles Al^ 
fhorifw Kin| of Ca^k^Kohem the EngliOinian, Bacon^ 
ApPonus ^ and tna:By other of deprav'd Fantics have 
adher?d. But bcfides this^ they have not only made 
the holy Patriarchs and Angels Authors, and Uphol* 
ders of thchfdcteftable Studies , bat alfofliew, feveral 
Books which they pfetend were written and delivered 
by R^^w/ and R^r/^fc^f/, tutelar Angels of Adam and 
Tobias* Which Books notwithftanding, to any one 
that narrowly confidcrs theRalesof the Mafteis^the 
Cuftomcs and Ordinances of their Oremonies, the Na- 
ture and Chbiee of their WordsandChara<3:ers , theii; 
-iniipid and barbarous Phrafes, fufficiently betray them- 
fclves to contain nothingbut meer Toysand Geugaws, 
arid that they were in far later Ages contrivd by fuch 
'as were utterly ignorant of that Magick Profefs'd by 
thfef Ancients, faring founded only* upon certain pro- 
pfiatie Obfcrvatioas itiixt with tbe Cercnnomes of our 
Religion, with an addition oi ni^ny unknown Names 
*trnd Chara(9:ers, to t^rriiie ignorant and filly people, 
and to amufc thofe that are void of fence and under- . 
■ftanding.Neithcr doth it therefore follow,that thefeD:^- ,' 
Ipfions jjre Fabled i for unlefs there were fome thing of i 
reality in them, iand that many mifchievous and Wick- • 
' cd things were accomplifh'd thereby, both Divine and : 
Humane Laws had not fo ftricftlf provided for the pu- 
nishment thereof, and Ordaiud them to be quite cxtir* 
pated from the Earth. Now why thefc Conjurers 
make ufeonly of evil Spirits, therearonis,b:caufe the 
Good Angels feldome appear, being only attendant on 
the Commatids of God, and not vouchfafing to be 
known, but only to upright and holy Men. . But evil 
Spirits fubmit themfelves more willingly to their In- 
vocations, falfel^ affuming to themfelves, and counter- 
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fetting Divinity, always ready to deceive , and delight- 
ing to be adoi'd and worfliip'd : and becauiCe Women 
are more covett)us dt the Knowledge of berets, aiid 
npt lef$^caatiou5 and prtne to Superflition, and moic 
eaiSly Deluded) tberefpiie to the^ the Devils 0iow 
themfelves more familiarv,and make theOn the perfor- 
mers of many Miracles, fs are related of C^rceandf Me* 
'ie/ifj 9^ of many others theSltoiiesof thePpe^s a^e full : 
and Cicm^ Flinyy Setieea^ $U Aufiin^^d many others, 
bothJPhilofopbers, Dodors^and HiAorians, as alfo Sa» 
cred Writ, bring many Tefitmonies, i . Fc^ in tbe Book 
of Samuel we read cf a certain Womaii- Witch that 
livM in Enaor^ that rais'd the Soul oiS^m^l : th<;Hijgb 
moft Interpreters agree» that it was npc the^foul qf 
Samuel J but an Evil fpirit that took upon him thje' 
ihape ojftbe Prophet. Yiet fome of the Hthretp Po^ch|S 
aver, neither doth ^LAhJUh to SimflicUn deny the. 
poffibllity thereof, that it was the true Soul of 54^Af^/, 
which before a compleat Year after its departure from 
the Body, might be eafitly caird up, according to the 
rule of Necromancy. The UecfomaHfkk^ Mag\ciai\f 
believe, that the fame may be performed by certain 
Natural tyes and CHUigauons » which was the reafon 
that the Ancient Fatbejrs well-read in Spirituals^ nqt 
without good caufr^ ordain'd, that the Bodies of the 
Pead might be buried iu Holy^grpundi ihould be 
affiled with Lights, and fprinkkd with lloly^water, 
*))e'perfiimed with Incenfe, and pray'd for by tlie Li- 
ning, fo long as they were above Ground» For fay 
the Hebretv Dodcoxs^ All our Carnal Body remains as 
Food -for the Serpent which they call Ara&d^ which 
i$ Lord of the Flefli and the Blood, and Pri^yceof.this 
world ; in Leviticus nam'dthe Priitce of the Vefrt^: 
to whom it was faid in Geneds, Ihou Jhah e'ai the 
duU alltbediys of -thy life. And in Ifaiab^ The Daft 
is thy bread, that is, our Corporeal Body Created out 
» • -■■ ■ ^ ■■ •• ■• » ^ '• ^ df 
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of the daft of the Earth, fo long as it remains unfiin- 
^ifi*d, and not changed (or the better, to. be no longer 
tfecti at the difpofal of the Serpent, but of God, ac- 
cording to the word of St* Haul ; It is fow^i corporal ^ 
hut jhall rife ffiritual : And in another places All (hall 
rifi^ but all (halt not be changed i for that many Jhall re* 
main perfetnal food for the Serf ent. This foal and 
dcteftable matter of the Flefti, the food of the Ser- 
pent, lies in the Grave, in hopes of a better Lot, and 
ijpiritual Tranfmutation ) tvhich is already come to 
f>afs in thofe that have already tafted the firft-Fruits of 
Redemption V and fdme have attained it by yertueof 
the Deiiick Spirit, as £/i^ and "Enoch-i and as fome are 
of opinion, Mofis \ whoTe bodies being changed into 
the nature; of Spirits, never faw corruption, nor, as 
other drcafFes, Were left to the power of the Serpent* 
.Arid fomethingto this purpofe, it was thought, was 
the great difpute of Michael with the Devil about the 
body of Mofesy which St. Jude mentions in his Epiftkf^ 
Thus much concerriing Conjuring and Necromancy» 
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Of theurgy. 
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MAny there are that believe Theurgy not to be un- 
lawful , which pretends to have to do with 
none but good Atigels, and the HWmtKumen him* 
felf » though under the names of God and Angels, it 
proves to be onely the deluGon and mockery of evil 
Spirits. It pretends no natural Power, but to make 
ufe of Celeftial Ceremonies,' by which they think to 
attract and reconcile the Divine Natures : Concerning 
which 9 the antient M^gi have deliverM feveral 

14, Rules 
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Rules ip feveral Volumes. 3ut (he chiefeft part of 
their Ceremonies is, in obferving Cleanlinefs , Hud qjf 
the Soul 9 then of the Body, then of tHofe things aboot 
the Body, as in the Skiiv, the Gaiments, the Dwelling, 
VefTels, UcenfilS) Immolations, and Sacrifices ) which 
cleanlincfs renders them capable of being the reccpta* 
cles, aod fit foi the entertainment of Divine Spirits,and 
is very much encouragM and cdtximended in Sacred 
Sciipture, according to the wor4$ of "Efay : Be glad 
and he ckan^ and4akg atpay the evil of your tbougbts* 
But uncleannefs, which often corrupts, and detiles, 
and infef^sman, dilibrbs the.moft clean and pure Soci;- 
ety of ^el|fiial Beings, and cha(es away the fpoilels 
Spirits and" Angels of God» It is true, that many 
times unclean 'and deluHve powers, to the end they may 
be ador7d and wori(hip*d for Gods, do counterfeit this 
iPurity V and therefore great diligence and care is tobe 
us^d for the avoiding thereof i and therefore we have 
abundantly difcour^'d thereof in our Book$of Occult 
iPhiloTpphy. Now of this Theurgy or Divine Magick^ 
Tcrphyrius having delivered many things , at length 
concludes, that by Theurgick Operations the foul qaay 
be made 6t to receive Spirits and Angels, and to fee an^r 
converfe vvith them : but that there can be any accefs 
Co the Deity thereby, he alUDgether denies. His Rules 
and Diredions are conrain'*d in his Art Almahel^ his 
Notorious Art,his Art P^n/we^&his Art of RevelatidMS^ 
where are abundance of Super(iition$ to be found, 
which are Co much the more pernicious, by how much 
ibcy fwcm more Lofcy and Divine to the unskilful.

H£re the words of Tliny come into itiyitiinde: 
: There is^ faith he, anoth^ Se(ft of Magicians, of 
which M$fis and Ltfiope^Jewsl were the fifft Authors i 
which'words biing Co my remembrance the Cabala of 
the Jewjy whifh as the conftant opinion among the 
Hebretps goes, was delivered by God to Mops^ and 
thence, through fucceflionof Ages, even to the. times of 
Ezra^ pre{er>r d by Tradition:onely, without the he]p 
of writing. As of old the Dodrine oi Pytbagorag 
Miras delivered by Archippus ^ni" LyfiadtS', who kept 
School at Thebes iR Gr^eeo whqre the Scholars lear* 
ping all their Mafters Precepts by heart, made u(e 
Onely of their Memories iqfteafi of Books. ,So cer- 
tain Jeir/ defpinng Letters, plac'd all their Learning in , 
Memory, Obferyation, and verbal Tradition 9 whence 
it wascallM by the H^nfSyCahala^thi^t is to fay, a re- 
ceiving from one to another by the £ar : An Art, by 
jiff^tU yeiy amiept» though the name be but of later 
times known among the Chriftians* Now this Cabala 
they divide into three patts: the iirfl contains the know- 
ledge of Mfitb% Vffhich they call alfo Cofmgkgy^' tx- 
plaining and tf a<;hin£ th^ force and efficacieoi things 
created , Natural or Celeftial s expounding alfb the 
Laws and My Aeries of the Bible according toPhilofo- 
phical reafons, which for that caufe differs little from 
Natural Magick, wherein they fay K. Solomon excelled. 
Therefore wei?nde in the Sacred Hifiories of the jFen?/, 
that he was wont to difcourfe from the Cedar of li^ 
ban^n to the low Byifof \ as alfo of Cattle, Birds,

ReptikMnd Fifli, all «which contain witbjn themVelves 
a certain Icihdc of Magical vcrtue. M^fts alfo the 
Egyptian, in his ExpoGtions upon the Pentateuch, and 
molt of the Taknudifts, have follovKed the Rules of 
this Art. The other p^t thereof contains the know- 
ledge of more fublitpe things, as of Divine and An« 
jgelkal Powers, the contemplation of Sacred Nalnes 
and Characters h being a certain kinde of Symbolical 
theology , wherein the Letters, Figures, Nun^rs, 
Name?, Poitit», Lines, Accents, are efieemed to contain 
the fignifications of mbfi profound things, and greM 
jMyfleries. This part again is twofold : Aritlynaiatick, 
handling the nature of Angels, the Powers, Name^, 
Charadters of Spirits and Souls departed i and Theo- 
mantif k, which fearches into the my fteries of the Di* 
Tine Ma)eAy,his Emanations, his NameSjand ttmatuls^ 
which he that attains to,they account endu'd with moft 
admirable power. By vertue of this Art they (ay Mr^ 
fes wrought fo many Miracles, changing his Rod Into 
a Serpent, (he Water into Blood, and plagu'd Egypt z 
with Frogs, Flyes, Lice, Locufis, Edotifodes, andPelif* 
ience, flaying the iirfi-born of Man and Beaift : By this 
Art he divided the Red-fea, caused Water to flow out 
of the Rock, brought the Qs!^\\s into the Wildesnefi, 
fwceten'd the bitter Waters, ntKide Lightning byday^ 
and a Pillar of Fire by night to lead the March of bis 
people, cali'd down the Voice of God among the peo* 
jplc. By tliis Art hepUnifliM the Ariogant with Fire, 
the Murmurers with Leproiie, Matiners with fuddeit 
Deflru^ion, caufing the Earth to fwallow themnp ^ 
jpreferv'd the Clothes of the Iftaelites from wearing 
b.u.t,4nd gave them Vi^ory over their Enemies. Laftly , 
by means of this Art, ^o^tf commanded the Sun to 
Aand ftrll 9 £/i^ call'd down Fire from Heaven, and 
faiV^^hedead Youth to life 9 Vamel muzzled theU* 
ons Mouths, and the three Children fang in the middle 
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pf the fiery Furnace. Nay, the (H^riiciious and unbe*» 
lieving jei»s (tick not to aver» that ChriA bimifeU 
^lyroaghc all his. Miracles by vertae of this Art. So'^ 
iomony as they fay, did excel in this Art, and that he 
di(c6vexed feveral fecrets thereof, coatainipg Several 
Charms againft Devils and their Poi&ffings i . as alto 
.againft Di(ea(es, ^sjofi^bus writes. As for iny part» 
as I do not doubt but that God Revealed many things 
xb Mojis and the Prophets, which were contained un- 
,dcr, the Covejft ofthe wprds of theXaw, which were 
^Oitto be commumcated to the prophane Vqlj^r : Co 
jTor this Art which the Jews (o much boaft of, ,which 
J have with gr£ait Labour and diligence fearchM into , 
I muft acknowledge it to be a ipeer Rhapfodie of fu- 
jperAition, aod.pothing but a kind ot^^hefirffc}^ Magick 
jbffore fppken pf« ior if, as f he Jetps contend, comb- 
ing from God^ it did any way cpnducexo perfection of 
^Life, Salvation of Men, Truth of Underftanding ^ ccr- 
tainly that S|H|cit of Truth, which having forfaken the 
Synagogue^ is. .qow come to teach us all Truth, had 
never concjcated it all this while from the Church, 
which certainly knows all thole thiqgs that areojf God % 
whofe Gracf > Baptifm, and other Sacramepts of Sal- 
vation, are perfectly RevealM to all Languages, For 
ivery Language is alike, fo that there be the fame 
■jPiety s neither is there any other Name in Heaven ot 
.on Earth, by which we can ht SavM,but only the 
,Name of ]efu$. Wherefore the Jews mo£l skilful in 
Divine Narnes, after the coming of Chrift were able 
to do nothing, in comparifoh of their Forefathers. But 
by that which we have common Experience of,we fee, 
that oft-times wonderful Sentences of ygry^grcat My* 
ftcries are wrefied from the Sacred Text 9 that is, no* 
.ihing but a certain playing with Allegories; which 
/fome flothful Per(bns imploy'd only in the confidera- 
tion of particular Points, Letters, or Figures, which 
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this Language and manner of Wriung eaflly admit of, 
take occaiion to fancy \ which many times make a noi(e 
1^5 if they were very great Myfteries, jbut areabl^ to 
prove or evince nothing 9 but that according to the 
words oiSuGtfgory^ ^hey may b:: contemned with 
the fame eaGne(s, as they are AiTerted. Kabanta the 
Kfonk has iavented feveral of thefe, but in Larine 
Characters and VerfeSi inferting fundry Piftures, which 
}>eing to be read which way foever you tuf n the Let- 
ters, declare fome §acred Myfterie reprefenting the 
Painted HiAory \ whtch no man deqies \ tut that rhe^ 
may be extorted out of prophane Authors , no perfoo 
is ignorant, elpeciallyhe that hath read the Centomf 
upon Chfift, compos»d'out of Virgil^ by ITalma Pnha i 
all which things,and all of this Nature, are but the (pe- .

The '€ab4la of the 
Jews therefore is nothing elfe, buta inoft periiicioas' 
Superiiition, the which by Collednig, Dividing, and 
Changing (everal Words, Names and Letters difper- 
fed up and down in the Bible, at their own goodwill 
and pleafure , and making one thing but of another^ 
they diflblve the Members of Truth, rayfing up ftn* 
fences, Indu^ions, and Parables of their own, ap^jr 
thereto the Oracles of Divide Scripture to them, defa- 
ming the Scriptures, and affirming their Figments to 
confift of them, Blafpheme the Word of 6od by thctt 
wtefted fuppofitions of Words, Syllables, Letters and 
Numbers j endeavouring to prop tip their Villanous 
Inventions ,* by Arguments drawn from their own 
DelufTons. And being bloti^n and puft Up with theib 
Trifles,boaft ihemfclves to have found out,and to know 
thofe ineffable Myftcrics of God which arc not Re- 
vealM in Scripture i by means whereof, they arc able 
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toPropheHe, Work Miracles^ all wh^hthey blafhtmt 
wUiL confidence to aver. But it happens to them, as - 
it did to is/Jpx Dog, who leaving the fubftance, and 
catching afcer the (hadow, loft his Food 9 who being 
atwayes bulled m the {hadow^ of the Sttipture, and 
laborious in the ftudy of their own Fid^ions, their 
Superftitious Cabala^ roatching at they know not what, 
they loofe the Bread of Eternal Life» and feeding up«^ 
on empty Notions 5 loofc the Word ot Truth* From 
this. ]udaical ferm&nt of Cabaliftical Sijperfiition, I 
verily believe the^P/^i&i#€/j Gnqfiickji and VaUnnmans 
came, Hereticks that with the help of their Difciples 
invented a iCafc^/i^corrupting the Myfteries of the Chri- 
iiian Faith « and by a Heretical Artifice, drawing and 
patching together the Greek Letters and Numbers» and 
framing out of them a thing, whi\:h they call, Ihe Body 
ofimtb h they teach,, that without the help of thole 
Letters and.Numbers, the Truth of the Gofpel cannot 
be found out, being fo various and repugnant one to 
another, and full of Parables h written (b, that thofe 
chat have Eyes (bould not (ee, and thofe that have 
Ears (hould not hear, but propounded to the Blind^ 
and wandring according to their weak capacities 1 
fo that /the hidden Truth is not to be underRood by 
Writing, but by fucceflive Tradition, delivered Viva 
Vifcs^ which, they (ay, was that Alphabetary and Arith* « 
mantic& 'theology fecretly delivered to his Apoftles by 
Chrifthunfclf , and which St.Faul QiiihiHeonlyJpi^akf 
smongtbeji thai are fetfeO» For thefe being nioft 
higK Myfteries, therefore they^re not written, nor to 
be written > but to be kept in filence among the Wife 
Men, who are to referve them in the moft fecret parts 
of 'their Hearts»

like devices of Magick Arts* Many things are pef^ 
form'd by Agility and ilightof hand, asyire fee dond 
by Players and Juglers^ which are therefore by fome 
caird Hand-philofpphers, oxCbirofofhU Of this Jag- 
ling Alt there are manyTreatifes es^tant,written byitlb*- 
mu and otheks. We read of one Fdfetet a Jugler that 
was wont to ihew a great Banquet to an abundance of 
Ouefcs fitting thereat, which wheh he pleas'd he' caused 
to yanlfh again out of fight, leaving all the Guefts z* 
* diry and hungicy. Hums PoffifiliHS al(p made afe of 
thefe kinde of Frtfiiges or VVicchcrafts : And wt read 
how that (be moft'Iearned Fytbagoras did once ridicu- 
loufly ad: an odd bufinefs, Which was this: That 
which came into h^s minde he wrote in a Glaf^ with 
hisBlobd,whicbbeitig held a£|aihft th'eFullMoon,wfa^* 
iever was written appcait*d to hitfi that ftood behmde, ais 
if it had been in the body of the Moon* To this, 
whatCoever is written of the dianging of Mens ihapes» 
either believM. by Poets, related by Hifiorians, or ci^* 

V ^f ed by fome of our Divines, Thus fomc men kcm 
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to have the Ihape of Afles or Horfe$,or ptfaei Animals » 
the Medium Air being diRurbM, orelfc thcEyes by 
feme IncantatioB farcinate^/uch things ^s thefe fome« 
times fceip to be done by good and evil Spirits, ot 
dfe upon the Pirayers of good men to God i as we 
read of Etifha^ when Vothan was beficg'd by the Ar- * 
rny of the King of AJfyria : but the pare and* open 
ffght of God cannot be deceived. Thus the woman^ 
X which the people thought to have been a Cow, to 
HilarioH appear d to be what (he was indeed, a woman. 
Thus tho& things which are (aid to be done by dece- 
ption of the fight, are called FrsjUgia. But the tranf* 
mutation of ihape, as of Nebucbolifomscor^ or of places 
and when the Crop of Corn was r dnov'd into another 
field, of thefe we have fpoken beftMre* Now of this 
Art of Witchcraft lambUcbus thus writes ; As to 
what thole perfons who are bewitch'd imj^gioe, they 
have no other certainty of the truth of the cflenceof the 
adion, but what is barely imirginative : for the end of 
this Craft is not to do things fiitaply, but to ^tCfid i»^ 
magination to appearance, and then on a fudden to 
remove all (igne of any thing. Out of jill Uiat bath 
been faid, we muft refolve, that Magickis but a mix- 
ture of Idolatry, Aftrology, and fuperfiitious Phyfick ; 
And indeed there arc a great croud- oC Hereticks that 
dayly increafe in the Churchy who with their firft ar- 
. guments and foUndattOds frOfn\the(e Ms^itians, who 
' as Jannes and Jdmbres. contradided itl^fe/, fo do they 
leUft the truth. The Ringkaderiof thefe, was Simon \ 
the Samaritan^ who at Rom^undetClautbits Cdfrty 
Was honoured with a Statue/ foff hireKc^enqr in thiir 
, Alt, with this infcriptioPit Tr Simon tht Hofy God z 
Whofe Blafphemies are fuff^t^ly i elated by Clemenf^ 
\ lufebius^ and Innsm* Fiem tbfc Pofitsons^ of this^ ' 
\ SimoHy as from a Seminary «tfrjallHercfie^ iprung • thole* 
. monfirous p£b}tjh tbofc (Umeful Gnifiickt^ CkrAm^ 
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a'Hs r Martioni^s , Nton^amansy and many other He- 
feticks, for gain and vain-glories fake, lying hcfoti 
Obd 9 yet bringing neither profit iior advantage to 
Men,but leading them into Error and Perdition i whofa 
belie<7ers and admirers, the Judgment of God (hall over- 
take. 'Tis true, that being young, I wrote three 
Books of Magiek^ my fe!f, which I Entitled^ Of Oe- 
Hilt thihfopbyh in which, what Errors foeveilthea 
committed in my Youth, now grown more wary, t 
do publickly Recant,as having formerly fpent too much 
Ciitie in thofe Vanities. This advantage I got, that 
now I know by What Reafons to Convince others oT 
the Rutne which thoTe Vanities will lead them into. 
For While they prefume to Prophefie, and Divine, not 
10 the Truth of God, but according to the Opera* 
tions of Evil Spirits, abd boaftthem(elves theV^or* 
kers' of Miracles, not chafing while they live, and ASt 
by the 0ieans of Maglck, Vanities, Exorcifms, Incan- 
tations, Love-potions, and other Demoniacal Ot>erati- 
ens, they are . all with Jannes and Jambrei^ and Si^ 
man MagWi DeitinM to the Eternal Torments of HelN

Let us difcourfe 
of any* thing which they fay procee;ds from a Natural 
Cauie) as for Example, let it be an Earthquake, yet 
are they at no certainty therein, but wander in Ex- 
travagancies h whWt Aftaxagoras makes the Caufe there- 
of to be the Air v EmpeducUsy Fire y Tthaks MiUfm^ 
Water i ArtftothytbiopbraliHSy afid i4/kr*w, Subterra- 
neal Wind or Vapour h Afclepiades , great Mifchan- 
ces, or Devaiftations ^ ToffidoniutyCaliftbenesy and Mr* 
tfodwufytht Vt^nUs. Seneca and others varioufly dif* 
fenting , feemto have labour'd in vain inthefearch 
thereof.

James of Paradife »a Carthupan^ But there is nothing 
in them of folid Truth or fecret Wii^ome, tending io 
the cncreafe of Charity, or edifying of the SouU 
only they thereby perfWade people to, Alms. Pi^ 
grimages. Prayers , Fafiings , and fuch other Pra^* 
cal Works of Piety 9 which the Saipture heveithelefi 
with far greater Reafon and Authority enjoyns. But 
of thefe Apparitions we have difcdursid at large^ in a 
Dialogue which we have Written of Man , as alfo 
in our Occult Fbilofofby. But now let us return to 
the Philofophers. All the Heathen , who affirm thjb 
Soul to be Iniinortal, by common confent alfo up- 
hold the Tianfmigration of the Soul : and farther. 
That rational Souls do (Qmetimes Tranfroigrate into' 
Plants, and Creatures void of Reafbn. Of this Opi- 
nion of Tranfmigration, Fytbagoras is faid to be the 
firft Authors of which, thus Oztf'i^ 

Souls never die^ hut in Immortal fiate^ 
From dead to living bodies tranfmtgrate* 
I notp my fitfcan call to minde botp J, 
When lengfince Troy theftrength of Greece did try ^ 
Was then Euphorbus^f i&^ my life fold dear^ 
7^0 crown the Conquejl of Atrides' Sfear^ 
Which then my left band bore : H^etptbe Shield 
Which late in June»/ temfle I beheld. 

Much more has been written concerning this Fytba-^ 
gorieal TranfmigTation, by Timon^ Xenofbanes^ Crati- 
nus , Anfto^bofiy Hermipfus , LueianuSy and Piogenes 
Leertius* But lamblicHs^ who has many ortier Abet- 
tors, aflcrts, That the Soul docs not Tranfmigrate out 
of Man into Brutes, nor return from Creatures Trra- 
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tiooaliatoMeny bur chat tbore are TratiTinjgracions 
of Souls ^> chat iS|4Qf the Souls of f^viSiS rnto Beafis , 
and of (ti^ Souls of Men in(o Men, he does npc deiiy. 
Tbeie aire alfo Philolbph^rs, of which numbed Eii^* 
pidei is one, a gr&iC (pllower of ^iMxjg^r^, together 
with Arcbdaui thp Naturalift, and after thenoi Avicmi 
who report the firil Men to have ipriing out of the 
Eartb like Heitis : iii that pot liefs iridicu|oQS than the 
Poets, who feign certain Men to have (prun^ from the 
Teeth of a Serpent (bwii in the E^rih* 5onae the;e 
, ait who deny, that t})e Soul is Generated , and others 
who deny. UiaC it has apy Motion*

ther th«;^ iie vft tiQ > acid whida they believe Wfubfift 
without Body or Matter, and wbj^bche^ call Separa* 
ted forms» which becaufe they are not m l^ature^ 
but thought to be above Nature , .therefore tt^y are 
cali'd Metapbjificks ^ and (aid to be beyond Natures 
from: thence fprang.cho(e Infinite, every way coniu- 
did^ory, ^aod not'kfs ioij^ops and unlearnhl Oypiaicms 
conceijiigg the Gods, l^ox Dia&rai^^idUe^t', ztid 
ZkeodoimfCyfefmcuf^zltG^lhctncnf that there \«^s 
any God. Epieurm held that tttere was t God^but 
that he tookM><s^e of tting^ lkl6m fiU^di faid,^ 
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thtt ^hiethef they wei% or lio, they htd little or no 
power. Anaximander thought that there were Qods 
Native of Countries, fomc in the Eaft, and (broe in the 
Weft, at great diftances one from another. Xenoct^^ 
us held, that there were Eighr^ Gods. Ami^enes^ that 
there Were many popular Gods, but one Supreaip, the 
Creator of the reft* Others have precipitated them* 
(elvts mto fuch a profundity of MadneCs, as to malys 
with their ow^n hands the Gidds which they intended 
to Worihipi fuch was the Image of E£// among the 
AJjytiant : which made and carved Gods-, Hermes 
7rifnngifks does nocwithftanding very much apjplaud, 
in his JEfddapius* But 7bakt AUlefiMs difcouruog of 
the Divine EfTence, ailertcd the UnderAanding to he 
God^ who Form'4 aU things out of Water., CUsnr 
ibes ^nd Anasimmiif held the i^ to be God. Cbrjf^ 
fippm Deiiied the Natural Ability endu'd withReafon» 
or Divine NcctiGry. Ztnp afcribes Divinity to the 
Divine Law of Nature* Anaxagoraf^ to the Infinite 
intellcd moveable of it fel& Pythagoras wo^]d jiave 
a certain Soul di£fus'd, and paffing through the Nature 
of all things^ from whom all things receive Life, to 
be God. Alcm£OH o( Cratona Deified the Swi^ Mo§9i% 
and other ^ars* Zftit^banes would have God to be 
All whatever bad a Beings farmeuidesaagkcsz cet- 
ain Circqmfcrib'd Orb of Light, which he calb a 
'Crown> to be God. Ariflotle, as if a certain Know* 
kdge of God could be colUd/;d fiom the Motion 
of the Heavens,.hath invented Fiditious Gods of tht 
Namre of themi and fometimes will, have the Mind 
10 be Divine $ and fometimes he calls the Wodd it 
fibffGod: (birietitnes he makcj another God far more 
SulMraiate^and Supetiotendent over it \ whom Iheaphra* 
Jhnximlrates with the iame inco^it^ncy. . I omit what 
StroiOyBerfmfiArifiaihc Diiqpleof Ze«0, Plat^^ Xe^ 
mpboM) Sfiii^tfm^Vim(HritH$^Bsfae^^^ the 
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- BahyloniaHy Hermes ^rifmegiJhSi Cieero^ Semta^ Pliny^ 
and many others have ddivered, whofe Opipions nor- 
'^vichftanding • arc fat difTerenc /rom the , fornier, not 
yet recited. I might here run through all their De- 
bates, and Monftroficics of words, concerning Idea^ 
Incorporeals, Atoraes, Hyle, Matter, Form, Vacuum, 
Infinity, Eternity, Fate^ introdu(ftion of Forms, Mat- 
ter of the Hcavcnsfi whether the Stars confift of the 
Elements, or of the Fifth Eflence.which AriSiotU inven- 
ted v with many other fuch kind of Trifles, that have 
afforcied'Men great caufeof Difpute and Contention, 
But I fuppo(e I have made it fufficiently apparent, hov^ 
far'iPhilofophersare from agreeing about the Truth it 
(elf) to whom; thi^ nearer a man adheres, the more 
ropoteb^ is from any certainty, and. the farther he 
wanders from right RcKgiom Hence 4 1 is. That we 
fipd John the Twenty fecond, Pofe^ in a very great 
Error^ who was of Opinion, That the Souls of the 
Bieffifd fhould not fee the Face of God before the day 
of Ifldgment. We know alfo that jHlian the Apo- 
itate.ciid Abjure Chrift, for no other Caufc, than that 
becaufe being much addid^edto Philofophy, he began 
to (corn and eontemn the Humility of the Chriitian 
Faith- For the fame caufe Ce/iw, Porpbyrius^ Ludan^ 
TelagiHS^Am$u^Manicb£USyAverroes^vc with fo much 
madnefs bark'd againft' Chrift and his Chur^ h. Hence 
that common Proverb among the Vulgar, that ibe - 
greattfi Pbilofophers are tbe greated Heretiekf* St. Je* 
rom therefore calls them the Patriarchs of Hereiie , 
the Firft^born ofJE^yft h feeing that all Herefie what- 
foeverhath* had its iirft rifeoiit of the Fountain of Phi- 
lofophy. By «this Philofophy is all Divinity almott 
Adulterated, fo that inftead of Evangelical Do^ots 
and Teachers, fatfe Prophets and Heretical Philofo- 
phers have appeatM in the World, ' who have^adven** 
lurM to Equalize the Divine Oracles wi^h Humane In- 
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tnventiohs h polluting the fame ^ith firange Opinions 
of Men, have TransforoiM true and fimpie IKvioiry 
(zsGerfoH faith) intQfwe|lingandSophifiicaILogua* 
citjr, and Mathematical Figments. Which St. Pdtti 
the Apoftle forefeeing, with matiy tiraes-'jriipeated ad^ 
monitions command^ u; to beware Ujiaftyp^'fonjhould 
prevail ovfit us, and (educe us through vain Phtlofo- 
phy. St. ili^/f defends and fortifies his City pf Go<} 
againft them. AU other Divines and Holy Fathers . 
have condemned it to be wholly extirpiatted out of 
the Church. Neither are thert wanting £xani(ples of 
the Heathen, by which we find that they have done 
the fame. For' the MhetAdns put Sseratet to Death, 
that was the Father of the Philofophers. The RomaHs 
threw Philofophers out of tbar City. The itoffamani 
and Lacedimdma^fs Mvat admitted them : and iii tb6 
Kaigh of Vondtisfh they were not oftily Expeird thd 
City, but forbid through all Ifafy. There wtfs aKb A 
Dcctcc of AfUhekHs the King againft thofe ^otTng Med 
that durft take upon them to fiuciy PHilofbphy ^ and * 
more than that^ againft their very Pareilts that per* 
niitted them. Neither have Philoiophers been only £bn-« 
demn'd and expelled by ^ings and Emperors, but a1(o 
exploded by moft Learned Men in their feveral Wri^ 
tings JExtant 9 of whichNumber is Fhliafius timdn^wha 
wrote a Treatife, Entitled Syllij in derifiotf of Philo- 
fophers» %nd Jr^Pbanes^ who wrote a Play in C6n*- 
tempt of them, which hecali'd Nii|e^) or the Ctoiid^ : 
and Laftly, VioH Frujiui^ who tnade a ftioft Eloquent 
Oration againft them. AtifMit ajfo made a moft Learn^i* . 
ed Oration in the behalf of Four Noble Atbemani 
againft tUto\ and Hmenfm^ moft Noble and £lo« 
quent Ti0maniMh with inoft ffrong and powerful Ria«^^ 
ions moft flttrply oppugned the fame« 
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IT remains oow^ that if there be aay pait of Philo^ 
fophy that conuifls the Difciplinc ot MannjtiSt to 
inquire whether the fame do not rather conCft in va* 
riety of u&^ cuftoai^ obfervatton, and preferTatioa of 
life, than in the little Ruks.of Fbilofophy i which are 
changeable according to the tiiMs» places, and opinio 
nions of men ) and fu/ch as threats and fair «rords tctcb

hon£e, where no maa went buu the neaieft of Km. 
Among the Laeed^inomanf ?nd 'Egyptians^ it was ac- 
^coflopted an bonourjible thing tofteaU but among us. 
Thieves ate taken and bapg'd. SoixA Nations are So 
planted j>y Heaven, that tfaey appear eminent for the 
wity and fingulaxiiy of their Cnlioms. The^ey^i^i- 
^m .)^ere always infanaous for Savagene(s and Cruel- 
ty. The baliauf were always eaunent for their Majg- 
naniffUity* The GauUs wei^e reproach'd for Srupidi- 
(ty* The SkUians were always fubtile. TheAJiaticks 
h^xj^noixsyfihc Sfauiaardt lealous, and great Boafter>'. 
fieHdes^jCeveral >latiQns have fome particular maiks of 
.difl;ind);ion, which ure the more immediate marks of 
Hdaven h fo that a man may ea^ly dilcem of what 
sNation fgch or fuch a ftranger may be, by his Voice, 
^eech, Tone, JQ^gne, Converiation, Diet, Lovcvox 
-Hatred, Anger and Malice, and the like« for who 
-that ie^ a man marching in more ftate than a- Dung- 
hill^Cock,rn gate like a fencer, a confident Look, a 
deep'Tone, grave Speech, fevere in his Carriage^ and 
tatteiii in Habit, that will not flraight judge him to be 
a German f Do we not know the Fnnch by their mo- 
derate QatCiciftiminace Carriage, (miling Conn tenance^ 
pleaGng. Voice, couiteous Speech, modeft Behaviour, 
and caicleft Habit > The kalians we behold more 
i(low inrQate, theirOrriage grave, their Countenances 
.varyittgvof few words, captious in Di(cour(ej in their 
.Behi^Tiour magnificent, and decent in their Habits 
In Sibgiag alio the Jir#/iM/ Bleat , the Spamards 
Whiiie» tbeGrriM^»!/ Howl, and the French Quaver. 
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In Difcourie^the Italians are graye, but fubtile h the 
Spamards neat,but great boafters^the fremb quick and 
ready , but proud ', <he Germans foure» but iSmple. 
In Council ^the Italian is provident, the Spaniard fub- ^ 
tile, the French rafli, the German for profit. Towaid 
SrrangerS)the Italians axeoflicious, the Spaniard plea^ 
fant, the French are milde, the Germans rude and chur- 
'li(h. In (heir Anger and Malice, the Italians are 
clofe) the Spaniards hard to be appeasM^ the French 
full of threats, the Germans full of revenge. In Con- 
vcrfation, the Italians are prudent^the Spaniards Cau- 
' tious, the Freneb gentle, the Germans imperious. As . 
to their Amour5,the Italidns\tt jealous, the Spaniards 
impatient, the French inconflant, the Germans ambiti- 
ous. In bufinefs, the Italians are circumfped , the 
Germans laborious, the Spamards'vnxchMi tbeFreMciSr 
careful. In V\rar,the Italians are ftout^ but cruel \ the 
Spaniard full of Stratagems, tht Germans ^ &tt^ and 
mercenary, the Fre,ncb magnanimous, but ra(h. The 
Italians are famoMS for Learning, the Spaniard t>r 
.Tcrtngal for Navigation, for Affability the FreMC^, for 
Religion and Mechanick Arts the Germans* And in* 
deed, every particular Nation, whether civil or barba- 
rous, has (bme particular Manners and Cuftoms paxw 
ticularly imprinted by Heavenly Influence, different 
from others, not to be acquired by any Art or Pbilo- ^ 
fopby, but fuch as are meerly natural to the Inhabit * 
tants, without any afliflance of Education. But let us 
return to thofe who ha^ve publickly treated concerning ; 
theTe things. Thofe Authors, like the Serpent, haye 
given us the poflefCon of that fruit , by the eating 
whereof we fhall underfland Good andEviU thongh 
they all ciy, that it is betl for men to follow Vertue, 
and efchew Vice. But how much more 4:ei|tiii» how 
much more profitable, and indeed how rmicb more 
happy would it be for us, that we (hould jDOt opely not 
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commit fiii) but alfo not know' it ? Who is ignorant 
that by that V€fy thing we all then became miferable, 
when our firft Parents learnt to diAinguifli between 
Good and Evil } And therefore perhaps the Etrour of 
Philofophers might be |[ardon*d, if under the notions ^ 
of Vertue and Goodnefs they did not teach us the 
worft of Evils, and the molt (hameful Vices. Now 
there are many Sefts of thefe Philofophers that teach 
us Etbick^ J as the Academkh^ the Cyrenaicl^ Eliac^. Me^ 
garicl^;, Cynick^ Emtick^^ Stoick^^ faripatetick^ with many 
other fuch-likc. ' Of all which, that Iheodotus^ wi:o 
was honoured with the Title of a God, thus gave his 
Verdid s That wife men would not ftick to give their 
minds to Thieving, Adultery, or Sacriledge, when they 
found a fea(bnab1e opportunity : for^ there is not any , 
one of thefe that is evi! by nature \ and therefore if 
the vulgar opinion generally conceivM concerning 
thefe things, were fet aflde, there is ho reafon but a 
Philofopher might publickly go to a Wbore without a 
reproof* This was one of the Maximes of that Hea- 
venly Philo(bpher, than which nothing, could have 
been revealM more wicked, unlefs it be that which we . 
read in ArifiotUy and was alfo by the Law permitted in 
Cretey male- Vcnery, whkh Jerome the Peripatetick, ex- 
toll$, faying,' That the ufe thereof had been the de- 
firui^ion of many tyrannical Governmentf* But the 
words of Arlfloth in his foliticks^ where he makes it 
profitable for a Commonwealth that the Vulgar fliould 
not be too numerous in Off-tpring* are ^hefe. The 
Law-giver, faith he, wiiely and carefully oxdained ma- 
ny things in relation to temperance in Diet, a thing 
very neceftary^ 9 as alfo touching Divorcing of women, 
providing and eftabliflhing the ufe of Males, \d\ the 
multitude of Children fhould encreafe too falh This 
is that AriffotUj whofe Rires and Cufioms were con- 
depnM by Flato y whence grew that hatsed and ingti- 
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titude of his towaid his Maficf : This is he who kz* 
iring cheHpuni(hment df his wicked hfe, fled privately, 
and in hafte, out of Athens « who being, the moft in* 
grateful perfbn in the world to his Benefadors, poy- 
fond Akxandfft-, by whom he was moft liberally and 
magnihcently rewarded s who alfo rcitorM him to his 
Country, and trufted him with h'ls Life^ his Body, and 
Soul. This was he, who having an ill opinion of the 
Soul, deni'd any place of Joy after death s who filch- 
ing the fayingsof the Ancients, and likewife putting 
'falfe Interpretations upon them , fought to increafe 
the fame of his Ingenuity by Theft and Calumny^^ He 
who at length grown old in wickednefs, and running 
mad out ot an immoderate defire of knowledge, was 
the Author of his own death, becoming a Sacrihce fit« 
ting for the Devil that taught Vim his learning* This 
is th^t woKthy Doctor fo frequent now adays in our 
Latine Schools^whom my fellow- Pupils,Ciiffeif Divines, 
have tranflated to Heaven, havrng publi(h*d a Book 
entitled Of the fahation of At\&oik '^ as alfo another 
Pamphlet both in Prbfe and Vcrfe, Of the life and 
Peatb of AriAotle 9 upon Which they have made a 
Theological Comment) at the end whereof they con- 
clude, that Ari^otle was the forerunner of ChriA in 
Naturals, as John the Baptift was his forerunner in 
Spirituals. Bur now let us hear what thefe Philofophers 
fay concerning Happinefs and the chicfcU Good, which, 
fomc placM in Pleafure, as ipkurus^ ArtliippusfimdmSj 
flndoxHS^ Phihxehes^ and the Cyrenaick^. Others 
)oyn*d Honefty with Pleafure , as Vinomacbns^ and 
Calipku Others in the choice gifts of Nature , as 
Carneadis^ and HUfome of Rhodes* Others in Grief, 
as ViodoTus. Others in the Vermes, as tythagoras^ So' 
crates^ Arifiotle^ EmpedocleSj VemocritHS'^ 2kno Citicus^ 
pie anus ^ tkcatoUy Fojjidomns^ VioHyfins of Baby h ft ^ 
and Am^henes , and all the Stoick^^ Many alio of 
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oar Dmncs,adhettng to lhein,do to this day ratfe great 
Difpiitefi ooncerniDg the conncidDn of the Vatues,, 
and what (faoald fate that coiDmon foundation ofHap- 
piocfi, to the building of which all the Vertoes ought 
to meet : For unlefs tbky all meet in one, 'tisimpoffi* 
ble they fiiould make a man happy » though (t^'c (hould 
be but jone wanting. Seeing thctefor^ that theVec* 
tues them{elv€S are in£bme manner different and te* 
pugnanf one from another, as Liberality and Thrift, 
Magnaniitiity and Humility, Mercy and Juftice, Con* 
temptation and Labour v unlefs they all concur Har- 
monioufly together, they are not to be efteem'd Ver*« 
tue$, bu^ Vices. Now that wherein they ought all 
to concur, is Juftice, according to the Opinion c^ Am^ 
bfdfi znd LaSamims^ who together with Maerobimy 
have followed theOptaioo of Hato in hi^ Common'» 
wealth. Others take it tp be Tcmpcsaoce, that im*- 
pofeth a mean ih all things/ OiCheffs will have it to 
be Sandtty, as Plato in his Epinomidei. Others hold 
it to be Charity, without which adl otjier VertuesTIittl^ 
avail , as faith St. Faul j and upon this Qucftfon SeotHf^ 
Henry ^IbomM Aqidnoi^ and others, have at this day 
Tailed very great Di(pures. Bat let us return where 
wc begjan. Some men have placM Felicity in Fortune, 
as Jbe^fbra^Ms* Arifiotle places it in Fortune, joynM 
with Vertue, and the Gifts of generating Nature : as 
alfo inPIcafure, varnitied over with the profeiGon of 
Vertue» as if Epiemrut did not defend and (helterhis 
Pteafure under the fame pi etenoe. The other Ferh 
fatitickf thought that it confided in Speculation*' - 
HenUm the Philofopher, AldJamm^ and .many Sotra^ 
tick/, held Knowledge to be the chief good. The 
P/tf^mcJ^x, together with their Matter F/^ia, and ?/o« 
fim/, never without a fmack of Divinity, will not: 
permit Happinefs to be (eparated fiom the Chief 
Good. lKa§ of Fryena cooftituted fupseatp Hapidi*.* 
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nefs in WifdomCf BfdH and Baryfibinis in PrudcDce it

whereof

But now let us fee bow all thefe Opinions agree with 
the Doftrine of Chrift, and wc (hall find, that Blefled- 
ne(s and chief Happinefs arc not to be attained orac* 
quirM bf Stoick Vetcucs Academical Severity, or Peri- 
patetick Speculation, but by FaitK and Grace. You 
have heard how fome Philofophers place Ct^ief Hap* 
pinefi 4o Fleafure-, but Chriftin Hunger and Thirff.^ 
Others in Fame and Renown v but Chrift in the Cur<* 
fes and Haired of Men. pthers in Beauty, Health, 
Mirth,^ and Pleafure 9 but Qirift in WeefHng and 
Mourning. Others in Wifdome and Knowledge, and 
the Moral Virtues ^ but Chrift in Innocency, Sim- 
plipty, and uprightnefs o( Heart. Others in Military 
Qlory, and famous *Adions^ but Chrift in Peace* 
Others in Fortune i but Chrift in Mercy. Others in 
Pomp and Honour 9 but Chrift in Humility, calling 
the Meek Bleftcd. Others in Power and Vidory 9 but 
Chrift in PerfecutioUf. Others in Riches » but Chrift 
in Poverty. Chrift teaches us. That Vertue is not to 
be acquired' but by Grace granted from above h the 
JPhilofophers, by ufe and Natural Gifts.: Chrift teaches 
m to defirc the Good Will of all Men, to Love our 
Enemies, Lendfireely, to take Revenge of no 1x)dy, 
to give to every one that asks^ the PhilofbfAers, on* 
ly to thofe that are able to recompence Couriefie for 
Courtefie > and tlut there is nothing more Lawful,than 
to be Angry , bear Malice, make War, and exercife 
Ufury • Thefe PhiloTophers were they that firft Ereded 
the Pelagian VLciji&€^ with their Free>if^//, diOatesof 
Keafon^ and Light ofNature. Therefore faith LaQan- 
tiusy all Moral Philofophy is a vain and empty thing, 
neither fufficient to inftrud men in the Rules of Joftice, 
neither in their duty os Government of theihfelves. 
Laftly, it is altogether repugnant to the I^aw of God, 
and Oo^rine oi Chrift » owing its chief honour to Sa- 
tan. ' ^ CHAP.

TO this kind of Philofophy PoKticks in the next 
place appef rain, which is the Art of Admtniftriiig; 
and Ordering Publick Affairs. Now GovernoKnt isdf* 
vided into three forts. Mmsreby , which is the Go- 
venunent of one Man, or Kitigly Sovetaignry. M^- 
fi^cfdck^ when a few, and thofe of the Nobility Go- 
vern» Vemoeraey^ when the meaner (brt, or the Com* 
mon People t«ar fway. Neer of kin to the(e i^, Firft 
Tyranny to Kingfhip » Oligarcbia to dn^eraey s and 
Anarety to Vemocrj^y. But which of all thefe Fofws . 
of ijovemment is in the firft place to be prefirM, is not 
yet concluded among Writers. They whoaflert M6- 
narchy,confirm their 7befu by the Example of Nature» 
faying, That as there is but one God that governs the* 
Univerie , as there is but one S$m aniong the Stars , 
one King atnong the Bees, one Maiier-Ram in a Flopk, 
one G)mmanding Bull in a tieardi one chief leader 
of the Cranes > ib in a Nation there ought to be but 
one King, as Sovereign and Head of the Political Bo^ 
dy, from which the Members ought in no wife to 
difagree. This Form of Government ?iat0j Ar^itltf 
and i^<^//(7ifitff approved above the reftfto whom anoong 
thole of our own Religion, CypriM and Jerome adhere* 
But thofe vfhoextolArifhcracyfaty that there is nothing 
more efiedual in the management of great Affairs, 
than the Coafultations of many, and thofe the mod 
noble. For the Counfcls of; the chiefeft men ought 
to bebeft> neither can any one man be compleaft in 
Wifilokte, feeing that is oneiy proper to God hiftvielf* 

To 
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To the ]udgiiiem of thefe M^n^Sohn^ Lyemrgus^VC 
m^ftbtms^ tnlly^^nA almofi all the ancient Lawgivers > 
together with lihfus unaiitmoufly fubTcribM. Neithec 
AvitUtQ Diflenc from them , affirming that Com- 
monwealth or City to be tnoft happily and firmly Con* 
itituted) which was Governed by wife Men > to whom 
we may likewife add, without prejudice, the mod 
Noble, as being an Opinion ConHrmM by the com- 
mon content of all Writers^ But they who prefer a 
Popular Stare, have dignifi'd it with the moil agree* 
able and fpecious Title of Ifimnnie \ That is to (ay^ 
loipartiality in the Administration of JuAice. For 
thetein all things are referM to the Common Vote, all 
Councels are carried on by the Multitude i the more 
certain, by how much the greater Number advice is gi- 
ven. Moreover, the Voice of the People is (aid to 
be the Voice of God. Hence whatfbever is EnaAed 
by the (jeneraUiy, what(bever is E()abli(fa'd by the com- 
mon confent of the People, that feems to be OrdamM 
by God himielf, and may be «prefumM to bebeftand 
moQ juft. Bendes,they conclude thisForm of Govern- 
ment to be fafer than that of Arifiocracy^ as being le^ 
{ubje(^ to Sedition. For the People feldome or neyec 
difagree anaongthemfelves 9 but the Nobles very often» 
and with great Contention. In a popular Government 
there is all Freedome and Equality, ho opprtffion of 
Tyranny : where the degrees of Ettates are equal» 
no man is richer than his Neighbour , but all the 
People Rule and Coinmahd by turns. Democracy there- 
fore has been elpecially commended by Othanes the 
FiTJiaHiEufrafes^ZTidVioH Syracufanm: and we ob- 
(erve at this time, the Veneti^H and Helvetian Cofn^ 
monwealths to be themofi fiouri(hing People in the 
Chrifiian World ^ renown^ for their Frudence, Pow- 
er^ Riches and Juftice, and no lefs famous for their 
yidorious Atchievemenu* The Athenian Common^ 

wealth 
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wealth alfocommaniiing a large Dominion With grca^ 
Force and Power, was govcrnM only by Vemoorscy; 
all things being afted by the People, and wich the 
People. The Ktmans alfo .makmg ufe c^this Form of 
Government, became Mafters of the greateft parr of 
their Empire under Vtmcracy^ and were never ih a 
worfe Cbndition than under the Command of their 
Kings and Nobility \ but chiefly fufTered from their 
Emperours, under whofe Command their vafi Domi- 
nion fuffered Shipwrack. So that which of the(e three 
Forms is befi» is bard to judge, fince there is neither 
of them but has its flrong JDefenders and Oppugners, 
Kings, they fay, who Command altogether according' 
to their own Will and Pleafure, feldome Govern well» ' 
and vary rarely without War and great Combuftion. 
Kingly Rule hath alfo this moft unavoydable Mi(chief 
in it, that they who befoie were counted good and 
)uft, having obtained as it were a Regal Authority, 
«nd Liberty to do evil, grow uncontroulable, and the 
wor^ of Men > which is vcrifiM in CaliguU^ Nero^ Da - 
mitian^ Mitbridates^ and many others. Scripture al(u ' 
witnefTes the fame in Sanl^ Vavld^ and Salomon^ Kings 
chofen by God : and of all the Kings of Judd , few 
were approved i of the Kings of IJrael^ none. Empe- 
rors aT(b, Kings and Princes that now adays Raign, 
think themfelves Born and Crown'd not for the fake 
of the People, not for the Good of their Citizens and 
Commonalty , not to Maintain Juftice, but to Defend 
their own Grandeur and Prerogative i Governing fo, 
as if the Eftates of the People were not commuted 
to their Cuflody, but to be(h)Eir*d and divided by them, 
as their own proper fpoyland prey. They u(c their 
Subjefts at their pleafure, and as they lid themfelves, 
abufing the Power with which they were Ehtrufted h 
Opprefs their Cities with borrowing,tbe Common Peo^i 
ple,fome with Taxes,fome with Penal S^atutQS , others 

with 
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iwith cxceffive Subfidies and Impofts, without Meaforc 
and without End. Or if fome mor^^modciate do 
lelcafe the excels of thefc Grtevances, they do it not 
in refped ot the Common goody but fof their own 
Ptivate ends, petmittiog theii Subjeds to be at quiet, 
that they may live at eafe themfelves i or el(e to gjiin 
to themfelves the name of being Mild and Jqft. Others 
moft feverely punifli guilty Offenders , Gonfiicatiog 
'their Goods, and fettiog great Fines upon their Heads, 
not caring how many ^ey take in the &me Premu* 
nire : For as the OiTences of Delinquents are cbe (trength 
of Tyrants , lb does the Multitude of Of&nders en« 
rich Princes. Being in baly^ I had the honour to be 
very familiar with a powerful Prince, whom when I 
once advis'd to fuppreCs theFadions of the Gwlpbt. 
and Gtbetints V9i&i\n his Dominions, he cotifeisM 
to me'^ingenuoufly, t)iat by means of thole Fadions, 
above Twelve thouGind Duckets came every Year into 
his Exchequer. Now where the Nobility Command 
in chief, there is nothing but JealouGe, Hatred, and 
Emulation* Rarely therefore they agree in Amity, 
every one (eeking to be Chief, and to make his own 
Sentence patf» HencePadions, Seditions, Slaughters, 
Civil War, and at length, the Total Ruine of the Corn* 
mon wealth. Whaeof rtiere are infinite Examples in 
the Hlftories both of the Creeks and Latines. And 
at this day in moft of the Qties of Italy i the Effeds 
of tho(e mifcarriag^s are to be (een. . But Popular Go* 
vernment is Univerfally accompted the moft. dcftru* 
dive, and worft of all. 4foU9mm with many Rea- 
foi\s diiTwadcs Vtffanan fiom it« And Ciaro Affirms, 
That there is neither Rca(bn, Council, Diictetion or 
Diligence among the Vulgar People, as the Ftf^talfp 
fiogs.

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the people of ^Jews* Moreover, te to theLtw^ 
and Statutes of the people, how is it poffible that any 
of them (hoald be good or profittbie, feeisg that it ts 
tofpoffible for the popolar Multitude to «fiderfiaod 
whidi are good, iand which ate evil ? the greateft part 
whereof are ignorant labouring Handicraft peopkt 
not led by Rcafon of }nAioe or Equity, but confiitiiog 
onely in Numbef, whm there are gencraUy more bad 
than good : Neither is the 4eteri|iiaation of AiTaiis 
led by Judgment, bqt guided and tiarn*d to and fto 
accof^ing to the ikvour, nuaiber and aftdioa of the 
Mnltttude ; Which tiiny the younger affrnas i forithe 
decrees and choices of the people aaie numfaetVJ, not 
confidet'd. for in popular Confokadon^tfaat alwa|^ 
carries ^day,whtchfiotthe wifeft, bnt thegieateft 
«mber think moft convenient : among whom^ white 
«hey all accempt i teena fclv ei «equal, there is nadmg 
fiioie unequal than that Equality at felf. NotUog 
therefore Csfn be ri^ufy urdci'd by the piomiiciions 
' titat and lieadlong fory of the Makicnde % nor can a* 
fiy thingbe «i^tly aaiiended,that ihaU be found aouft 
and difiidvcntagcoua «o the Contaimit»talth : uAet^ 
4ho(e Statutes and Deoiees which are made and conr 
litm'dj aiidfeund to be moft wholefomc for the pnb- 
Ikk good, by the rage of the inconfiderate Multitude, 
are ovcifuraVi and afaiDgated. Now among all the^ 
4b variousforms of iRule, andadminiftrations of Go- 
-vermnentj^moft Attfhoi»baveanothel,compoonded t3f 
two^rticdlar kinds : 'Such an one did Sokn compofe, 
pttily of Ae Nobles, partly of the People h lb making 
Ilia pnblidk Honours communicable to all. Others 
thouijht fit to ftame thek {Political Rules by making 
<a mixtwe of aH three together. Such was the go- 
wmment of the Laeeskmomms^ for they had a King 
who waspetpetnal 9 but he had Uttlc or no Coo^and, 
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only in tune of Wat ; chen had ciiey a Senate ciiofta 
one of the richeft and \v:i(cft part of the Nobility ^ji 
moYCOver,out of the Common t'eople they Created 
Ten pecpetiial Ifbm^ who had power of Life and 
« Death, and were Cpntroulers both of the King and 
Senate,being Eleded out of the Vulgar people* Among 
the KtfMM/, the Authority of the Senate plainly (hew'd 
that there was an Arifberacy nnx'd with their Vema^ 
eracji * aiid we find that many things were commanded 
by the Senate, many things by the l^eojple* : And at this 
day,, though in many places Kings and Princes do rule 
at their own pictures, yet do ihey make u(e of the 
chief Nobility and Gentry in the (everal Counties and 
Province» of their Kingdoms,to tranfad many Affairs^ 
and of great confequence : from whence hath aro(e a 
queftion, whidiit is moft fafe to live under, a good 
Prince and bad Counfellours» or bad CpunfcUours and 
a wicked Prince. Marim Maximmjfdim Cafitolinm^ 
^and others, choofe the latter 9 notwithftandihg tfaac 
many grave; Authors axe no way willing to content to 
them y findingby experience,tt^at evilCouniellors may 
be correded fooner by a good Prince,tban an evil Prince 
be amended by good Counfellers. However, for the 
good government of a Commom wealth or Kingdom, 
it is not Philofophy nor Kingcraft, nor any other Sd«- 
ence that can avail , but the integrity, fideHty , and 
ability of the Ruler : for a (ingle perfon may govern 
beff, fo may a few, fa may the people, provided that in 
eadi there be the fame intention of Unity and Jn* 
flicei but if the deiignes of each be evil, t\^ can 
neither rule as they (bould. But that which convinces 
the iirange raflineis of Men addided to Rule, is this^ 
that when Men in their feveral ftations, fome plainly 
confeis themselves ignorant how to Plough and So w^ 
how to keep Sheep , fiime how to «^ginde a Ship oir 
govern a Jfamjly > yet there it no Man who does not 
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khink himftlf fiiiEcJently gifted Co bev Offi^^ in a 
City, to ad a King ot Prince, or to command gi^at 
Kations and Fcojple, whidi is the mod di^cplc ttung^

TO the perfeft Weal of a State or Kingdome; 
Religion is of iMio concemment » wbidb is a 
tertslin DirdpKne and Canon of outward RiUS aod 
Ceremonies^ by meatis whexeof, a^ bycereainfigas^twe 
art admoniflitd of oi» Internal and Spiritual Dutios. 
Cicero defines it to be a Difcipluie tcachiog ua to ek- ' 
ercife the Ceremonies of Divine Wor (hip with a xevse* 
irent FamtilatH: which that it isnmoft uiefttl aodne* 
cellary- for all Cities and Goyeminents , the (ame (^^ 
ttro^ together with iAr^oib, firmly holds» For thns 
faith he in ifis Tolilich^'^ It hehwes s Frinee ahve 4U 
0tbers to feem Religimr. For the People are of Opi^ 
tiion , that fuch Rulers will do 'um no harni i and 
they will be the tnore afraid ca Plpt ag^nft them , 
by how much the more they think themleltes defend* - 
ed by the Gods; Now Religion is fo deeply Rooted 
in Men by Nature^ that it makes die difference more 
plain betwixt them and Beafis^ than Realbn. Now 
chat Religion is thus NaturaHy^ grafted in ix^Arifiotle 
confefles » befides that it is appaftenc' from this very 
experiment. That as often as^ we acd pppie&d with 
atiy fttddain Dangers, or put to any fudUain ACrigbr, 
^r(Bfoit4y tiefeie we fearch into the Cauie, or feek for 
ahy bther l^elp, we flye to Coeleftial Invocation ) Na^ 
iut^ It felf teaching us, without any oiiier InftiOdor, 
t6 Ith^ldtefyiviiie Aflifiance; Erom theBeginniag of. . 
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the Wotld we find, that Cain and ^*e/ did Rdigiouily 
Sacrifice to God h though Enoch wetc the liiii that 
taught the Foitns and Cefemonks of Divine WoxQiip ; 
fpr which rea(bn the Saipcure faith, that then the 
name of the Lord fitfl began to bt called upon. Aticr 
the Flood, how many feveral Laws and Ordinances 
of Religion were In(fituted by fcvcral pef fons in fe- 
Teral Nations ! For Mtreurymd King Menna'tw^ht 
the Egyptians thtit Fotois of W or (hip* Mdijfw itic 
Fofter-Fathci of Jove^ inftrufted the Cretans in their 
Ceremonies. Famim and Janus Inliituted the Rites cf 
the Latines* Numa VompHius^ thoft of the Romans. 
Mffetj tho(e of the HebtewT. Cadmus alio, (he Son 
of Agenor^ is faid to have brought out of FhotJiicia all 
tho(e Solema Myfieries, Coniecrations of Images» 
Hymns, Fetttvals, and other Sacred Rites and CuUoms» 
perfornried in honour of the Gods » which were af- 
terwards in ofe"^ among the Gf£cians. Neither did 
they only give names to the Gods, but alfo Oi'dain'd 
what Rites and Ceremonies (hould be due to each. 
They held, that there were certain Numens the Pro- 
tedors of Criminal Oflences, and afcrib'd a Deity to 
Difeafcs, and evil Accidents : Therefore did the g.a- 
mans Worthip Jove the Adulterer^ and Dc:dicated a 
pub]i(:k Tem4)le to the Goddefs Feaver^ and in their 
Efquilue placed an Altar to Misfortune. In Hell they 
alfo found out Deities to adore, and the Prince of 
Darkne(s,Satani the tnoft miferable, andtheloweft of 
atH^ they made a Ihift to Worfliip, under the Names 
of ?lutoJ)is and Neptune^ afligning to him for a Keepec 
the Thtee-headed Cerberus^ that greedy Monfter that 
Compaffes the Earth feeking whom he may Devour > 
fparing none, hurtful to all, the Accufer of all Men» 

From Captive S$uU^ the Lord of Stygian Landf^ 
for paji Offences i Fmifiment demands: 
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\Gaif^ aUtbf Ihades^ reimrfitefs Kage lit ireatbs > 
fTttb Furies cdynfafs'di audathtufandVeatbu

Th* Egyptians > together with their Deities» adore 
Brute Beafts and Monlters h and there are at this day 
that Worfbip Idols and Innages. At this day likewife 
a great part oif the VVorld; as the "titrkfs^^Saracensi 
Arabians and Mb^r/, give Divine Honours to Mabemeti 
though the Author, or firit Founder of a nv>ft zU^ 
fuid Religion : and the Jetps yet perfifting in theit 
folly, believe their Me0ab yet to come. Among us 
Chriftians, fcveral Popes, (everal Councils, (everal Bi«* 
(hops have prefcribd (everal Varieties and Forms of 
l/Vorfhip) differing among themfelves,, either touch- 
ing the manner of the Ceremonics,Meats lawful, Falls, 
Veftments,. Publick Ornaments t or elfe about Cleric 
cal Pf ofnotions aiid Tithes. But one thing overcomes 
the admiration of VVondcr it i^If, to fee how thefe 
Ambitipus rben think to climb Heavcn^j by the fame 
waycs thztZttcifir fell from it. l4cith^r do all thefe 
Laws and Rules of Religion lean iippn any other 
Foundation than the meer Opinions and PleaCire of 
their Founders. Confider from the Beginninfg of the 
World how many there were, how many there are 
(everal Inventioiis of Religion) how many Geremo** 
tiies, hov^ ttiany Hereiies, ho^ many OpinionS|how 
many Decrees, how m^hy Canons tyei cannot Reli- 

fion lead men in to mdoy Ages to the right Path of 
aith without the Word of God> which being once 
inade Flefh,. and Triumphing over his Enemies on 
the Crofs , Temples and idols were thrown down^and 
i\it Powers of Nunnens and Oracles ccasV* 

the Vaiee (f Py tbo^i gonc^ tbat fddom trrii

Ihy Service done, to tbbfe on^n Country go i

For nn fooner the Word^ of God came to (hine id 

the World by the manifeftation of the Go(pe], bat all 

the God^ of the Heatben^ being as it were Thunder- 

firuck^fell to Dcflrudion, according to the faying qf 

Chrift in Lul^^ I jaw Satan faUingfrom Heaven likf 

Lightning* How far this concerns Faith, Theology, 

and the Decrees of the Canon^ifis, we (hall difcourfe 

hereafter : For now we are only treating of Religion^fo 

far as to thofe Myfteries contained therein^ which 

concern the benefits of the Pried, or that fuffice to 

tender the outward face of the Commonwealth fump* 

tuou^ with Iniages, Statues, Temples, Phanes, Qhap» 

pels. Dignities, Poitip and Riches of the Minifters and 

Eccleiialtical Officers, of which I have Difputed at 

large^ in my Difpute upon the 3 biological Decrees^ held 

bv roe at CoUen^ in the Year 1510: and therefore I 

(hall the more briefly pafs them over now, yet (how 

you, that among tbdfe things which were fet apart 

for the decency of Worfhip, and mofl proper for the 

fafety ojf Men^s Souls, not a little of the Tare of Va« 

nity and Deftru(flive SuperfHtion has been mix'd. 
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. of Images. 

^T*He worfhip of Images has not been, antiently by 
X all people admitted : For the Jeu?x, as JofePbus 
tdates, after they had been fo often chaftized, and in- 
deed 4t fira the laoft firi^ obfexvefs of the Law, did 
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abhor nothing more rhan the making of Images. For 
the commands of God, delivered by Afo/e/, did utterly 
prohibit the u(e of Images, either in Tenqiles or in 
any ivther place. ^ And Eafebm teftifies, that among 
the people callM Seres, the adoration of Images was 
liy Law ab&lutety forbidden* Neitter do we read either 
in Clemem or P/i^^ rci[^> that ({o% fo l^ma had deaeed) 
there was any Image to be (cen, oc that was fpoken ot, 
f(Mr above a handr,ed and feventy yeais after the buil* 
ding of the Qty. Which alfo St. Jj^in alleadges out 
of Varr§, whofc words moft clearly withefs, that there 
was no Image or Idol in the City for one hundred and 
fixty years \ and that afterwards it came to pafs, that 
by rea(bn of the Multitude of Images and Idols, the 
Wor(hip of the Gods was not only negle^ed, bat, 
had in contempt. The Ferfiansz\(6^ as Herodotus and 
Straho Witnefs, never fuffered Images among them. 
On the otherlide, in the hoifour of Idols there were 
none more Superltitious and dotingly fiupid than the 
Mgypiauj^ from whence that Impiety, as fromacot* 
ruptedFountam^overHran other Nations i which Sa« 
perftitious Cuftomes, and falfe Religion of the Heathens^ 
when the fame People became to be Converted to the 
Chrrftian Faith, did not a little contaminate the Pu- 
rity of our RielTgioli^ introducing Idols and Images 
intqour Church, together with many Barren Pomps 
and Ceremonies, of which there was qothing thought 
of anriong the Ancient and Primitive Cbriftians : Nor 
can it be imagined how ftrongly and fuperftitioufly 
Idolatry is ryreted into the Minds of the Unlearned 
Multitude by the means of Images ) the idleTrieils 
among the Catholicks conniving thereat, as reaping 
not a little benefit thereby. 'Tis true, they endea- 
vour to defend themfelvesby the help of SuGregories 
Words I who faitb, tha$ Images are the Book/ of the 
Vulgar '^ whereby the hkmory (f things is by them the 
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mare eafily ntsvCdh fi that by tbefe^ they vifb$ cannot 
ready may yet he taught^ and by the fight thereof be 
draf^H to the ComemfUtynt ef pod^ HowcVcr, thtfi? 
are but the hamane Q)minents and SupjpoGtions pf 
Palliating St. Gregory h and though that good M^ 
might in foiDc foxt approve of the Images tbemfelv^ » 
yet it cannot be ihought that he did any way allow 
the Wor(hip thereof. * For it is nopart of our duty 
jto learn from the Forbidden Book of Images, but fioqi 
jtbe Book of God, which is the Scripture. He there- 
lore who defites to know God, let hiin not endeavour 
to obtain th^t linowledge from the handy* work of 
Painters and Statuaries % but a$:cording to the Dindi- 
on of St. John-, Let him fear eh the Serif tures wbat^ 
teflimony they give eoneerning him* And they who can- 
tiot read, let them hear the Word of the (ame Scrip- 
ture, where St* PaHl pronounces, That Faith comes by 
bearing \ and what Chrift in another pl^ce faith. My 
iSheef kffovp my Voie^* As alfo what in another place 
he avers , No man can come to him nnlefs the Fath^ 
draw him , and no man cemeth to the Father but by 
Chrift himfilf. Why then do we take the Glory from 
God , giving it to' Figures and Images, as if,they 
could draw us to the Knowledge of the mdft Divine 
Being ? - To this we may add the yain and immode? 
fate Worftip of id.lc Keliques. We ccnfcfs, Jh^t 
the Keliques of the Saints are Holy , and thaft they 
(hall one day (hinc with the Glories af E^emiVy > Yet 
to give them Adoration as to theReliques of Deities 
that hear our Prayers, is a moft fldpid apiece of Fafci- 
nation. LeA therefore we fall into Idpiatry and So* 
pcrftition, it is the faieft wayfor us not to fix our Faith 
upon viiible things. But the Covetous Generation of 
the Rt^ifff Clergy, greedy after gain, raifing matter to^ 
feed their Avarice, not only out of Wood and Stones', 
b;ir alfo from theBcuies of the Dead, and ReUg^es 
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of the Saints, make them the Inftruments of their Ra- 
. pine and Extortion. They (hew the Sepulchres bftli^; 
Saints 9 they expofe the Reliques of Martyrs \ which>;io ; 
man muft fo much as totich or kifs, but for hiony. , 
They adorn their Pldures, fct out their Fcftiva^s with 
great Fomp and State, f hey extol *um for Saints, ad* 
▼ancethe Fame of their Miracles, utterly difagreeing 
in their Lives and Con ver Cations, from the Lives and 
Examples of thofe whom they pralie. TheCe were; 
the Men to whom our Saviour (poke, when he cr yd 
out, Wo betoyoH that build up the Stpulchret rftbt 
Prophets likg to tkop that (hetp them. Like to the 
Heathen^ to every Saint tbey allot his proper charge » 
to one with Neptune they (hare the Command of the . 
^Seas , and power of Ckliveraoce from the dangers 
thereof: fo another with Jupiter^ to have, thq Do-^ 
minion of Thunder ; to another with Vt^lcan to con^ 
troul the Fire : to another they pray with Ceres for 
feafonable and plentiful Har veils : to anothei with 
Bacchus they give th& Charge of their Vintages and 
Vines. The Women a!fo have their Deities , from 
whom, as from I^id^fii, they heg for Children, and the 
care of Barrerniels : and another, by who(e Power they 
either Appeafe, or Revenge them(elves upon their An* 
gry Husbands* Oihers there are, .to whom they give 
the priviledge of recovering and finding Loft Goods. 
' Neither is there any Difeafe which has not, its pecu- 
liar PhyGtian among the Saints* Which is the rea* 
(on that Phyiitians do not get Co much as Lawyers » 
there being no forr of Adion, though^ never fo juft y 
that ever could boaft of a Saint for its Patron» *Tis 
true, the Fapi^ aver. That as the Soul in every Mem- 
ber Difplayes a feveral A(% » and every Ad, as it is 
vartoufly difpos'd, receives adiftind Power, as the Eye 
to Cccj the Ears to hear : So Chiift^n his Myftical "" 
Bodyj of which he is the Soul, by his feveral Sainrs, 
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as 'Memiiers acooitiinddatod to the fame Body^doth 
Adiliiiiifter and Diftributetbc fev^ral gifts of his Guce 
M tbelnferkx» Cteatutes \ aiKl chat to every Saint is. 
aUotted a particular operation (or the difpejrfing of fe-, 
wral Graces, accoidinft to the variety of Graces juvco tci 
each Man>T But this Con)cdare,as being one oJAgfip-^ 
jiaWznitisyfot which there is no ground in Scripture»^ 
vre canndt icdcoo among the Vanities of Science, but 
as a peculiar Invention of his own* 
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Qf Temples,

NOW as concerning 3e«/>/e/, there was nothiftg 
wherein the Superftition of the Gmiks was 
more eminent, who to every Deity were, very curious 
in Building pavticular ttmfUsy after whofe E^am^^ 
pie, the Cbrifiiaiis afterwards Ekdicatcd thdr Jem^ 
pies to' particular Saints. Yet ther^ were |n?ny Na- 
tions that never made u(e of any Temples \ and Xerxes^ 
is reported tq have burnt all the Temples throughout 
'Afia^zi the perfwation of his Migici^i^x, believing it to 
be an Impious thing to enclofe the Gods in Walls* 
But of thefe Temjpks Zeno Citkus Difputed forrh^rly 
inthefe Words > jt» btdld Churches and T^tnptei^Vadth 
he, it U m v^ay mceffary : for nething ought to bt ac*- 
compted Sacred by Eight , nothing -to he ^eemed Holy 
T»htch men themfel^s Vmld^ Among the Ftffiam of 
old there were no Temples 9 Neither was there «non|; 
the Hebrews horn their, firft beginning, but only oni 
T-nipIc Dedicated to Divine ufe, which was Built bjr 
Sjiomon^ of which however it is thus written in IJaioft y 
"thus faith the Lord^ lie Heaven is my fiat^ ihe l^Mh 
"*"'.' '"" ' the 
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tht fi>otji^(d fir myfm-i tfibat if tbts botye lophkh thou 
hmldeji for me / And Stephen the Piotomartyr adds, 
Salamoh ImiU a Houfe ^ bttt $ke n$of Bigfe. Inhabits 
not in f laces msJe with Hands. And P^ii/ the Apo- . 
file faith to tht Athenians^ God dwells notin^emfles 
made with hands : for being the Lord of Jjeaven and 
Eartbyhe k notfenld by mens^hands^who wants not their 
help. ^ However he teaches, that Humane Nature, even 
Men themfelves Holy, Pious, Religious,06vout to God, 
are the moft acceptable Temples to God : as he Afierts, 
writing to -the Corimbiam, Te are the HempU ofGody, 
and the Spirit of God dwells in you 9 thi Temple of Go4 
is holy^fo ongbt you to be* Moreover, Origin writing 
againft Ce//k,c€inteiles, That at/ the firA begiiining of 
Chriftian Eellgion, and long after ChriAs Suifcring, 
there were ivo Churches Built 1 Confirming by many 
Atgumeni:;^, that among Cbsifiians they avail neither 
to ttje right Wor(hip ot Gpd, nor to the Honour of 
true ReligipQ* Therefore £iith LaSantim^ Temples, 
are Hot to^ be made to God of Stones piled np to an im^ 
menft height ^ but there is a place to be re fervid in the 
Heart of every Man t where bis Thoughts ought to retire 
when th^y are takgn tsp in Keligious Exercifi> 

Not Temples made with hands tV Almighty hold s 
Ju^ men are thx trut Tenifples made of Gold» 

And Chrift (bnds his Adoirers not into the Temple, 
not into the Synagogues, but into their private Clo* 
fets to Pray. And w^ r^d , that tie himfelf did 
many times appear with the Multitude in the Cities, 
in the T«n)ple, in the Synagogue, when he made his 
SermoAS^but fa» went into. the Mountain to Pray, 
where he fpcnt the Nigtit i» Prayer. However, the 
ChoKh, that does nothing but by the Infpiration of the 
^itof God, whea the ChrUiian Religion began to 
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inaeafe, and that Sinners entrcd into rhe Temple with 

the Godly , the weak with the ftrong in Faith , and 

as they en t red the Ark of lioe^ the Clean with the 

Unclean, did then Ordain cei tai n Temples^ Chappeh, 

Churches, and ftparated Places free from Prophane 

bufine(^, wherein the Word of God might be Publick** 

1y Preached to the Multitude , and the Sacraments 

might be more decently and orderly Adminidred i 

which have (ince been held by the Chriftians in moft 

Venerable Efteem ^ and being guarded with the Immu«> 

Dittes of feveral Princes, hare encreafed to fach a vaft 

Number, augmented with the Addition of Monafteries, 

Abbies,atld thelike^ that it is very necefTary that many 

of them (hould be cut off as fuperfluous and unneceG» 

fary Members. And here we cannot be unmindful ^f 

another Enormity, which is the (uperbity of Building» 

wherein vail fums of Alms and (acred Money is ex* 

pendcd ; which, as we have obferv'd before, would be 

more hcly and honeftly employed in the maintenance 

of the true poor of Chrift, the true Temple^ and re- 

(emblances of God, many times ready to perifh for 

hunger, thiril, cold ^labour, ficknefs, and wajnt.

Of Holy-days. 

Holy-days, both among the Ge^ifi^f/, as among the 
Jiws , were always in great eiiimation s who 
did^ll at certain times of the year, and upon certain 
days, fet apart fcveral Holy-dtys for Divine worfliip 
upon fcveral occafions \ as if it were lawful to be more 
religious or more ungodly at one time than another h 
or tbat it were the pleaforc of God ro be worihipped 

more 
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iDOfc at one time than anotbei ; which St. faul ob« 
jjcds to the Galatians as a (hame, writiog to them af* 
this manner: Te ebjerved^s and months ^ and timet 
and years : J fear I have laboured for you in vain^ and 
mtbiut a eaufe. Concerning which when he admo* 
niflies the Coloffians^ht commands them in thefc words : 
Let no man jndge youfor meat or drink^tfon a Holy^ 
day^ or of the Nen^-mdon^ or of the JSabbatby which art 
members of fniure tHngs* For to true and perfect 
Chriltians there is no difference of days, who are ai^ 
waysfeadingandpleanngthemfelves in God , always 
keejpipg a perpetual Sabbath *, as Ifaiab prophefi^d to 
the fathers of the Jews : The time (hall conae that 
their Sabbath (hall be taken away 9 and when the Savi* 
bur comes, there (hall be a perpetual Sabbath, and per* 
pctual New-moons. However, for the fake of the; 
common people, and the more illiterate part c^ the 
Church, the Holy Fathers did iniiitute Holy-days, that 
they might have liberty and vacancie to come and 
hear the Word, and to celebrate Divine Wotihip, and 
for receiving the Sacraments > yet fothat the Church 
(hould not be fubfervient to the days, but that the days 
(hould be fubfervient to the Church. Therefore did 
the Fathers ordain certain Holy*days wherein the com- 
mon people were exhorted to abliain from worldly 
bu(inefs and bodily labour, whereby (hey might be 
the more free to (erve God, the more at leifure to pray 
and think upon Divine matters, to be prefent at Ser- 
vice and Sermons, and to tend fuch other Duties as. 
might mofi diredly tend to their Salvation. But that 
fame perverter of Equity, that deftroyer of all Ord^ 
and Dccende, that author of all Evil, ihe Devil, en- 
deavouring to pull down whatever the Holy Gh6i\ 
(tts up, hath ncer demoli(h*d this Tower of Beauty 
^Ifo. While we' behold the greateft part of Chri- 
ftians not converting this Holy leifure of Holy- day sro

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the txercifo 6f Piuyer, of heafiag.(Ii« Ward of God» 
but fpending their pretious time in the corruption of 
all good Mdnnei^, Dancing , St^e-playes.» lewd 
Songs, idle Spores ^{14 GMies> Dmkitig; Fe^fUng, 
VifitiDg, and in all worldly and Carnal works quice 
qppofite to SpirituaL As itrtuUan Tpeaks of the fo- 
km9 Fcafts of the O/ir/ : Ihay vme tpm^ faith be» 
iomakf d great fii9^$$ bring forth into the fmhHd^ fhreet 
their Fires and their Chorus's^ to pmkgt in the ihgh-w^tyy 
ta maks s TCavtrn of the i^hoU Ciiy^ to four ff^ine doipn 
vne anothers threats by violence^ then to rmnieaMong to 
do aU manner of mijcbiefj and to fleafe themfclves in all 
manner of filthy Laft» Are we not therefore defer- 
Tedly to be condeom^d, who celebrate the Feilivals of 
Chritl and hisSaints after fucb a lewd fa(bbn ? I confeis 
we do not finde many Heretical Difpates concerning 
Holy-days,omitting tbie madnefsand Bla(jphemy of the 
Manich£ans^ and the peftiferous opinions of the Cata^ 
fhrygians » yet had they like to have occaGonM a great 
breach in the Church, when VtHor the Pope excommu- 
nicated all theEadern ajfid Southern Churches for not 
keeping Eafier-day according to the diredion of the 
Weftern Decrees j who notwithHanding was iK)tably 
lefifted, among others, by tf^yerates Bifliop of Afia^ 
JreneiiSdlR) Bifhop of lions^ though he obferv'd Eafter^ 
day ^s was cotiunanded by ViSor^ yet with great free- 
dom undertook to chide the Pope, for that he had» 
contrary to the Example of his i'redeceffors, as a di- 
fiuxber of the Peace, IqppM off fo many Linibs of the 
Church, not for any Errour in point of Faitfa, but 
pnely for difagreeing in point of Gerenoaony from the 
Church of Rome: 'Tis true, thewc haic been na^ny 
decrees of Popes and Councils to confirm and (ettle 
the obfervation of Eafter-dayt and many EcdcHafiick 
Computations have been made, Sot the better finding 
put of the true day : And yet to this very hour they 

could 



could never find out a certain day, or that was Uni- 
vcrfally obfervM through the whole World at one aiid 
the fame time* A very worthy bufincfs indeed, that 
for the humour of one obftinatc Pope,thc whole Church 
(hould fuffer Shipwiack. . * 
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of Ccremenief. 

OF the Members of Religion, the Pomp pi Rites 
and Ceremonies in Habits» in VefleiSsin Lights» 
in Bells, in Organs,in Singing,in Perfumes, in Poftures, 
in Pidures,in the choice of Meats and Fafts, an^thc 
like, have been rpceivM and approV'd with great Ado- 
ration and Veneration by tl^ Multitude, efpecially 
Papiftical) who underftand no more than what they 
fee with their Eyes. Nims PonfiUys firfi Inftitute4 
Cerctnonies among the Romans^ thereby to invite ia 
rude and fierce People, that had obtainM a EUngdom 
by Violence and Rapine, to Piety, Truth, Juftic^ a^d 
Religion; fuch were the Aftcylia zxiiPaUadiumi the 
Sacred Pledges of the Empires Safety » the doubles- 
Fronted Janusy Arbiter of Peace and Wax > The Fire 
of Vefta 9 over which a fhc-Flamin did continmaUy 
Watch ; The Year alTo divided into Twelve Mo^th^» 
with the variety of Good and Evil Days. The :Sa« 
cerdotal Dignity divided into fomfixes ^d A%wfS^9 
' their, various Ceremonies of Sacrifices 9 SuppUications» 
Shews, Proaflions, Temples » of which the' greateii 
part,, as Eufebm teftifies, has been TcanAatedijotoout 
Religion» &ut God bimG:U, who delighiis not in Fle(h 
and Humahe Signes, contemns and deipifes xhoik Car* 
nal and Extcriour Ceremonies* For be is not to be 
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Worfbip d with Corporal Adions^Eye-pIeafing Works; 
or Carnal Adoration, but in Spirit' and Truth b^ 
Chrifi Jefus» For he looks upon the Faith, cpnfidering 
the inward Thoughts and Intentions of Men i the 
fearcher of Hearts, chat .fees the very Secrets of the 
Soul. Therefore thofe Carnal and outward Cerenib* 

' nies no way advance us toward God^ with whom there 
is nothing acceptable but Faith in }efus Cbrift > with 
t perfed imitation of his Charity, and aii unfliakeil 
hope in his Salvatioti and Rewardt This is the true 
Worfliip, fpotlefs from all Contamination of Exter- 
nal and Carnal Ceremonies ^ wherein ^uj^bn inftrud* 
ihg us, faith, ^bst God it a Sfiriii and to kt worjhifd 
in Spirit and truth. This fomc of the Ethnick Phiid* 
fophers ^were not ignorant of 9 \hatit>itfUto forbid 
that any Ceremonies (hould be ufed in the Worl^ip of 
the moll high God. For there is nothing wanting to 
him, who is atl things him(elf 9 only it is lequifite that 
we (hould adore hiih, by returning our thaqks to him 
for all things. Neither have we anything more grate- 
ful to return to God, than Ptaife, Glory, and Thanks. 
Neither will it ferve for an Obje&ion, to tnfift upon 
the Sdaifices, Rites, and Ceremo;)ies of the Mejaieai 
Lat0 , as if God had taken delight in theih. For God 
- brought them not out of £gyft to offer up Sacrifices 
and Incenfe to him 9 but that forgetting the Idolatry 
of the Mgyptiansy they might hear the Voice of God^ 
and obey him in Faith and Truth to the obtaining of 
their Salvation. Now the reafon that Mojis Infiitu- 
ted Sacrifices and Cerenoonies among them was, that 
he bare with their Infirmities, and yielded to the 

' hardnefs of their Hearts, indulging a (mall Error, tq 
tecal them from things more unlawful; dircding theiiL. 
Satcnfices to God, and hot to Devils» For thofe things 
Were not principally Inftitutcd, but by confequence i 
ttathct cootd that La\f^ oblige ihtxH dtherwifc^* thin 
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lis it v^i% apprbvM by the people* Tlwrcfoic i/bfcs 
when he ptoduc>d the Laws of Ceremonies» he col- 
lc<aed the fuffi ages of the JE^ldei $ and the people» wljcic* 
by to render therti more pUal)le to his commands* , . 
Therefore might that Law be changM according to 
the alteration of times and manners, and was at laft 
totally abrogated» but the Law of God delivered in 
the Tables of Stone, that is perpetual. For (b God 
fpakc by Jeremiah^ Why do ye offer to nu Frankpteenfi 
df Saba , and Cynatnon fetched from a far Co^mry ? 
TCour Holotatt^s and your Sacrifices have not pleafid 
me* And again by the fame Prophet, 7hm faith the 
LordyPutyour bnrnt offenngsnoyonrfacrifice^andeatfiejht 
for I fiakf not to yow Fathers^ nor commanded them 
when I kron^bt them out of the Land of Egyfiy concef 
mng facrifices and bmnt-offeringsh but thktbinffcom^ 
manded Ithemfayingy Obey my voice ^ and I mB be yoir^ 
God^ and ye /hall be my people » and walk^ ye in aU tbt 
ways that I have commanded you f hat it may be wtU with 
you. And Ifaiah 43* 23 • thou haft not brought me, faith 
the Lord, thefheefof thy burnt-offerings^ neither bafi 
thou honoured me with thy Sacrifices » i have not cau* 
fid thee to ferve with an Offering , nor wearied thee with 
Incenfe » thou hougbtefi me ho fw$et favour with mo^ 
neyr neither baft thou made me drunks with . tie fat of 
thy Sacrifices : but thou hafi m^tde me to ferve with thy 
fins^ and haft wearied me with thy imqtuties* And 
Chap» 66. v* 2* To Mm will Ilool^^'^ evcff to him thiftk 
pooTyMdof a contrite Jpiritt and that trembleth at my 
words» For it kwn thy fat flefit that JhaU cleaftfi thee f 
from thy imqtnties.

Fathers, Priefi$ and Do(9:ors^ to deck and adorn 
her with deeent Rites, Ceremonies and Inliitutidns^ 
to rend^t her a mote amifble Bride to h^i Cekftial 
Spoule* To which later Ages have added tnas^y thkigs 
top much (avouf ing of Hunanc Weaknefs^ But as 
it oftep. \izpp&ns ^ tbzt that wUch is fuovided a$ a 
Kemedy, turns oftentinaes to aourilh tl^ Difeafe^ €0 
}lapp^ns it now with the Ceremonies of ^hd Chuncb , / 
that through the folly of Popifli Sapetftttion^ Cbriili^ 
ans are. now adays more clogged v^ith continual inno- 
vatibns than weie the jFw/ of old » and^ which is 
wofie » thouj^ thefe Ceremonies are maay^ of tbeai 
neither ^good nor badHo t hemfelves, bat things indiffe- 
rent V yet the iuperftitious people groping in the da|k 
of Popery and SuperCHtioii^ place a grsater belief in 
theit)> and Obfcnre them moK ftridly than the Con^- 
mands of God : the BMh<^, Abbots, Moiiks a»d Pnefts 
conniving all the while therestf , and well ptovkiii^ 
thereby' for their Bel4ie$« Now thefe< Q&reaipQief , 
chough they haire been theoccafionof &w Heieiies 
againft the Faith, yet have^ Aey iatroducel iniiiimetabte 
Seds into the Church, and have been the fecdofnaa* 
ny Schifms. For from hence It caRii^ to pa(% that 
the Greek Church was fcparited ftom «he RMdnia 
while the one Cohfdcrated Vuledventd^ ^ other 2,ei» 
veneddreadh whcnicinatiefSiiot wlu^jfo' ^Bi^ 
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Ibe confeaated. Hcpce the Bobemiau Church fepara- 
udfrpin the Roma», that they might adminifter the 
Saciatnent in both kinds » but as St. Faul faith.

iN the Govctnroent of the Church, it is neceffary to 
make ufc of Ecclefiaaical Magiftrates and Officers, 
for the avoiding confufion. Now whatfoever is dope 
in the Church, either for Ornament or for the increafc 
of Religion, whether it be' in the Elcftiouof Over- 
fccrs, or in the Mtitution of Miniikrs, unlefs the 
fame be done by the inftindt of the Divine Spirit i 
which is the Soul of the Chprch, it is altogether im* 
pioiis,.and contrary to the Truth: For whofbev^ris 
not call'dlo the great OfBccof the MJniftry, and Dig- 
nity of, ApoWcfliip by the Spirit, as vfz^ AaroHS and 
whoever enters not in at the door which is ChriU, buc 
ge4s another way into the Church tbiough the win- 
^. » >l^ daW, 
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dow, that i$ to fay, by the favourvof meO) by pQrcba* 
(ing Voices in EIe<^ion,oT by fuperiour PoWdr 9 certain-»' 
]y (ach a one is no Vicar of Chrift or of his Apoftles,' 
but a Thief atid an Impoftor, the WcAi o( Judas Ip 
cariot^ and Simm the Samaritan* Therefore if vt^as 
fo fircightly provided by theantient Fathers in the £^ 
ledion of Prelates, ( which thty therefore call the Sa^^ 
crament 'ot Nomination ) tliat the Prelates and Apd* 
Itles who were to be Overfecrs of the Kiinifters of 
the Chiirch, (hould be men of inofi; unfported Inte* 
grity in their Lives and Converfacions, powertui in 
ioiind Dodrine^ able to give a reafoq'of alPtheirdo* 
ings : But the anticnt Conititotions falling from their 
Ma jefty, and the late Pontifical Jurifdidioti by dam* 
nable Cuftome getting a head, fuch a fort of Popes 
and Prelates now adays a(cend into, the Throne of 
Chrift , fuch as were the Scribe j and Fharifees in the 
Chair of Mojej^ who talk and do nothings bindii^ 
heavy burthens to the (boulders of the people; to which 
they will not put the ftrefs of a little finger: Meer 
HypoCTites, performing-all thctr works to Ife fetn of 
men, making a ihew of their Religion as it were in 
Scenes \ they covet the chief Seats at Feafts , in 
School, in the Synagogues ) t)ie upper hands in the 
ftreets, and to b&faluted with the .ponderous appella^ 
lions of Rabbi and Dodor^. They barrtcado up the 
Gate of Heaven, not.oncly not going in chemfelves, 
but excluding others» They devour Widows houfes, 
)abbering long Prayers, travisling Land aodSeas to 
feduce child^Tcn and ignorant .peifon$>' that having by 
the addition of one: Profeiyceencreafcd their forlorn 
number, they may with a more nurnirous train enter 
the Regions of Fire prepared for them* ^*With their 
idle Legetids and Tradifions, they corrupt the mofi 
Holy Laws of Chrift 9 and negteding the true Tem- 
ple of Gqd^ the living Images of the Son of^theFa? 

* ther, 
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thter, and the Altars of the peoples Soulsj witn a qo- 
vetouseye feck afret onely Gold and Gifts) and mind* 
ing the more profitable and finiftcr parts of the Lawr, 
arevety ftrift in- their Decrees touching Titties,- O- 
blations, Colledlipns, and Alinsr Tithing Fruits, 
Cattel, Money \ not fparing alfa things of the ftnah 
left'ptice, as Mint^ Ani(e, and Cumin, for which, bar- 
king like Dogss they daily contend with the people in 
the Pulpit. Buff as for the more weighty and right- 
hand-viTorks of the Gofpcl ^ Law , Chriftian-Juftice» 
Judgment, Mercie, Faith, thefc they altogether ne- 
gk<5, ftumbling at a little Stdne, but leaping over a 

. great Rock j bHhde Guides, falfe and treacherous , a 
Geneiration of Vipers, whitened Sepulchres j outwlrd- 

^ ly in their Mifei^, Gaps, Habits, Gar nlcnts and Cowls, 
tnakm'g a (hew of Simplicity and Sanftimoriy, within 
fiill of Filth, HypOcrifie, and^ Iniquity > Whoremon- 
gers, Dancers, Players, Pimps, Gamefters, Gluttons^ 
Drunkards, Soro^rers, who beirig advanced to Bifho- 
pricks, Cardinalats,- Abbeys, and the like, nor by ver* 

- tue. of their deferts , but either by (crvile Flattery, 
Gifts, favour of Princes, oraifedipn of Frieiads and 
Kindred, und^rthe Mask of Hypocrifie heap to^themw 
fclves private liches s devouring the goods of the Poor, 
making Fairs and Monopolies of the Alms of our 
PrcdecefloBS, wafting them again in Brothcl-houfes, 
Gaming ^ Hunt ing, and in all manner of *Riot an4 
Luxurie.

People, infamy of Religion, and infupportabk buithcn 
of the Common wealch s whom the Famous B^mt^ 
dm ClativMtnfis in a Sermon at the opening thege«» 
neral Synod of Rbeimes^ belfoie the Pope,openly flifd, 
not inft<^ad of .(hepherds Mi^rcenaty, not inliead of 
Mercenaries Wolves,but indeed of Wolves Dtvils-Now 
as foMhePope himfcl/, as the BithopCxuma^e/^jlr com- 
plains^ he is the moft intolerable and burthtnfoaie of 
all, whofe Pomp and Pride never any the moft haughty 
Tyrant yet cquaU'd. And yet th^y boaft, that the 
fafety of Religion and the Church is eHablifh^d only 
in them, who throwing the burthens of Religious^ 
Duties^ apd the, Miniftry of the Gofpel) which is the 
true PqntiHcal Fundlion^ upon their Inferiours, (it at 
tiic Hckne making their own Laws, and receiving 
the benefits and profits of the Chuich^ thcmfelvesia 
the mean while as idle,* as thty are full of iniquity.^ 
And making us believe, that the Pontifical Chair ei* 
ther admits none but Ho[y Men, or elfe makes them 
fo ^. tlicnce they think it lawful for them to perpe- 
crite any ipanner of wickedncfs. A pcrfed Exarmple 
of all which,Cri;ii/]^ gives us in Boniface the 8th. This i» 
that gte^t Boniface who did three Great and Miracu- 
Iqus thjngs y whoCoufening Clement with a counter- 
feit MefTage from Heaven, caus'd him to telign the 
Ppnnficat Chair to him » who compiled the Sixth Book 
of Decretals, ^nd ro^di: the Pope Lord and Supream 
, in all things. LaAly, who Inftituted fke Jubilee, EttSt^ 
iiig Fairs tor Indulgencies, extending bis Jurifdi^ion 
as far as Purgatory. I omir ihofc other Monftcisof 
Popes, fuch as was FormoJuSy and thofe otliet Nine that 
followed bimv ncitbcr do liniiit upon thofe other of 
late^r times, ^s PauluSi Sixtus, AU^cander^JuJiufj moft 
famous Difturbers ot theChiiitian World» Ipafsby 
Eugmus, vfho violating the League made between him 
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♦nd the T«rl;/,was the occafion of fuch dreadful Ca* 
lamidcsthat afterwards befel the ChtHtianCoamjon- 
wealth. How great mifchief Alexander the fixth 
brought upon all Chriftcndome, by ipo^onxtigSdim 
$iothei of Btf jjzel* the Gr?atl»r](, is known; to all 

' Mcnw The Legates alfo of the Popes^ as the faid Ca^ 
motenfis witneffeth, ard daily Experience makes ma* 
nitert, rage with fuch Fury in their fevcral Province^, 

' as it Satan were Cent from the face uf God to fcouTge 
the Church. They trouble the Earth, and put it m 
an Uproar^ that thq' may Cem to have a Charm 
to appcafe it again \ they ate glad ^henevil things ate 
committed, rcjoycingtn the w or ft and moft ^^icked 
Aftions, and fcarcc can refrain from Tc?irs when they 
behold nothing Lamentable. They eat the .fins of ^ 
the people, are clad and nourifhM with the fame » 
and luxuiioufly wallow in the fame :. yet have they 
fine nannes and prctenccs:for their Vices i neither can 
any thing be objefted againft them, whicli they can- 
not cxcufe by the Example of fomc Saint or other. 
For if it be thrown in their Teeth thai they are Illite- 
rate and Ungodly^ they fay, That Chrifl chofe fuch for 
his Apoitles, who were neither Maftcrsof the Law, 
nor Scribes, nor ever frequented Synagogues or Schooli. 
Tell them of the barbaroufnefs ot their Language^ 

- thcy'l tell ye Mofes had an impediment in hit Speech » 
and that Jeretpie knew not how to fpeak» and that 
^jcJE^jrie, though he were dumb, was not excluded from 
the Prictt-hood*. If you obic(9- againit ihtm their Igr 
norance of the Scripture, Infidelity, Error, or Hcrefiei 
they repeat to ye. That St. Ambrofe nor ya a ChrlJiian, 
•but only CatechumettoSy was Eieded to be a Bifhop s 
and that St. Paul^ not only from being an Inhdel, but 
a Pcrfccuter,wa8 callM to be an Apoflle v that St. Au- 
jtin was a Manicbdan > and that Marcelline the Mart^rr 
in his Papacy, Sacrificed to Idols. If you upbraid them

It has been 
the great care of Queens, PrincelTcs, aiid gre^ Ladies, 
to pradiife this Art, in fo iriuch that miny Queens 
have been the procurers of Female-plearufe to their 
own Sons. Nor have the chidf Magistrates and Bur- 
gomafters of Cities difdain«d the Office ) for che Co- 1 
rhnhianS', Efbifians^ Abydens^ Cyfrthnsy Babylomansy 
and many other Magillrates of other Towns, were all' 
of them I'imps and Panders tb their Subjeds, buil« 
ding and maintaining Bawdy-hoUftS in their Cities, 
not a little inriching their Tkafuries with the Tribute 
which they exaded fiom Curreians : which is a thing 
common in Italyy and in Komt every Curtefan pays a 
Julio a.weektothePope, which many years Amounts 
to above Twenty thoufand Ducats» the hire and wages 
of Whores being a great part df the £cclefla(bcal 
Treafury. Nay, I have heard feme corhpting up their 
Eftates in this manner : He hath, faith he, two Bene- 
fices, one Curatefliip ot twenty Crowns^ another Pri- 
ory of forty, and the tribute oi three Whores m the 
S(?ri/e2fi,which amounts ro twenty JulU^s a Week. No 
Icfs Pimps and Bawds are thofc tifliops and Offi- 
cers, that exaifl a yearly Tribute froin the Priefts, to 
permit them the u(e of Concubines \ which exaction * 
is become a Proverb among the common people, who 
cry, ShaU be^ or jhaU he not have a ConchhiHe t Ltt him ^ 
fay a CrowHiand takf one. But in the Kmgdom ot Co « 
vetoufnefs, there is nothing accompted Ihameful by 
which Money is to be gotten. 1 pafs over the inven* 
rion oi Toleration, whichgive$a woman libercy, by 
means of a little Money paid to the Biihop, to co habit 
in Adultery with another man. All which things are 
fo manifeft,chac it isimpofllble to fay which is moll ap- 
parentjthe iinpudcnce of the Prelates^ or che ftjpid^ty 
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of the common People : fo that it were very aeedful 
for the Princes of <jirmany to feek redrefs hereof^ as 
one of the greateft grievances and oppreflions of their 
Empire. Such Patrons has theCraft-of Pandarifm» 
who with no lefs power defend the my Aeries of Puta** 
nifm i for which, to out great grief and (hame be it 
fpoken, there are fuch great Piiviledjges and Immuni- 
ties throughout the whole Chrifiian Commonwealth, 
fuch ample toleration;, contrary to the Divine La^ws,^ 
and the Word of God it felf : Hunnane Reaibn and the 
Power of Pandarifm fo potently contriving to^ve to 
Youth this wicked Liberty, under the pretence of keie* 
ping them from ading higher Impieties. Take away 
whores, they cry, out of the Commonwealth , and 
fireight the world will be fill'd with Rapes, Adultet ies, 
andlncefts : no Matron fliall remain unviolated, the 
Chaftity of no' Widow (hall befafe» Virgin and Veflal 
Nuns will not efcape their fury : From whence they* 
conclude it to be impofliUe for a Commonwealth ot 
Nation to be in a quiet pofiure of Government, witH'* 
out the allowance of Harlots \ without whom the 
Children of Ifiael however livM fo Chaftly and Con- 
tinently for noany Ages together : for fuch was the 
Command of God, 7bere JhaU he neither tphores nor 
whoremongers Jkffered among the childreu of IfiaeU 
Notwithltanding -which, that beaitly^ liberty before 
nnentioned has endeavoured to invade the Pale of the 
Church under the pretence' of Religion, and was the 
ground of the Nicolaitau Herefie, who to avdd the 
fufpition of Jealoufie, proiticuted their own WiveSiand 
by a Platonick cuftom maintained conmiMnity of Wives» 
But we are bound, to let all Princes, Judges, and Magi* 
ftrates underfiand, that whoever they be that permit 
the ufe of Brothels, or by any way connive at theu(/ 
fufTerance, though they themfelvte may perhaps not be 
guilty of the Crime it felf» to them (hall Go(jl fpeak as 
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iffpokenbytheP/i/;»!^.* If tbon Mi fi^ ^jf^i^fy^^^^^ 
iidfl run With him^ and didjt fit tip thy portion mth 
Adulterets. thefi things hafithou done^ and I have held 
mjf' peace \ thoA did^ believe } would be likithee^ but 1 
ppUI convince thee^ and fit thy ttarfgreffions before theif 
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Chap. LXV. 

Of Beggerie. 

It is a great part of th* duty of Civil and Ecclefi- 
aAical Govcrnmcrit, to be mindful 6f the Pobr and 
Difcafedjlcft People ftiould comnaitSiftor Steal through 
Poverty, 6r by continual wandiing ftiould occafion the 
Bringing in of Plagucs&Peftilence^ into Citics.or (hould 
Perifli foi Hungcr,fo the flianpc of Mankind. Therefore 
there arc Publick Alms-hou&s ErecSe J in fundry pla* 
CCS at the Publick Charge, whofeftipends daily increafe 
through the Alniis of wdldifpofed People. For Pub- 
likely to beg and wander frorti place to place, was from 
the Beginning a thingpiohibited by the Laws of all 
Nations. For in the Old Law, the Jews were com- 
manded by Mj/Jr, Let there he no poor or begger among 
ye. And in the Roman-Lawijfujfifrw» bath very (harply 
OrdainM agaiinft fturdy Bcggars^that if any one flout in 
his Limbs (hould prefumetoBegjhc was prcfently to 
be ImprifonM, and fet to Work^ In the Evangelical 
Law,Chrift commanded, that tphat was fuperfluous 
fifould be given to the poor, that fo there might be 
no Begger among the People, but that there fliould be 
a kind of Equahty, as faith St.Fakl writing to the 
Corinthians : Let your abundance fupply their wanSy 
that their abundance may alfo fupply your want^ and 
equality be among yeh as it is mitten. He that. hath 
much has not abounded^ and he that bath little h.ttb 
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not lefs. And Writing to the Epbefiauf^ Hsthat flolti ' 
faith he, ht him fieal no tnoUy but rather let him labour 
and work with bis bands the thing that is good ^ thai h^ 
way hsve to give unto him that needetb. The fame 
ApcAle commknds the Ihejfalonians to labour with 
their hands, and to endeavour to abound » confirming 
a (evert Deaee among them, That he that would not 
Labour (hnuld not Eat s Commanding Loyterers to 
be ExpelPd from the Communion of the Faithful. 
And in his Epiftle to Timothy^ he condemns thofe who* 
imagine Beggery to be Godiinefs. The Fapal Dwcrees 
Ordain Alms to be given qnly tothoCe who are paft 
their Labour) accomptingall others that receive 'Alms 
in the number of Robers, Thieves, and Sacrilegious 
perfons. By which Authorities we are taught, not only 
10 companionate Foverry, but to detcft Beggary. But 
thoie cunning Impoflures daily pradis^d to advance 
the trade of Beggery , are by all men to be Abominated, 
while their Contrivers rather choofe to lye before the 
Gates ofChurchesto the great (hame of man-kind,and 
contrary to the Command of God, enduring all the 
hardft)ips of the bittereft cold, the burning Sun, and 
Torments worfe than Death, rather than to be con- 
tented with the mean Allowance of anhoneft Alms- 
houfe V And which is far more Abominable, in the 
midfi^of all their Torments and Paiiis, Blafphemirfg, 
Swearing, Forfwearing, Curfing ^ Banning, Fowl- 
tnouth^d, Injurious and Drunk> ufing th*c Name of 
Chnft> b6t neither WorfliippingCiirilt, or regarding 
any thing of Sacred or Religious v filling the Ears Of 
Faffcng-is not with the cries of Martyrs, but with 
the banntngs of Infernally -tormented Creatures. There 
is another moft Impious fort of Beggers, whoorufting 
over their Scars ani Wounds with Bud^lime, M::al, 
and Ciptted-Biood , expofe therafeives all full 6f 

SoarsHind Bo ches. And others that i>y counterfeit*' 
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ing other (brts of Difeifes and SickneiTe?. Others 
there are, that ui^dcr the pretence of Vows andPtigii" 
mages, wander up and down from Country to Coun* 
try , defignedly avoiding Labour,' out of a wicked Icve 
of Poverty s begging from Dore to Dore, yet would ^ 
hot change their Lives for Princes i while they have 
liberty to Vagabond it where they pleafe at tbeirown 
pleafuret conceroM neither in War nor Peace 9 ev^ry 
wlierefiee (torn Taxes, publick Charges and Duties: 
And yet they are many times the cauftrs of great and 
mbft pernicious Mifchiefs, and by their means great 
Enterprifes are* brought to pafs, while under the rags, 
of Beggers miany times Spies arefentcodifcover the 
fecreis of Fortiiied Places ) many times Beggers them* 
felve are made ufe of to bring-and carry Letters of 
Intelligence : By feme of them Cities have been (et onr 
Fire, as we find by the late fad example of the City of 
dryers v fometimes Wells have by them been4>oyfon€d, 
Atid the Plague it felf brought into Kingdoms, to tf\c 
Deftrudlon of Thbufands of Pepple* Among thefe 
We muft reckon that fort of Cattle which they call 
CyHgani or Gypfies.

Among thefib we may numbei tiie whole 
Tribe o(Mendica9Uj$yarsy who laying iiide the Sandti* 
mony of tb^ir Pjrofeffion, follow Gain in lieu of Godli- 
srG; as if they made a profeflion of Religion for no 
other reafon, biiic that under the pretence of iPoverty 
they may bavef liberty topro&fs a wandring Beggery, 
and with an impudent and bold Hypocrilie co tdkc 
Money together » a(ham'd of nothing in atl places : 
from which neither Courts of Juftice, Tcmples^Schools, 
Courts, Prii^ie or Publick Soctecies, Confeffions, Ser* 
mons, PulfMts iaxe free, where they are wont to (ell 
their Indulgencies, extol the benefits of their Ceremo* 
nies, extorting in that manner from UGirers and rich 
Thieves no fmall (hare of their ill-got Gains, and from 
the thick-fcuUM Shop-keepers, and illiterate Rabble, 
{queezing good iiore of Money i beginning like the 
Serpent with the Women iir(i, that by tlieir Afllftance 
they may the mote ea(^y pelude the Men. Who 
making a (hew of Poverty with their affected Raggs, 
and every when: Preaching th^ Contempt of Money, 
and the(hunning of Ambition 9 yet themfelves in the 
mean while make nothing mpre their otmoft ftudy 
and bufinefs than to rake money with their Profeffion i 
to which purpose they compafs Sea and Land , in*^ 
(rude themCelYes into the hou(es of all Costs of peo- 
ple, performing nothing of their Holy Fundiop but 
for Hire, exaftmg Almsdnore Tyrannically thanTri» 
bute» thru(ling themfelves into all peoples buGnefs, 
rnaking up doubtful Matches, orderiog Wills,, com* 
po(ing Suits in Law, informing and reforming the 
Holy Nuns » but nothing of iill this, unleC^ they find 
Cbmething coming. Tbefe are the Tricks and Deceits 
of the Friers, by nnieans whereof they have arrived to

erful is RelgioUs Beggery s to, which, how opulent 
foevcr, they will pretend, while they touch not the 
money with their bare Fingers, but have their Judas^ 
to keip'thc Rey^ of their Treafary, and to, make up 
their Accompts \ daring thcn^moft bold Equivocators, 
to fay with St* Pe^/and St. jFoi^»^ Gold or Silver have 
1 mm^ Again A thefe Apes of Clrri/2 and S.Franck^ are 
Richard Bi(hop of Armachanm ) MaUtolm Governour 
of Hgurim^i znAJobH Bifliopof Cjm<?r,whofe Wri- 
tings w'oUidliave been more atceptabie, had they not 
only condemned the.Abuie, bat alfo the very allowance 
of this Religious way of Begging it felf.

iicft, Mooopolies, and whatfoevet other Arts of ad* 
vancing the publick Revenue , or in the management 
of Treaties and Leagues. National Gontefts and Wars, 
which admitting of no certain Rule or Method, is 
therefore call 'd Anomalous. Therefore cannot Oeco- 
nomy^ be faid to be either an Art or a Science, but a 
certain Domefiick Difciphne orE)odrine made up of 
Opinion, U(e, Cuflome, Prudence, and Craft, whereto 
all your labouring Handicrafts^ and Mechanick Arts 
relate» fuch as work in Linnen, Wool, Wood^ Iron, 
Brafs, and other Metals: as alfo the more fervile 
Trades of Barbers, Cooks, and Victuallers : together 
with the feveral ways of getting Livelihoods, and in- 
creating private Wealth, whiah neither belong to Rule 
pr Magifhacie, nor conduce at all to the Government 
of the Commroiiwtalth s afmiiig at nothing Divine, 
Ingenious or Hcroick. Of which there are fo many, 
arid thole mean and poor, that they are not to be 
numbred : fome of rhefe that get their Livings by mean 
things,are generally rioted for particular Vices h asiGar- 
c^rs. Mariners, and Vidualleis are commonly faid to. 
be very great Lyars and Tale*bearers, as likewife are 
Barbers and Bakers. So Songfters, Fidlers, and Pipers, ' 
men altogether Mercenary, made ufe of to Sing aod> 
Play at great Feafts and Elntertahunen ts, are gene- 
rally of lewd and vicious Conversations. But the Life 
of a Mariner, as it is the moft unhappy for hardihip, 
fo is it the moft vitious and difhoneft,who always live as^ 
it were in Prifon, feeding j)ard and flovenly, thtif 
Apparel Nafty, unpiovidedx)! all forts of Conyenien- 
ces, jperpetual Exiles and Vagabonds, never at reft,' 
toft with uncertain Waves and rage of Wiiids, ly* 
able to all the hazards of Summer, Cold, Storms, 
* Thunder^ Hunger, Drowth and Difeafes s to chefe wc 
may add che dangers of Kockl, thofe Infects of the 
Seas, and Hurricsines s not omitting Tempefts , ^ban 
. ' * which 
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which there is notMng more dreadful or horribk: 
which makes it fe^m mbie flrange, (ha( as Mariners 
are the moft unhappy of men, and always in moft 
dangers,, io theya^e the moft wicked and defperatc* 
But among the whole Croud of Mechanick Arts, there 
arc none that bear fo great fway as Merchandize, TiI-« 
lage, Wtf (are, Chinirgiery, .and the meaner part x)f 
Law. Of all which we Qi^l difcqurfe in their Or*

M. Antonu the PhiiofQpher having Mar- 
vied Faufiina the Daughter oi Antonius FiiM, yiras fore d 
Co be contented with her, though an Adurtere& , for 
fear of hazarding the lofs both of Dower and Empire 
together. But all the(e Inconveni^euces haroeo, not 
fo much throughthefaultof the Women, as tne neg- 
ligence of the Men. For it feldom happens that the 
VVomen are bad, unlefs the Husbands are worfe* Of 
whom, thus F^rr^ difcourles iriGeHius. Th^ Vices of 
.Women are either. ta be endui'd,or to be t^ken away* 
He that forces a Woman to mend a fault, renders her 
more tolerable to himfelf > but be that endures a 
fauk, makes himfelf the better Man. Of all which 
we have fpoken. more largely in bur Veclamation ufoH 
the Sacramm of Matrtmowf* Again, many time^ the 
Education of Children proves not fo happy as it was 
intended, many gfbwing ftubbbri^' and difobedieht to ^ 
tbeir Parents, others become Contentious, others Mad^ 
others Foolifli, otherisdull and thick Scull'd , others 
given to all Debauchery, fpending all in Luxury, Luft» 
and Gaming^ Others prove Parricides, as AUmton 
and Ort^es^ and the Mahali who kil/d their Mother* 
Therefore Arfapcerxes^ CnxmoFid^Mm^oH^ having begot 
a Hundred and h'fteen Children,, was forc'd to put to 
D.ath the greateft part of 'um, for Plotting to take 
away his Life 9 and for this Caufe, Eunfida modeftly 
fuppofes, what our Bernard pofitircly avers, That it 

is 
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is an unknown good to want Childten. Augk^Us alfo,' 
the moft Foitunate of Exnperours in other things, yet^ 
beholding the behaviout df his Daughter and Neece» 

was wont to cry out in the Words of Homer :

From whence arofe that Proverb, As many Servants y fo 
many Enemies. But We do not fd often find *u^ ^tie-- 
nnes, as maice *uni fo \ while Mafiers carry them- 
ftlvei prpi)idly, covetdufly, cruelly, and co^tumelioufly i 
becoming Lords and Tyrants at home , exercifing a 
fevertty over them, not a^ we ought, but as we pleai^ : 
concerning whom Plautm brinjgs in StrofhUiu thus

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idaflerf their Servanu tffi it^ttrioufly^ 
And as corruptly Servants mw okey^ 
So If bat H jttfl on neither fide it done* 
. T4i#r Bearing Old Men with a than fand Keys j

Which to their Children they mil fiarce unlb^

Many Conunotaweakhs hav^ egregioufly fiiAer'd^v 
reafon of their Servants* As well thofe Hiflorians tcfti-* 
iie who haye written the Rebellions o£ServaQts againft 
their Matters ; Kfore efpeda^lly the City of the Fj/* 
fineufisy a City flouriffiing in Riches, famous for the 
excellency of her Laws and Government, afterwards 
a moft mifcrable fpedacle of the Infolency of her Slaves^ 
tot when the ftrid feverity of the Citizens over their 
Servants decreasM, infomuch that they (bmetimes ad* 
autted them to thdSt Councils.^ afterwards a few ci 
thenrprefuming to take upon them* the Order of Sie« 
nators, they Invaded the Commonwealth it felf *» thef 
commanded Wills to be made at their own pleafures > 
they forbid the Publick Feafts and Aflemblies of the 
Freemen V Married their Mafters Daughkrs. Laftly^ 
they Ordain*d by La w/ that all Adulteries committed 
by them with Widdows , all Fornication^ withlia* 
married Women, (hould be unpuniih'd » and that No 
Virgin (hould be Married to a Free- man, whofe Cha- 
fiityfomeone of them had not EJefird before. Thus 
a moft Opulent City, once the Metropolis of Caria^ 

through 



thfough hei too kind Indulgence ro her S^ivaDtsXunK 
into the Abyts of ^juries and diflioneft SuffetVngs^ 
For faiih Jrifloile in his IPolitick Orations, Omit te- 
verc Difclpline annong Servants, and they ftreigh; pra-, 
^ife Treacheric agiinft their Matters. So did the HutoU 
againfl the Lacedemoniansy and tbofc of FrdneUe againft 
the tbeJfaliaHs.

WE have now a fit opportunity to treat of 
Regal or Court Oeconomy. And to fay Truth, 
the Court is nothing el(e but aColkdge of Gyants, 
that is, of noble and fplendid Knaves, a Theater of 
a Wicked Ltfe-'guaid, a School of mofi corrupt Man- 
ners, where Pride, Arrogancy, Haughtinefs,£xtortion, 
Luft, Luxury, Envy, Gluttony, Violence, Impiety, 
Malice, Treachery, Deceit, Cruelty, and whatfoever 
other corrupt Cuflomes and Vices rule and bear fway » 
where Adul(eries,Rape$, and Fornication are the fports 
erf Princes and great Perfons, where oftentimes the 
Mothers of Kings and Princes are Bawds to theirown 
Sons, where the Storms and Tempcfts of Vice caufe 
an udfpeakable Shipwrackof all Vertue, where every 
Good Man is oppreflc<l,the worQ of Men are advUnc'd » 
where the Downright arc iaugh'd to fcorn, the}uft 
are Perfecuted, the bold and Arrogant are Promoted. 
There only flatterers, Whifperers, Dctradors, Talk* 
bearers. Calumniators, Sycophants, Lyars, Supplanters, 
Inventers of Evil,fowers of Difcord profper, and the 
worft of Crimes are openly Profefled. Their Lives 
and ConverfaiioD^ aie the mofi diflionefi of all Mens» 

and 
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todl whadoe^er Hainous i% to be obfeivtcl in the fingic 
Natures of the wovft of Mpnaers, all feems as it were 
ko be aiha&d together in thefLoMtat^riding a C6urr; 
'Tbeie IS to be (een th^ iiercenels of the LyoB, .0c 
buelty of the T/gre, the rudenefi pf , the Bear, the 
raftnefs of the Bpre, the pride of the Hprfe, the gree* 
dinefs of tde Wolf^ the inraft of the Fox, the uncocK 
fiancy of the Camelion, the vat iouscolours of the Leo- 
jpard^the curriflmers of the Dog, the timoroufnefs of 
the Hare^ the petulancy of the Qoat, the nafiinefsof 
Swine, the defoeratcnefi of the Elephantfth^ revenge

The provoked Pbi^ei 6f a Potent (Courtier^ is lihq 
a iCbmet, the Fore-runner of many Mifchiefs, and a 
tijioft tlontagious Pediknce where k fixes y leaving be- 
hind moft uncurable Efft^ 9^ }^^ Venome, like the 
biting of mad l>ogs« The Court is generally. accooi'» 
patnied with fcarcity, tHe price of things being en* 
hanfed, where iiiea think to. gain by the Confioence 
of People : it is accompanied by. the excef^ of Luxury 
in Dyet, with ne^-fangkd Diflies, «(riving out the 
cnftomary Dyet of the Country* It is attended with 
the height of Pride, which vifheo Meti aqd Wonien 
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fitiTC to imitate) and feek ih change of Fafhicns to 
out-yyc one another ^ they conGiroe and waftc thtit 
Patriftiony in Appatel. Now when a Couirt departs 
out of any City or Town, what a filthy Tail it leaves 
behind ! Here Men find their Wives Adulterated ,

Complaints, and the faee of the whole City is be* 
come as it were the Face and Countenance of a

^tron or a Virgin left \ fo rii^t it was counted a great

With mbii 'depraved Fa(hipi)s. Thefe are they who 
In Guilds and Companies, contrary to Right and Law, 
fet up Monopolies, trying, endeavouring, fearching 
out all Wayes aild devices to rake to theihfelv^s the 
WeaWh of the People •» by vertue of their large Stocky 
Dut-buying others, preventing others,deteriing others i 
by holding up, or enhauncing Prizes, they themfelves 
tngroffingall, which they retail again at their own 
Rates and Pleafures : many times having borrow^ 
gteat Sums of Money, they bi^ak Faith aind Promi- 
(es, flye theirCountry, and feldome or never returning, 
undo their Creditors \ who oft^imes thereupon def' 
pair and Hang themfelves. Thefe are' they who p^- 
ipg into the Secrets of Frinces, the Councels of City« 
Senates , and laden 'with the news of their own 
Country, Ireveal all to the Enemy many times foi 
conlideiable Rewards, lye in wait for the Princes Life > 
there being nothing which for love of Money they

Eye. The Gndani did not receive 'urn within their 
Cities h but that their Inhabitants might be free from 
the fufpicion of danger, they always kept their Mar- 
kets for Mcrchandile in the Suburbs* Moft other 
Nations foibid the Accefs of Merchants, as being the 
great depravers of all Good Manners. The ifidawh 
ansj as Plutarch WitneiTes, when they law their Citi- 
zens corrupted by Commercing with the iVyrsM/, fear* 
iog the Contagion growing from firangers, and a 
change of Government with the change of Manners, 
Eleded every Year one grave and circumfped Peifon 
out of their whole City^whom they fent to Buy for the 
reft of the Citizens whatever Commodities of the 
Ifyrians they flood in need of. tlatfi very much blames 
Merchandizing, as the chiefeft corruption of Good 
Culioms, and therefore would have it OrdlainM in a 
well-conflituted Commonwealth, that the wanton 
Exuberancies of lorraign Countries ihould not be imr> 
ported into fuch a one, and that no Citizen (hould be 
permitted to Travel under the Age of Forty Years » 
and jtbat all Forreigners (hould be fent home, knowing 
that there was nothing which fooner causM the Peo* 
pie to forget and hate the frugality of their Ancefiors» 
and their old Country-Cuftomcs, then the Contagldo 
of Novelty brought m by Strangers, which generally , 
makes Cities moft wicked, filling 'um full of all forts 
of FornicatioioiS, Adulteries^ Luxury and Luft. Such 

tie ' 
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iit Lnden and Anttperp^zt this time Cities ofilthe jgreai^ 
eft Trade of any in thefe Paits; And Ariftotli ekhoti^ 
Magiftrate^ to take aH diligent care of keeping theiir 
Cities frditi being cottuptcd by the rfiixture of For- 
tainers. For though Merchatics may be nece(&ry,they 
ought not to be received iiitothe hnmber of Ciciieiis^ 
and therefore to be detiefted, bedufe they live altoge- 
ther by Lying) and beGdes that, diflfurb the Markets, 
caufe Tumulc$.and private Difcord. therefore att)6og 
tnany ComtiQon- wealths there was an ancient Law, 
That no Merchant fhouid be ^ Mag'ifirate,' or be ad- 
mitted into the Senate or Council. Beyond ar1l this^ 
Merchandizing is palpably coiVdennned by the Opinions 
of nnoft Divines, and by the ^Canonical Decrees, ( as 
St. Gregory^ Chryfofiome^ A0u^.Capod(fru^y and Leok 
tcftifie) and by all true Chi iftiansntterly forbid. For 
zs Su Ofryfcftonk (kxth^ A Merclrani tamotpleafi God% 
Andibercfore^fAih he ^ let noCbrifiianbe a Merchant i 
dr if be tvill be fo, ht him be tbromt dut of the Cbkreb*

Bt the fame Reafon> (Iroiti the feed^ing of Caittre 
came the Families of the tubulciy Statllih T^^»^ 
fi.Tomfom, Vituli, Vititlk, P(freii,eata\AmiH,^ridCa' 
fP€f Vk^lefian was raii«M from a Shepherd to be an 
Empttourt Sfathmy that Terror to the Ra/iitf^Fow* 
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cr, was a Sl^ephtrd. Park and AneUfes the Father of 
Mnean were Shepheids^: ib was the fair Enr^mi^ii 9' 
fo much beloved of the Mson \ together with tolyfhe- 
mm and the Hundied-eyed Arg9S^ Ambng the Gods, 
Apollo him(elf fed the lAt^ds of Admm King of 
■thejfaly. And hktisHry^ inventor of the Oaten-Pipe, 
was the Prince of Shepherds h a$ alfo his Son Papb'^ 
9tU. Fa4 was the God of the Shepherds 1 and fro" 
ibeus was both a i^epherd and a God : and that vfc 
may not forget fome of the Hthenf P^txiavcbs, }udges 
and lyings» the greateft men among them, and mod 
beloy'd of God, wfere Shepherds. So was Abil the 
]u(i, Abrabam the Father of many Nations , Jacob 
Father of the chofcn People ) alfo Mofes their Law-

«fiiii Printts ha ve derivM their Sur-name^, as the Li- 
ciMthMnrendiSerii^Oratah which made Cicerj to call 
LMhUjPbilipj and HorunpHs FiQimongers, from th^ 
great delight they took inFifliponds. Weread,th^:

Hjoting was the hrft Original of Tyranny, which ctfn* 
not find a fitter Author, than fucha bne,'as by cdn« 
Yinually {porting hini(elf in Blood and Murther, has 
karn'd to defpifc God and Nature. The Perfiau Kings 
however eileem'd it, as an imitation of Warlike Ex-^ 
ercifes: For Hunting hath in it felf fometbing fierce 
and cruel, while the Poor Beafl bvercome at length 
by the Dogs, becomes a Spe^icle of Delightii^ having 
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Its BIdbdjfhed and Bowels torn otit^ dt which the Bar* 
barous Hunter laughs , While the Fc^e-Beaft voWttd 
with an Army of Dogs, olr entangltd ip a Tdyl, is car- 
f led Hoihe by the Tiiumphiht Huhtffnati, with a great 
Troop 4t his Keels s Where the fital Pre:y is cut up in 
fajbbdy tericns qf Art , and proper Words of Butchery, 
other than which it is not lawful to y&. A Arange 
itaadnefsof fughkindof Men, a ihofl; renowned War* 
ifare, where they themCelves cafting off their Huinahi* 
ty becothe Beafts, and by a ftiahge pekverting of their 
Manners, like ASeoHy aire changed into Irrational Crea^ 
tures* Some of tbefe Hunters grow to fifch ^ height 
of Madnefs, that they become* Enemies to Nature, as 
the Fables relate of Vardames* Now the Inventors of 
this Fatal Exeircife ire taid to'l^e the thehafU^ a Nation 
infamous for Fraud, Theft, and f^erjiity, and no le(s to 
be detefied for Perjury afadlnceft 9 from whenc^ the^ 
Ip^dAce thereof was tranfmitted to the Pi&rygjjifjya 
Nattoii equally Abomin2ib1e,Fooli(h, and Vain, which 
therefore the Ath'emins and tdced^ntonUns had in great 
contempt. Afterwards when the Athenians had re* 
pealed their Law againfl Hunting, and that the Exer- 
cifewa^ admitted publickly amotig'um/then was the 
City of ^^i&f if/ firft Taken 9 Which makes me wonder 
to find Hunting commended by Fiato Prince of the 
Academkk!* Unlefs the Event, honefly of the Inven- 
tion, or Neccflity. fliould beoccafionsof Jts Commen- 
dations. Thus Meleager flew the Cakdonian Boar,' 
not for his ownpleafurc, but to free his Country from 
a common Mifchief. So Komulus hunted Deer not iot 
pleafures-fake, biit to get Food. 
There is another fort of Hunting, which is call'd 
, Fowling J nbtfp Cruel, but not lefs Vain. Vlyffes is 
reported to Be the firft Inventor thereof, who after the 
taking of iroy wa* the firft that brought into Greece 
Birds of Prey manured (or O^me » %p comfort with 
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new Recreations thofe that had loft their Parentsand 
Acquaintange in the TCrojanWar. And yet he com?- 
tnandod his Son not to make any u(e thereof. , True 
it is, that thefe £^c(cires,r6 mean and Servile in thieni^ 
felyes, are con^e to ^ (b f^r efteemM, that now the 
chief Nobility and Gentry^ foirfaking all other Li^* 
jral and Noble Studies, they are become their cHRf 
]Lear4iing, and fio meanhdps to Preferment. Now 
^days the whole Life of Kings and Princes , nay, which 
is a greater Grief, the very Religion of BiOiops, Ab- 
>< boi$,and Cthief Dodots and Overfeers of the Church, 
\^ all ^onfum'd in Hunting » wherein they chiefly

. a Prey to the Hunter Let usfearchthe Scripture! 
^crtainly, neither in the Sacred Scripture^ nor in any 
<)ther Moral Hjflory , (hall we read of any Holy, any 
Wi(e man, or Philofupher» ^hat was ad$lided to Hunt- 
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iDg I but many Shepherds, and fome nfliers» Sf. Ah^ 
f^H afBims it to be an Exercife of all . moft Wicked i 
aAd the Sacred Elibi$au and Aarelian Couocels utter* 
iy condemn d it ^ and in the Sacf ed Canons Hunters are 
not only forbid Promotion to Holy Orders, but the 
Degree of Chief Priejl is thereby taken from him that 
has attaind it* , And therefore no man can deny Hun* 
tine -to be an ungodly £3cerci(e, which is Co Exploded 
and Condemned in the Opinion of all Wife and Ho*- 
ly Men. Anciently alfo, when men did live iti Inno* ^ 
cency, there was no Creature that fled from *um, there 
were none on the other fide that Offended them, or 
were hurtfiil to 'urn, but they had an abfolute Obedi* ^ 

ence over all. Examples whereof are in latter Times 
apparent among thofe that led Holy and Religious 
Lives.

But with Sin, entred al(b the mifchief, dread, and fear 
of the CreatureSi and upon that occafion was the ex* 
ercife of Hunting found out. For as St. Auflin obferves 
upon the ^d. of Genefis , No Animals were in their 
fnjk Produdion Venomous, Terrible , or' Mifchievous 
to Mankind i but after Sin they became fo, for the Pu* 

* ni(hmeritofMansTran(greffion. Therefore (aith God 
to the Serpent, J tviB fut Enmisy betppeen ibee and tbe 
^omait-i ami hetimen her feed and'tby, feed : Out of 
whicB Sentence arofe the Warfare of Hunting, and 
tjie Antipathy of Men with Beafls.

Daujghter, he got the ill will of ificEgyfUanLoidsi 
an4 being banifh'd out of £g)fti fl^d rn*o Midianj. 
whereat a certain Well taking ]f:^rt with certain Dam* 
fcl$ againft the Shepherds of . that Country, for that 
kmdnefs he had !>cftow'd on htm for a Wife one of

At length increaBng in Ag^and Wifddme, and retnctn- 
'brin^ nimreK to be an lieBntPi he returnd into E' 
gy^t^ and renputacinjg his t.^yftiAn Honours, encoura- 
ged by God, he undertook to be Captain of the Chil- 
dren of Ifrady and by the alfiftanceof many Miracles 
carded them out of ^gyfi : and When the people had 
finned againft God in making a golden Calf, Mof^s be- 
ing angry, calling to his aid the ftrong men of the Sons 
ot Ltviy commanded ^um, iaying, tut every man his 
fvpofdto bkfide^ go to and fro from gate to gate thrrngb 
the hofi^ and flay every man bis brother y and every man 
his domfanion^ and every man bis Neighboun Now af- 
rer he had made this memorable Slaughter of about 
three, feme (ay three and twenty thoufand perfons, he 
blefsM 'um, (aying, Conjecrate yonr hands ^ or ye have 
eonfeerated your hands this ^ay unto the Lordf every man 
upon bis fony and tspon bis brother ^ that there may be 
ffven you a ble0ng this days fulhlling what was faid

of hundreds. Captains of tifcies and tens v famous 
Warriors & ftout Fighters through their Tribes and Fa- 
milies: Among whom if there were any that excellM in 
valoui^and ftrength, him they made their Chief, giving 
him th< power of Judgment and Command. For

moDg whom Jofhus a Nobleman, {irong,wafIikc, 4 
^anquiflierof Kings, not fearing any man, after Mojpi 
was dead, held the' moft Supream (Ion^maQd'9 af« 
ttf whofe death thty liy*d updei 1 PeiHflin-^irff , with- 
out any Pcince of Leader. But growing feditious, fell 
out one among apQthcr, and bad almott totally extir- 
pated (he Tribe of Benjamin , infompch that thf re 
were not> above (ix hundred men remaining. And 
when they had forfworn to give *um theii own Daugh- 
ters, chey contrived a way to let 'um have four hundred 
of the Virgins of J ab^Jh-GUead^ and for the other two 
hundred thty were permitted to take -um by force from 
the men of S^o. And thus was fulhtrd the Ble(fing

^nd their Daughters, and would make Carters and in- 
ferioMr Servants of 'uip > that they wpulf} at their 
pwn pleafure take their Lands, their Farqns, their Men- 
ferv^ntSt and their Maid-leryants, and employ 'um in 
his own feivfce» aqd that as often as the King was 
wicked and did evil, the people would fulfer tor his 
fake. Th^ jiitft King he gave them, was a young man 
of the Tribe of Benjan^ny nained J^auly a m^o of 
great (trength, tall ot^ St|ture, infomuch' that he was 
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highei than any of the reft of the people from the 
/boulders upwards ; and God firuck fuch an awe upon 
the peoples Spirits, that theyeftcem*d and reverencd

he began toraign, was as innocent as a Childe of one 
year oid^ but having obtainM the Kingdom, he be*

of Saul raigning beyond Jordan h after which he

, raign in peace neither v' (or while he was yef /alive, his 
Son i^/j/tfn invaded the Kingdom in Htbron » who be- 
ing flain, Siba the Son of Bochra rebellM again : Af« 
rer that Adoniaff hi^ other Son attempted to gain the 
Crown, at what time David on his death-bed appoin- 
ted Sfilemon his younger Son, born of Bathjheba the A- 
dulterefi, to inherit his Throne» He being thefirltab* 
(blute Monarch of the Hebrews , confirmed himfelf 
therein by the Murther of his Brother Adomsh \ but 
being once eftabliih'd, heforfook the ways of God,and 
fell to Fornication and Idolatry* His bad Son Kibo^ 
boam fucceeded him, a great finner againft God \ there- 
fore the fole Monarchy of the people was taken from 
him, ten'of the Tribes revolting from his Government, 
chuiiog to themfelves Jeroboam for their King, a moft 
wicked man of the Tribe of Van , who poyfon'd all 
Ifraeli feduciog the ten Tribes to Idolatry, fetting up 
Golden Calves in Samaria^ that the BUffing thight be

Y^t 
wsisjudab one of* tneworft of Jacob]sSons\ and one 
that lay with His Mother-in-Law. His Sons alfb were 
moR. lewd and evil ) wherefore the bleffitlg of Power 
and Nobility was granted to him in the enjoyment of 
the Scepter, and his bleffiog to be as fttong 'as ^Li- 
on* After that the people of Edom and' Jobne reyol* 
ted from the King of IJraely chufing Rulers^ of theii 
own at their own will and pleafure, and God piromis'd 
CO Efan that he (hould (hake off the Yoak< Among 
all the flings of Juda and Ifiael^ fcarce four were 
known to be good* At laft their Kings and al] theii 
Nobility being ruined and overcome, the Jemx were 
<;pirried Captive to Babylon. In procefs of time, Gbd 
taking CQncipafliQP gf their Calamities , wh^re thpy 
erected a kind of Popular Government, living happi- 
ly under the comniand of their Prieft , ^nd the chief 
Heads of their Tribes y untU Arifiobuly^ the Son of 
JfUrcanm took the Regal Diadem, and renewed the 
jSLingdomof the Jeti^tj with the murther of his. Mo* 
cb^r and BlQthers : To him many Kings fucceeded^titl 
at length, under Arcb^lam an infblent and obfcene Ty* 
rant, the Kingdom was by the Komans reduced into a 
Frovifice, and laft of all wholly ruin'd and laid wafte 
byy^JpafisH and TiVitf» the whole Nation being feat- 
ter*d over the whole wofld from that time to this day 
in a con.tinuM (ervitude. All this I thought conve- 
nient to repeat out of the Sacred Scripture, to the end 
I might make it apparent that at the beginning of the 
world there'was no Nobility whofe .Original was not 
evil even among the people of God, and that Nobility 
is nothiiig elfe but the reward of publick Iniquity \ 
fLui by how much the life, of a nt^an is moft polluted.

let him be a ihercenary Souldieir, and let himfelf out 
to cdn^mit Kfutther : Thi§ is the trub Noble vertuej 
Whereby he thatihevts himfelf the btaveft and ftoutctt L 
Thief, (hall dcfcrire the greateft Hoiibar and Dignity; 
tie that is a Fool or a Coward, let him buy Nobilit^ 
ivith money \ f6r Nobility is^ often exposM at the 
Market : Or if he cannot do that, let him flatter Great 
tnen and Princes, Pimp for Noblediens Wives, profti^ 
tute his own Wife and Daughter to the Kings plea* 
fare, marry the Kings Caft-Miftriffes^ or eipoiife hii 
natural Daughters i and this is the higheft Degree dt^ 
Kobility, for then lie becomes Embodied to the Root. 
Thefe are the High-v^ays, the(e ire the Stef^s and Lad^ 
ders by which meti moft coMpendioufly climb up to the 
top of Honour.

muft magnifie & extol this Nobility,that had filbh nefa» 
Yious beginnin^.t>thetfs dedu<^ing their Pede^re^ from 
1/Vhofts and Concubines^ coter their (hatne wffh feime 
Fible, as we read iii the Story of Melitfind. There are' 
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others ibit have had ptbev nioa! wicked, Origt|i2Us 
from Incefl^pfcs,Foini€afioas,and AduUeiies. Thus 
BaUtptn was made Eail of Flaqders by Charles the 
Baid,who had raviih'd his Daugbcer* For che (ame tea- 
foD wei c tbofe Marquefles of PkdmHtf\ viz. Mamfir- 
rate^SalnceSj Sena^ and others, advancM by 0$bo, the 
Emp^rpur. For Kings apd Eniperours are wont,wheii 
they cannot for (hame punifli an Ipjory». to honour tbe 
kSton with fome Title of Dignity* Moreover ^ there 
are four principal Gifts in Noblemen, wherein con&fls 
thcit chief Vertue atid Knowledge, iif. not tiieir oiiely 
Happinefs : Their hrft is Rapacioufnefs, whereby they 
are taught and iiiftm(%dlto De^e, Gain, and PoiTelsi 
contrary to all Law and Equity. The (econd is Plea* 
(ure, which carries 'urn headlong to all VQluptuouP* 
nets and Luxury. The third is Liberty, whereby i 
guarded with this powers of Violence, they prefume 
in contempt of the Law, to aift a<;cording to their 
pleafures. The fourth is Ambition, wtbcb fwells *ua 
tdfeek advance n^ent beyond their Merit, and to (Sop 
at no wickfdnefs or villany while they are in the purr 
fute of vain Honour. Lafily, tl% coinpleatnefi of 
Nobility isdifcernM in thefe things s if he be a good

Theft are the fignal Vertues of Nobtemeii. tM there 
is another fdrt of loduftry among the*Nobilityv where* 
in they are tnoO excellent above others, to make theni* 
fetves to be accompted all this Vlrhile hoiieft and good,' 
famous for Prudence, Liberahty, Piety^ and Jufticei 
ro «tvhich end they faign themfelves courteous, fair* 
Ipoken, affaUe, making a confpiciious (bew of all 
Vertu6 : They ftccp their Speeches in Oyl : they ban- 
quet fplendidly from houfe to houfe, talk freely c^ 
State^aSirs, obferve the opinions of other men, fioni 
Whence they gather what is good, jsind afcribe to them* 
felves the fame of other Qiens wifclom and prudence : 
By their covetoufeei^ they get an opinion of Libera* 
lity, while ivhat they take froifi one, they give to ano^ 
theri bountiful Thieves \ and w^at the Ancients write 
concerning SyUa^ by the injuries which they do to 
ibme,they enrich otliers, being themfelves in the midft 
of all f heir Rapiati^^ The opinion of Juftice and Pie- 
ty they procure, by undertaking thedilferences among 
|Hx>r people i and maintain theif caufts againfi the 
rich fctft V but they no longer give aflliftance to. the af- 
{tided, but while they can empty the Cotfets of thi 
wealthy. For their intention is not to do good to the 
Poor, but to injure the Rich ) whith they can more 
ea%do,^ than do good : And under this pretence of 
}uftice. and Piety, ibmetifiies they arrogaf c to thcm- 
(elveithe^reateft Licenfe in the world, oft purpofe to 
nfe violence to Cities and jgreat perfons, glorying jtf 
their fins like the afncient Giants, and like evil Spirits! 
fetking all occafions of «ifchief, aiid then thinking 
that they do itioft g0od,#hen ^hey do no hat^ ) fo ber 
having themfeIVes,to be atcrrour to all, to bcbclov'dl 
faf hone I combining virith the wicked and flagitious, 
eppreffing^and ruining all porfons that put, their confix 
4e«e in *um. Of «fhom Ar^efbanii thus writes, 
fcf ingi That it is not convenient for a Qty to brce* 
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and noufifb Lions within it « but if they be of a 
temper, then we oug(it to be obedient to 'una; The 
Sffiitzerjj focmeily opprefTed by the tyranny of theic 
Noblemen, flew them all, and extirpated their Race ] 
by that memorable flaughter of theji Nobles, obtain- j 
ing a lafting name with the recovery of their libei ty^ 
wherein they haye happily flourifh'd for above fput 
hundred yea^s, the hatred of that fort of Nobility yel 
^remaining among 'urn* 
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of Heraldry. 



Nobility was the Foundation of that noble Art of 
Heraldry, ;ind Philofophy 1m been very much 
employd in defigning and orderii% the Arms of No- 
blemen, for whom it is unlawful to beii in thcit 
Coats an Ox, a Olf, a ^heep, a Lamb, a Capon, a 
Hen, or any of thofe'Cr^atures which are neceflary for 
the uCe of Mankind ^ but they muft all carry^ for the 
Enfignes of their Nqbility, the rcfemblances of cruel 
Monfters,and Birds of Prey. Thus the Komans cbo(e to 
carry an £agle,the nooft rapacious of all Birds: the Phry* 
gians a Boar^a mofi pernicious Animal ; the ibradansy 
Mars : the Cotbty a Bear : and the Vandals invading 
Sfain^ carried a Cat, a creature rooft greedy^ and trea^ 
cherous withal : the ancient Ff 4/iii(f) a Lion : the 54»« 
oKSx the fame. Afterwards the JigafAi remaining ill 
GaUia^ chofe the Owl: the Saxons a Horfe, a moft 
warlike creature. The Cymbrians had foi their £9^ 
figne a Bull, the Emblem of ftrengthand^ood fsxs 
tune. Antiochjuf had ior tiis Inoprefc an Eagle holding 
a Dragon in her pounces, tompey b^tc in his Shield a 
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tAhxi\Anilay a cirowned BaOlisk, The Konians;w\iQ£c 
Capitol was pre&rv*d ff om xht Gauls by tht Geefe 
^that were fed therein, yet could not be perfwatded tb' 
carry a iGooft for theu Shield. . There are'that admit 
Cocks and Goars into their Shields, becaufe tho(c crea* 
cures are known to be proud and lultful. For the 
fame reafon Peacocks are receiy*d , becaute of their 
pride i and the Lapwing or Heath-hen, -for that (he 
(eeins to carry thb Emblem of Ma jetty, wearing the 
reiemblance of a Crown on h^'thtad: Nor is fhe re- 
fiisnlt becaufc Ihe makes her Nedft in Excrements, for 
we know that Ve^atian imposed a tribute upon Pi&i 
acknowledging^jfib^^ tbeJmeU ofGainipat aljfaysfi^u ^ 
There be m^ny of fmaller Animals alfo that claim a 
prerogative in the Shields of great men^^prpvided they 
be the Documentors of mifchief : Such are* Coneys, 
Moles, Frogs, Locufis, Mice, Sa^pents,Salp^ges,<Sco^ 
lopenders 9 througpi the multitude of which fort of A^ ' 
nimals, z'i Tliny teflifies, people have been forc*d to 
forfake their Habitations, and Cities iiaye been for** 
(aken : For the fame reafon, foitae have not bieen a* 
(bamM to bear Lice, Fleas, gtid Flies 1 and fome there 
are that count it a great honodr to be marked with 
filains and Botches, while there are thofe that hold 
them (or the beft Gentlemen that have been tnoft pep- 
per'd with the French Pox. Some there are that bear 
for their Arms Swords, Daggers, Faulcheons, Tower?, 
Battlements, Engines of War, Fire- wprks, and what- ^ 
foever other Inftruments of Murther and Mifi:hief* 
The Scythiattf carry Thunder for their Atms, the Per- 
fians a Bow-and Arrows, the Coralli Wheels. This ^*

THe whole Operative art of Healing is built upon 
no other Foundation than fallacious Experiments, 
and the flender Credulity of thedifeafed, doing more 
harm than good^ there being generally more\danget 
m the Pbylkian and Phy&k,, than in thedlfeafe ; 
which the chief Dodiors of this Art jngenuoufly con* 

fefs , that is to fay, Hipfocratei htmfelf , who does not

Hence if is thai generally med 
feek for help from Death -% he bciog the heA Pbjrficiair e* 
fteemed, whoni the Apothecary^ that fliarts»witb bkir^ 
reconuneiidS) or -derives tb^peribii.f whofe fervancsr 

• are at the Phyficians devotion , who I&e Pandar^ for 
reward commend him* with praifes to the lick« He is 
aifo accounted a moft exceHent Phyfician , whoni a 
Velvet Qmc ,^ or two pr thre%got>d Rings upon bisiuv^ 
gers Q\dM make to be admir'd 9 or eife Iss faeing a For-^ 
raigner, or a gteat Traveller «» or elle tnibeing of fucb 
or ?uch a Religion. Of no lefi efficacie to give iim 
eredit, fame and authority , is a folidponiidence, and 
a conftant i>ragging of his Receipts : adde to tfaefe a 
fpirit oi Concradi(3ion , many Greek and Latine (en« 
tenceS) and the names of Authors , whidi make him 
feem learned* Thus arm'd with a Leaden Gravity ^biit 
a Military confidence ) he undertakes the Trade of a 
Phylician : and firfi^ he vi&s the iick, looks upon hit 
Urine, feds his Pulfe , conlGklers his Tongue 9 feels bis

He alfo claims a greatauthority over the At 
pothecary , many tiaies ordering him to make his Me^ 
dicines before him $ pretending himtelf to beat the 
choice of the beft ingredients , whea for the mofi {)art 
he knows not good frombad , nay hardly k^ows thq 
things them(elves when he fees them. But if the Pa* 
tie^t be rich, and a great perfon befides , then for his 
greater fame and profit he prolongs the diflempeir as 
much as oiay be, although perhaps he might have cur^ 
it with onefingia Medicine' : fometimes exafperating 
the difeafe^ he briii^ the Patient to deaths door before 
, be will cure it , that he may be (aid to have delivered 
the Patient from a moft dangerous fit of ficknels. If 
hemettwith a Patient whofe difienaper is dangerous, 
and that Ii^ fiodes.thecffe<% of the Cure to bedoubt« 
fal, then he ufes the(e Stratagem$ : feverely hopre* 
fcribes Rules of Diet \ he coaunaods unufual things, 
prohibits (lungs common ; he extols with great aigu» 
ments what he offers huhfelf § wiutt others bring he ut- 
terly condemns • on the one fide thieatning ruine^ on 
the other hand pirpmifii^ life. If he doubt ot thcevent, 
he peifwa4eS( the Patient to call a Council of Dodors»

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defitjes ttk amfiant, to proceed libore wa^rify in tlieCurcJ 
for fear left any ^one codling alone, (liQuld perform ar 
Cure, and take frdm him the glory 6f clie bufinefs. If 
«ny thing fall out anni(s with the Patient , or that he 
has kiirdhim byhismbft (i3nal want o4F skill \ theti 
he excufes himfctf, by pretending fome fudden icfi\3^ji. 
of Biheum, or fome other chance, neither to be.helped 
nor avoided $ or el(e heaccufes the Patienc/or not ob-' 
(ervinjg his difedions , or el(e blaming thofe that «ten- 
ded for want of care \ or elfe he blames his aflbciktes i 
or elie throws all the blame upon the Apothecary : 
thereby endeavouring t6 prove (hat no diieafed perfim 
ever died but through his own fault, nor that cvjcr any 
was curM but by the helpaAd aift oi the Phyfitiatf. But 
that Pbyficians arcKnaves for the rnoft part, we (haU 
prove by Witneiles. For their own Reconciler, Veut 
Apfonmfj Writes, That the Art of Pbyfick is a(^rib'd to 
Mjr/,whichis themoft odious of all thePIanets,asbetng 
the author of Ingratitude, Quat reHing , and all wtc- 
kednefs* Therefore are Pbyfidans the caufe of m^ny 
mifchiefs, both by reafon of the influence of Mars fnd 
Scoff io y as aUb becau(e they had their original from i 
lowe and barren beginning » growing proud and 
haughty, as they glow rich^ This, perhaps he learnt 
from the example of JEfct$ldpius^ whom Antiquity fo* 
l^les to have been the Inventor of Phyfick , the fon of 
Jufiter^ and fenr to the Earth through the way of tlie 
§un. Ctlfui confefles him to be a man , but received 
into the number of the Gods. Others aflert that fafc wa$ 
the Inceftuoui oiF-fpring of Cgronidkyi handfomHaildtt 
with whom the Priefis of Apoto lay in the Tem|>le, 
who therejfore gave out that he was the ion of the 
God. But all agree ift this, that this God Wa$ fo wk* 
ked, that jF(^ was forcM to curb tfnd^haftife him With 
his Thunder. Concerning vfhich^LaSaitiw^ thus i^mt^ 
to Qmfiantme the EtDpei'our : Mfitddfiui the fon of. A^ 
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f offa, « vM(mf ftrfin^ iphat athtr thing did be do mriby 
tiivim honoms , faving that be cttr'd ISffolpus ? Hk 
death vms more remarkable , in that he merited to be 
fknd^mtb tbwider. To fay the truth , Phyficians «e 
the moft wicked, quarrelfome, envious, lying perfons 
in the wofld s for (a they quarrel one among another, 
that there is not a Phyiician to be found, who (hall ap^ 
prove one Remedy pidcrib'd by another, without ex- 
ception, addition, or alteration : whence it is become a 
Proverb, the emu and discord of tbypeians. For what 
one approves, the other laughs at* There is nothing 
certain among theiti , but all their promifes are meer 
tf]fles5and airy lyes. Hence the common people,whea 
they would Set out a noted Iyer, they cry, Ttbou ly^ft H^ 
a FbjfidaH. For it is their chief fiudy, to follow their 
own new inventions, and negleft the wholefome pre* 
cepts of Antiquity : and tho(e few things which they 
do know, they conceal , as if it did not conitli with 
the Authority of their Art to divulge their knowledge! 
and out of envie to others, deprive out lives of the Re* 
inedies which othet mens Labours have found ouf4 
They are riioreotrer fuperftitious, arrogant, unconfci- 
onable, proud, covetous 9 having this Sentence always 
in their mouthes : Ifl^ik there k faiH, tahg. And if the 
pain ceafe in one part, they take care that it increa(e ia 
another,forfear the Cure (hould be too (bon perfeded. 
As we read of tetet Afforiim , who profelfing Phyiick 
IxkBdioAa ^ was fo covetous and arrogant, that being 
ietit for one time to a Patient out of town, he would 
not attend tinder lefi than fifty Crowns a day \ and 
Ixiing (ent for by HoHotrms the F^pe, he covenanted fbc 
Foar hundred Qrowns a day. Befides, we finde if rer 
lated by flndamt^ that JEfeulafius the parent of Phy\ 
fick was ftruck by Jnfiter with Thunder for his Cove^ 
toufnef^, for that be had pradifed Phyikk with Extor* 
tion, and to the hurt of the Commonwealth» But if 
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a fick man happeiito^ecover out of tbdKbaids , thfcrt 
\% fuch an Applauft, that the tongue c£ man cao icarce 
foffice toexprcfs the wonder of the xniiacle , as if L^- 
s^tffif/ had been rais'd out of the grave \ dauning the 
life of the Parient to be their gift) and that they have 
brought him back : afcribing to ttiemfelTes what fac^- 
longs to God , and believe that no reward can fii£Eicc to 
recompence their defert* Some ofum are {o fwellM 
up with pride, that they fuffcr ^hemfelves to be vroc«- 
(hipt as Gods^ and be called ^<ms and Jt^ber/ » fuch 
as MemcTAUs the PhyGcian of Syrscmfij who is fiud to 
have written in the£e words to AgtffUans King of Spar^ 
ta •* jHpiur t/knecratei , to Agefilsnii greeting* But 
^^f^/iifii lauging at his folly, thus aAfwetM him : A^ 
grftlaus to Menecrates^ health» But if any one uulfdttu- 
nately happen to die in their bands , then they blame 
weaknels of Nature , the ftrength and fiiry of bis dif- 
^fe, the unrulinefe of the Patient ; that they areFhy* 
ficians, not Gods : that they can cure thofe that are 
to be^ci\rM : that k is not their bufinefs to raiCe the 
dead : that they have nothing to ferve the dH^tcd 
with, in difchavge of their dutyi but their £xpetience ; 
and with fuch vanities as thefe they duiintain their 
pride» Others that die they a^cdife of intemperance : 
and when they have kilPd a man, yet they demand Qr 
tisfa(%lon for their Bills, from thofe, that might have 
been alive without um h depriving tb«ir Patirots both 
ci money and life at once h and y^ei prelertdilg a f^ 
Con&tence to chemfelves, knowing their faults (ais Sth 
crates (tys) tohecoveiued in tbeeaitbi asalfoforthat 
there is no returning from hejl or the grave , to accuft 
them of their unskijfiilnefs, exaction, and hotnicideSi 
There are fome nafty (linking Phyficians bedaubM with 
c?A Urine and Ordure , more fordid than Midvirtve% 
ufiog themfcJves to behold obscene and beafily %ht% 
\wtcli their fiofes and ears to hear and finellthc Belches, 
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Farts » Stinking breaths ^ Steams and Siiencbes of the 
fick, with their lips and tongues to tafte the black and 
loath&me ,>Potions , with their fingers to 6arch the 
Dung and Excrenqents. Laftly»^ all their ftudies and dt(^ 
oourfe is onely about the aioit lad, horrid^ and ghaftly ' 
fpe&ades of Death and Difirafes^ JEocquifite Judges of 
the Ordurtpf men ^ wiuch Biffmdies is repotted n^ 
fually to have tafted » that he might thereby the bctret 
ludge of tbel>tieafe i widA ^fiuL^im alTo is £iid to 
have done, who is therefore by Mftofbanit ^cillM "Sca^ 
ttffbagm^ or Excreoiem-eajEer) a frbooe geiieraUy'>givea 

to Phyiiciahs. . VkxKt ScaMMHcy^ Onromaluy^SitidWlfy 
fnioman^ , are Giid to be the Divinations or Pr^ognoiti^ 
cations of Phyficians taken from Otdure and Urine. 
Wherefore, among many Nations ^ thpfe Mecbanick 
Oo&orsweie formerly badin cOQtempt,fo itbat^sisifetfe^ 
ea witneflcs^it was accounted a great piece of Iitfamy to 
exercife the QaUing of a Phyfician : and at this day^ 
there are (everal people that JToabxd Phyficians,Mid wives 
and Execunoneis froin comiog to their Tables «, or elCe 
icauie urn to eat atid drink in Diibesand Cups byitheim 
ifelves : much more abhoirring that deteftable.icuftom of 
many Princes, who admit thofe Peftikntial pa(bns to 
theii Chambers in a mprniiig, ^nd admit thetn ink^cd 
with the Vifits and Vapouts of Feftilential people to 
their Meals, and at meat fuffer their impertip6Eit^alJ& 
pf Ordure, Urine , Sweat, Vomits , and Me^ftruouai 
pourfes, Leproiies, Ulcers^ Scabs, and Plagues;, and to 
be(pew a noble Feaft, furhifhed with choice didies, with 
their impure and obftene difcour^»^ Than to admit ^ 
J^hyfician to. civil Confultations, there is jpothinj^ mosi^ 
idle, or fuller of foUy , feetiu| that the Art of i^byfici^ 
neithertreatsof Vertue 01 ubod-m^nners » ipand for 
that a Phyfician naturally a good mail, ou^ht to/be a^ 
^fon of iUCoftqm;* Aqld we know thac in^aoj^ 
uti<$ by ^lik^ Dflicarecs Poyficwis arc rieitber adcbiit^ 
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ced to their Coun(ds, not fuffered to bear any Office of 
Magiftracie : perhaps not fo much chat they are fooIiOi» 
vain, or ill tutoi'd, zs for their Sordidnefs , and theic 
fpreading Contagion , with the continual Vifits of all 
'forts of Difcafes 9 not onely infe^ing Men , but the 
very Seats and Stones « ^AlAtaSmhk^ very well (aid of 
a certain Phyfician, in a Greek Epigraaa« 

Alcon but toHtbt Joves StzUxCyflrMgbt the ftaiUy 
Ibough MarbUy feels tbe hot Contagion : 
fFbence from hk ancient lemple tbey remove 
'the Marble- godyfo mueb ibeir healths they love* 

Now when they meet together in ConfuUation ,. then 
there is a Ht\A examination what the Patient cackM 
mnd pifs'd that night > and g;oing about like the tfbori 
of the LacedemomaHs , to pronounce (entence of Life 
and Death , 'tiff a firange, but fad thing to bear , with 
what Heats and Altercations, not one agreeing in one 
thing, they brangle about the iick-mans bed h as if they 
were hir^d not to Cure, but to EMfpute \ with no fihall 
trouble to the diftempercd perfon , according to the 
Verfe of Menander :

At length producing fonie Aphorifms , to (hew their 
iScholaftick Learning,which they have always ready for 
ufe , and invoking, t£ppoerates, Gakn^ Avieen^ KafiSf 
Averroes^ Affonim their Conciliator ^ and the reft of 
their Deities, who(e Names onely give them the credit 
of their Learning h when they have fufficiently coaten* 
^ d/ed and difputed about the Caufes, Signes, Affedions, 
and Critical days , at length they come to the applica» 
lion of fpme Remedy, which ou^c to have been the 
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tiead and (ail of the whole bufincfs « bat that they pa(s 
over with fome impertinent Order : for oiit of £nvie 
to one another ^ chey will not communicate their Se* 
creis one to afiottier % as if that would be loft to theni» 
which they difcover toothers : and therefore they have 
fecourfe to the Common Method^ which if it fail um, 
then they flee to the Empirical part, as to a facred An* 
chor , by Ra(hnefs to help what R^afon refifts $ afBr- 
ming it to be bietter to try a X)oubtfHl Remedy, than 
none. Or elfe they leave the Patient, if their courtefie 
be lets toward him, to future Prognofticks, (tying for 
excufe, that Biffofsut forbids Remedies to be given 
to thofe who are in a dcfperate condition* Or el(e if 
they be any thing Religious , they caft the fault of the 
Diieafe upon fome of the Saints \ or elfe prefcribe this 
their laft Antidote : IkontfroQory WHneffisinmim* 
her feven , one frieft with Hafy'ipaier and Oyly and 
di^9fe of thy eflate , for tbou art a dtad man* Hence 
Kafu , confcious to himfelf of the great ftupidity of 
fick people, as alfo of the contentious ftolidity oC the 
PhyHcians, giving advice both to the Patient and to 
the Phyfician, pcrfwadcs in his Aphorifms to take one»- 
ly one Phyfician : for the Errour of one, brings great 
Ihame \ and the advantageous Succefs of one, is equal-* 
1y praisM : but he that makes ufc of more than one 
Phyfician., commits the greateft errour. Thus Kafis^ 
This is confirmed by that ancient Infcription in the 
Monument,i4 Troop of Phyficians spa§ bk bane \ and by 
the Greek Proverb , Tihe admiitance of many Phyficianf 
lo^ tbe FatieH(^ as alfo by that faying of dying Adrian i 
MidtUud^ ofrhyficians ba$ k^d a Prince* Therefore 
there cannot be more prohtable or more wholefom 
Counfel given for the prefervation of Health , than to 
abftain from Phyficians : for we owe our HeaHh. to 
God, not to the Phyficians. There tore was Afi K4rg 
*ot Judab reprehended by the Prophet , bccaufe he

What certainty cin tl^ Phyficians promife us ^ if it be'

Jiving iii^thoutPhyfidans, flrong and luflybeyond the 
age of Ikcrepitneft , exceeding an hundred years > 
Cpntmily,^ ttiofe. morefoft and delicate people; wh(y 
make.ufe of Phyficians , foi; the mofi part gfow old 
^e. i:hGy have livM half their years. And the PhyficP 
arts tbemfelves we ^nde more crazie and (bort-livM. 
than other people* :Hence one anfwcrM l^aeon^ fay^ 
ing TO him, 7hou b49 n6 d^mfet* Becauli (faid the o- 
ther).{ am not a F hyfiei0ns m/em> At^ttier faying to 
hiiii;^ TpH are atrne ol-d, man» ,BeeaM[i (%idhe) I^^^er 
us'd^ ttyfifioHs adviee* '^Shewing , that there is no way 
ipnore i;eitain to. Health and 01d*agei, than to want a 
Phyficlan. If any one ftia'l fayy that many have reco- 
l^etcd'^by the help of the PhyficianS h we anfwer, that 
30afw moie have di'd , toward v?ho(e relief the Phyfi- 
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clams sHill \m nothing at all avaii'd. And let um re-^ 
ipi^ipber thi$, Ycr(e in 2<ii!/0iiii0 c * ; ; 
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The Afcaii^-i as tliny relates, ufed no other Medi* 
caments than Milk in the Spring , becau(e then the 
Heibs were moft full of juyce : and^they choCe above 
the reft Cows milk, as feeding mo& upon Herbs. The 
LacomoHSj Bahylonians^ Egj^thns^ Lujit anions^ is Stra^ 
bo and tkrodotm affirm , rejeded all Phyficiaps : but 
they brought forth their Hck into the fiieers and Mar* 
ket-places, that they who had fcap'd the fame difeafe, 
might advife them to the Remedies they had tryM be- 
fore 9 believing, as.Ce/yk deliver eth, that nothing did 
more conduce to recovery than Experience , wherein, 
we finde the moft learned Do(flors often overcome, by 
filly Country old women , one of which has done 
tnore good with one lingle Herb or Plant , than t$e 
moft famous DoAors , with all their moft elaborate 
fUceipts : for they endeavouring the cure of di(ca(cs, 
by a compounded mixture of (everal Drugs , go more 
by Conjedure , than by any true knowledge of the 
caufe or reafon of the diflempcr > ' rehdring the whole 
Art of Phyiick ineerly a thing of Chance and Guefs ; 
whilft the poor wora.an,knowing the vertue and tSt& 
of her fimple^emedy , more eaCly by a natural fofce 
of a tryM Rectipt ihall overcome and cure a diftem- 
per. On the. other iide, the Phyficians,by the help ot 
Drugs and precious Gums brought froin India at great 
charge and expcnccs, promife great Cure» the poor 
. Woman, by cheap and eafie Remedies chat grow in her, 
own garden,doth not oncly promife^but reiiorc Health. 
Nay, the Fbyficians themfelves confcfs that they have 
Icveral of them learnc more excellent Receipts from. 
; / U, 4 ' womcOfc 
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Women, worthy to be recorded in their Works^and be 
fpade publike to pofterity s liich as is the Receipt a*<- 
jgainft the pain in the Head, which Avicen fo much ex« 
tols. Now if Phyfick, which ought to reftore the 
temperament of Health, confift in proportion and tem- 
peraipent of things both between themfelyes, and al(b 
with the bodies to which they are attributed > and that 
It was the moft diligent care of the Phyfician to pro- 
portion and temper Medicaments, and to leave urn fo 
ceinper'd by juft* and harmonical weight and propor^ir 
tipn to the bodies and tempers of ' the iick : what a 
iirange arrogance and impudence is it for others , not 
onely to change, but to adde , (bmetimes to negle A, 
fometirocs to know nothing thereof ! whence it foN' 
lows , that as the agreeing temperament of a Medica*^ 
ment brings Health » fo the difproporrionate, mixture 
caufes Pain , increafb the djfea(e , and brings death. 
And therefore a Country-woman fliall cure more fafely 
with a Garden- receipt j than a proud PhyOcian with 
all his prodigious jcofily and conjedural Medicaments. 
Many moft excellent Phyficians were of opinion , that 
the beft way of Curing was by fimple Medicamems. 
To which parpofe having fearcht into the qualities of 
Simples, and found them out, they have left us famous 
Volumes upon thofe SuhjcOa^zsChryfippus of the Cole* 
wort, Pythagoras of the Onyon, Marchion of the Rad- 
difh, Vtocles of the Turnep, Pffanias of the Nettle, A" • 
f9fkius of Bctony» and many others, ^of other Heibs 
and ^oots. But your Shop-phyficiansVo little regard 
thefe things , that ihcy contemn um, call them.Simple« 
tons^that take notice of Simples. But thofe Phyficians 
that make ufe of Simple Medicaments, I aver, are the 
perfons to be both followed and confulted : .But for 
your Shop- Dodtors, I wifh all people to avoid um, a? 
meer Hocus-foctus and Witches , living upon our 
^caths , by means of their prodigious Cbmpbfitionsi 
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fsmA meeitly miking a Lottery of our lives^ For iceiog 
that cotnpottn Jcd Medicaments mtift of neceflity con-^ 
fift of fnch things whofe qualities ate altdgetber di(^ 
agreeing and repugnant \ it is very difficalt^if not al^ 
together impoffible, to promife any thing of Certainty, 
bill onely by Thought, Con jedure, and Opinion *) and 
vnhtti there are innumerable things which fingly might 
be advantageous, the Phyfician onely jumbles thofe to- 
gether which Chance and Fortune offer to his memory.^ 
Whence it happens , that that compounded Medica* 
ment receives its efficacie not from the qualities of the 
Simple Ingredients , but from the Fancie and Unlu^ie 
choice of the Phyfkian , while he by fome fecret and 
hidden motive, whether Natural, Celeftial, Demoniar 
cal, or Fortuitous , is prompted to chufe this or that 
thing before another* And indeed ,' this is the vulgar 
Saying , and which they themfelves c6nfe(s , that one 
Phyfician is more fortunate than another, and that ma* 
ny times the Ignorant proves moie faccefiful than the 
Learned. I tny felf have known and feen a moft 
Learned Phyiician, under whole Cure very few have 
efcaped : I have known another half-witted fellow, 
that has happily cur-d not onely his own Patient , but 
thofe who have been left in a defperate condition by 
others. And I remen^r I have read of a Phyfician 
that cur'd all Noble-men and rich men that fell into his 
. cure ) but all his Patients that were of a mean condi* 
tion, either dy>d,or run vety great hazards. Hence we 
may eafily fee, that this Shop-phyfick, where the good 
Fortune rather t^ian Learning of the Phyfician prevails, 
is to be lookt upon onely as a piece of Fortune-telling, 
and to be exploded and condemhed onely as an art of 
Murther and Witchcraft. >^hich made the Romans 
when Cato wasCcnfor to expel all Pbyiicians, not one- 
• ly cut of Kome^ but out of all Ir^/y , as abominating 
thc|f Cruelty and Lying, for that they killM more than 

they 
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ihey facalM ; atid for tl)at being very dextfoitt at fmj^ 
Cpniog, by Hatsed, Ambjcion, or Gain» tbey were cafily 
faitMjto^dminifterPoyron wi(h their Pbyfick, and foi 
fieward te enthp. the lives of men. Thtt$ the Pbyfi- 
cian of Fyrrhm^ whether l^imacbatk^ acq^iding to Gtl* 
liuf^ or Naeiofr as others report, who promised FaSni-- 
dm to poyfbn his Lord and King : bat fab^lAm dpte* 
fiing the fad, admonifht tynhm v^ a Letter to have a 
care of his Phyiician ; of which Clsndian thus writes. 

Ihe Romans far their virtue everfam^dy 
Hbt trajftar and bis treafanfiW condemned. 
Fabricius mUy tohiifee declares 
. What hie ovmjirvat^t ^gainfi bU life prepares^ 
He fairly taught to vanqtttfifj that bis War 
AU aSs ofjecret treafon Ad ahhqr* 

Cafo in VUny writes to liis Ton about the Phyficiatis of 
the Greeks : Ibeyhavef^orn tokiO atttbe Barbarians 
mtb pheit fbyficl^ > bt^t this they do for Money ^ to gain 
Credity that they may makf'the quicker dijpatcb. And a 
little after he adde&: IVhenu then proceeded f$ many 
ebeats in Wills ^ the fame means they have now to hide Ar 
dduries \ ^bytbe exaniple of Eudemus, in Livia wife 
of Drufus Caviar. Socates 2AC0 in Plato advifes not to 
let Phyficians multiply in a t^itie. It were very con- 
venient for. the Conamon wealth, that there were none, 
or very few » and that there were a Law to make their 
UnskilfulneCs and Negligence capital. Tor it is a Ca- 
pital crime i and it matters not whether a Phyficiai^ 
have endangered a mans life by Folly or Negligence» by 
Ignorance ot Malice,- unwittingly or defigneoiy : and 
that there fhculd not E)e fuch an Impunity for Phyfi- 
aans to dcftroy Mankinde , who have onely this cpm- 
mon. honour with the Hangman, to be hired to kill 
men, and onely to be rewarded for Miirther, for 
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all otber men aie condemned without mer- 
cy. ' This is the. dtfierence between the one ted the 
I ether, Tliat the. Hangman puts none to degth, but 
I what have receivM fentence of death ^ the Judges v 
i the Phyiidan defiroys the Innocent, without any^ fen« 
r tence paA. Therefore the Pontifical Conflitutions for** 
bid Clergiermen to pradife Phyiick , as if they might 
l>e as lawfully Hang- mcp as Clcrgie*men. Not im- 
prudently alio Catit profecuted theifa , as being fuch as 
fiiive to iqcrelfe the Fame of their Art by Npvelty » 
and' when they have nothing new , ' try their Experir 
inent^ with the h429rd of our lives , and leaf n their 
Art by jprolonging and inaealing our difiempers, to 
their Own piotit and advantage alio. Therefore to 
rtnnedy this ndifchief, the Egyptians h?d a Law, that 
the firit three days the Pfaylician was to cure the fick, 
with the hazard of thcpatknts life b after three days, at 
the peril qf his own.

fciences , and every way exploded by TUnjfy Thophra- 
ftus^ Galen^ FlHtar<:hs Hippo&ates^ THofcorideSj Eraj^a^ 
tnSi Celjiis^ ScriboniuSy and Aviceft h whof^ words to 
repeat here, would be too tedious.' Nor arc they fo 
much blamed by tho(e ancient Authors, biit alio by 
many of the Moderns » among which, Arnoldus Jk 
Villa nova thus aifeVts, in gne of his Maximes : When 
a man has Sitnples at hand^ I doubt whether it be conpetti^

\ ^i^bolly negk&ed , qi elfe not known, all Medicaments

their folldwets», Iknce i^ comes to pafs , chat while

/to the barbaroufnefs of Mei^chants for their own pro? 
fit, make a ftiange and confuQ:d Medley m th'eir Shops» 
that there is more harm got by the Medicament than 
by the Difeafc* Now as concerning the Sophiftica- 
tion of coftly Druggs, which are (bmetimes counter^ 
feited with fo much Art, that many knowing peribns 
arc deceived ^^t would be better for the general Health 
of men, and for the Commonwealth, to foibid the ufe 
of all Exotick Medicaments, which are brought in by 
tPyiatical Merchants, at fuch Miraculous prices, to the 
bane of the Inhabitants > to reduce the Phyficians to a 
Method , and to biijde up the Apothecaries by fuch a 
Law, as once Ntto is laid to have inade in K^me, when 
it was better than now it is , by which they were com*

fion requires , chaise) apply, and remove their Reme- 
dies. Ati this among all the Arts of Phyfick was ^ft 
in ufe. For men accufioming them&lyes to War , and 
to receh^e Wounds , it was necdl&iy to feek out for 
Cure. They found that the evil proceeded from Man, 
and ther efpie expeded the Rem^y from him. Other 
Difeafes and inward pains, ias ptooeeding from the an<» 
ger of the Gods, they thought tncurabk by natural 
means. Therefore the firft Inventor of Cbirurgery is 
faid to be Jpu King of the Mgypiant , or, as Clemens 
JUexandfumt records, Mifii» the (on of Cain^ Nephew 
of the great Noab* Of the cure of Wounds MfcnU^ 
,fius was the Arft that wrote \ after him , Pytbaga* 
raSi Empedoclesj farmenidesy Vemocntns^ Chiron^ and 
titon^ became exceilent Jiherein. F/injf «relates that 
Arcbagatus the FelopOMufian was the iirft that pradisM 
CHirurgery in Jiome 9 and that for bis Cruelty in Cut^ 
ting and Burniog, he was publikely named the ff^ound^ 
mahff s afterwards the name was changed ^tpcoHfirg- 
m$n^ or EMcmm^ :■ at lei^iiiiheydefpifed the whole 
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Art, and fotbid it. Chir urgeiy theieforc is )no left la- 
mous for Fadion among glreat Authors , ind the Au- 
thority of great tneifj than infamoOs for its blbody Cfti* 
elty, and the Nafiineis of its PraditiOners.

* thereof 9 fo delicate, that, like the Lapwiqg, they are 
neVei well, but when they are neftling in the dung and 
ordure of men : To that if any one reduire a Reniiedy 
for his Beaft , iq ftead .of a Cure, he (hall receive nd* 
thing but ill words i As if it clid tot belong to chctn» 
to cure not onely men,.but al(p other creatures, e(peci<; 
illy tho(e which arip profitable to men. For which 
purpofe Alfbonfiu King of Anagon kept in pay two 
inoft expert Phyficians , and commanded them dili- 
gently to examine what Method, of Cure , and what 
Remedies were tnoft pr^oper for the (everat Di(ea&s of 
BeaAs. Which they obferving, put forth a ihoft excel* 
lent Treatife thereof. The fame of late years did Jpbti 
tiutViu oitatk^ a perfon skilful in both Languages» 
and the firft Phyfician that compilM a Volume of the 
Difeales of Horfes, a^d their Cures , extraded out of 
the Works of moft ancient Authors > Affircbut^ HUro* 
cUi^ ICheamnefiut^ tdagonius^ AnatoliuSy libmus^ Em^ 

' mlus^ Hemeritis^ AfricaHki^ Emilius the Spaniard, and 
Liiorims the Beneventan : a Work very profitable for 
all Farriets , sind Very s^dvantagieous to the Common- 
wdiltH.

Medicaments by order and cburfe of Diet. Upao theie 
groDiids , they conmiancf, forbid, curfe, and difcoiii- 
mend the Meats and Drinks that God has igre^ted^ Na- 
ming Rules of Diet difficult to be obferv'd i and thofe 
morlels which they fpibid othiers to tafte of, they them* 
felves, as Hogs cat Acorns> greedily devour «rand thofc 
Laws of living which they prefcribe to others , chey 
therbfelves cither altogether negle<3, or contemn. For 
Should they live accordihg to their own R^tes , they 
would run not a fmall hanrd of their Health % and 
Ihduld they permit their Patients to live after their own 
Examples , they would altogether lofe their profits* 
But of rhefe Diet-mongers thus S. Ambrofe writer : 
^he Trecepis of Ph^ck^ are contrary to divine living \ fof 
they cabmen from Failings fijf^^ ^^ mi to vpatdo^ ftOHCt 
urn frofit opfortttnities of meditation. Tbey who givt 
ibemfdves up to fbyftdans^ deny tbemfelves to ihemfelvesm 
And S.Bernard upon the Cancicles^thus alTcrts : Hippo^ 
crates and Socrates teach botp to fave Souls in health in 
ibis world S Chri(t and bk difciplesybovp to lofe urn : which 
of the two will ye have to be your Makers ? He makis

THe Art of Cookery i$,tery pfeful,; and not dilho- 
jneft , ib it txa:G4not the bptiiidV of piftretion. 
|of which leafon, vevy ^re;it ami mbft tecbperate pei- 
Ions have been inducM to *rtl|fcor Cookery, andOreA 
iing of Meat. Of the Greeks , tantakoH^ MitUcuSy 
tfificus^ Zofhon-i 'EgtfrffkS^ fa^anf^fy EfemtuSy Herd- 
iflidei^ SyrackJfanus^fyHdaricHJ^SicyQniHfy SytnondSiday 
Cbimy and Glauetis* Lotfenfis* Among, the BLonianf,, 
tatOyVs^nOyColufntllayAPlzui ; and' among the Mo* 
derns ,, FMhd. The Afiaticfe- were fo* intci^peratc 
and luxurious in their Feeding, that they wece knowa 
by the Simame of (jliittons, which wx therefore call 
^fou. Therefore we read in tniy^ that after the Con;^ 
qaeft of Ajia ^ forraign Ltikury firjVctitred mO'K^me^ 
atid that then the Ronban people began td rn^kefuoir 
j)tuou$ banquets, /'then was a Coo^ a tnbll ufeful. 
*iltvc among the ii^ocients ^ and- began to be tvhxch c* 
ieemed and valued > ands^ll bedabled with' £t6th> be* 
A^ui^d with Soot, with his Pots, with his platters ani 
Di(hes. Pe(Ues and Moners, was welcomed out of the 
Kitchifi into the i^chools : and that which before was 
accounted Efm i vile Slavery, wa\s honout'd as ah ^irt :^ 
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whofe chif feft caic is oncly to fcarch oat cverywhcie 
for provocatives of Appetite, an4 to ftudyout in aJl 
places for Dai ties to fatisfie a moft profound Glutto- 
ny. Abundance of which Gtllins cites out of Varr» : 
as.thc Peacock from 5^ maj^the PJrjgi^iiiTurkey, Cranes 
from Melos , Ambradsn Kids , the 'tartefiaH Mulfct, 
Trouts from TeffinumUm^ I'j refine Oy fters , Crabs 
from Chios ^tatian tijdis^Mgyftian D^tcsjberiam ChcC- 
nuts. All which Inltitutions of Bills of Fane were found 
out for the wicked wantonnefs of Luxury & Gluttony. 
But tiie Glory and Fame of this AttApi/^ above all 
others claimM tohimfelfi that ^s Septimus f lotus wit- 
neflcs , there were a certain Seft of Cooks that^ were 
call'd AftcUns , propagated as it were in imitation of 
the Pbilofophers. Of whom thus Seneca hath written : 
Aficius (faith he) liv^d in our Age, x»ho intbat dty^ ous 
of which PUlofophers were ^anifht us corrupters of yousht 
frofeSing the Art of Cookfrjf , bath infeOed our Age* 
FHny alfo call'd him the Gulph and Barathrum of all 
Youth. At lengthy fo naany fubjeds of Tafte, fo »4- 
oy provocatives of Luxury, fp many varieties of Dainr 
ties were invented by thck Jipidans /that at length ir 
was thought requiUte. to reftrain the Luxury of the 
Kitcbtm JEIence thofc ancient Sumptuary Laws and 
£di^ aaainft Riot » that is to (tyjArclnantFanniant 
jyiJioHy laciniauy Cornelian , and the Laws of Lepidus, 
and Antius RejHo. Lucius Flaccus alfo , and his Col- 
league, Cenforsi put Vuronius out of the Senate / for 
that as a Tribune of the people he went about to abro- 
gate a Law made againft the eiceflive prodigality of 
feaits. In defence whereof, how impudently Vuronius 
afceiidcd the Pulpit for Orations ! • 7 here are Bridles, 
faid he, Put into your mounhes, mg^ noble Senators^ ifino 
wife to he endured : ye are bound at^d fetter d with the 
hitter Chains of Servitude* For there k a Law made, 
that commands us to be frugal s Let us therefm abro- 
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^^le t}^at Command y defermed mth the rtffl of gbafily 
Amiqidty : for to tphat furfofe bavt we liberty , i/ it be 
Hot larpfiilfor them tbat wiU t to J^ tbemfehes mtb Lu^ 
9CHfy f There weie aUb many other Edidks , all now 
antiquated and abr<^ated \ fo that no Age has been 
tnore indulgent tp Gluttony » than this wheiTein we now 
live : and for that cauie, faith lAufomusy and after him 
our Jerdme^ we travel by lan4 andfea^ tofiteb Wine^ and 
€ofkly Gates topimr down onrGnOett. So many Taverns, 
fo many Ak-houfes/o many Vidlualling'houies among 
us , where men ate deftit)ycd l>y Gluttony, Drunken** 
ne^, and Luxury , that many times, to the detriment 
of the Comaion wealth , they confume whole Patri* 
monies : fo many varieties of Sauces, (b many Rnkf , 
ObfervatioRS, and Table-ceremonies; that the fpkndid 
Banquets of the Afiots^ Mil^nSy Sybarites^ tarintinei^ 
of Sardanapalnsj Xerxes^ Ctaudmsj Viteiins^ HsUt^a-^ 
baluTi Calienus^ and the reft Of thofe ancient GMtttHis, 
whom Hiftory records to4iaye ^cteded all otfaet Na- 
tions and perfons iQthepleafurest>f theRitchiii , are 
but meer fordid, rude, and ruftick Junkettings, cqiih- 
pa;'d with the fumptuons Fcafts of Great perfons now 
adays^ A neat and handfome Entertainment wHl' not 
ferve turn, unlefs there be an abundance, even to create 
Loathing, and to fuddle Hercules himfelf, who ^s 
wont to drink out of the fame Veflel that catried htm V 
meat more than would fatisfieMf/a the Crotonran^ or 
Atfreliatms Tbago \ the firft of which was wont to eat 
up Thirty loaves of bread, befides meat, at a meal \ tiie 
other at the T4b1e of Aurelian devoured a whole Boar^ 
a^hundred Loaves, a Weather,^ and a Porkli^. He 
drank in a Bowl that held niore than a Tun. Thefe 
things arc' now cuftomary at our great publike Goun* 
uy-feaQs, and Dedications of Ttmples. You would 
fWear they were celebrating Orgia toBaccbHs^ they arc 
fo ODntaminated with Madncfs,Quaire11ing,fil6udfhed» •

the foritter* Nor are there any other perfons more 
troubled with Gouts, Drop(ies;CoHcks , and the like, 
than they who contemning a fimpfe diet,Uve upon pre- 
pared Dainties. Of which opinion is Celfiu : Ihe mofi 
frofiiable diet for Ndn^ faich he, isfimple 9 muhiflUity 
of tafies if pefHferous 9 and }i^j^e\l meats are nt^ofita^ 
ble^fortwocaitfes: Bteanfe ffMe wtonfknfd beeaufe of 
Stpeetnefii and lefi eowoSediban onght to be.

Chap. X CI. 

Of the Larp in gcfteraL 

WE come now ttf the knowledge of the Law, 
that onely pretends to judge and difcern be- 
tween True and FaJfe; Equity and Iniquiry, Right and; 
MfrqAg. , The chief Heads no w-a-days are the Pope 
and the'^EmperbuT, who boaft that they have all Laws 
Writ^enif^theCabinets of their Brei^St whofe Will is 
Reaftm, and' who by their ^wn Atbitiairy opinions rule 
and goV^il all Sciei^es^, Arts, Writings, Opinions, and 
whatever other Works^ of men. For which caufe Pope 
Leo commanded that no perfon (hoiild dare to difpute 
or jui(1^(ie^kny thing in the Church, blit by the Authori- 
ty of the holy Gbimctls, the Canons and Decretals, 6f ' 
whkh the Pope is the Head. Neither is it Jawful for 
us t(/itiake ufe of the Interpretations of any the moft 
holy and learned Divines , but onely (b far as the Pope 
permits, and authorizes by his Canons. And the Ca- 
non' further commands, -tbit no Book or Volume what- 
foeverfhall be received by any Divine , but what is iirft 
apt>lK)^ed of by the Canons of the Pope. The fame 
Authority the Emperbur claims oveir Phtro(bphy,Phy* 
fick, and all the other Sciences, gtvhdg no countenance 

to 
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(o any Ait, till firft allowed faiy thq skill of his Mw, to. 
ivhicball fpics of Ait$ and ^iences cocnf^ar'^i 9 arcqf 
no ufe or value. Thi& makes Vlftan. fay ^^ "tk^Li^w k 
King of at humane and divine things i whoji Office it it» 
m Modeflinus/jifi!^, to commands forbidypftni^, permits 
than -mhlth there are no greater ntarkj of Supvtioritjh 
Fompomns defines the Law to be» the invention and gift 
ef Gody and the Maximes of Wift^men* Becaufe all the 
ancient Law-giveis , that their Laws might gain the 

freater reverence among the Vdlgar, feigned thit the 
raws they wrote were didated to them by the Gods» 
Thus Oftris among the JEgyptians feigned ta have re* 
ccived bis from Meremryy Zoroafies among the Perfians 
from Oromaznf > Cbarimtdat among the Carthaginians 
from SatnrnySoldn among the Athenians from Mnervs^ 
ZamoUus among the Scythians from V^a , Lycurgns 
from Apoh , Numa ff om the Nynapb Egeria. Thus 
you fee how this knowledge of the Law arrogates to 
it felf a Power and 1>overaignty over all the Sciences 
. and ArtS) excrcifing a Tyranny over them, and advao-, 
cing it felf above all other Sciences, as the Firft-bop of

(hes ISfiewteoH Pleafurl for fupteme liflpptfie(& Tbe 
ikii occafioh of W4r, GSIoudflied^ Bondage, Sepltatioii 
of pominions, was al(b the tirft oitrcadon of the Ltvr 
of Nations : after thar^ijsime the Gvil or Popular La w^ 
Which eveiy Nation appropriates to it fetf % Froiij 
whence have arifen fo many Cpntentiofis among inen, 
i^t there are not words enough to ei^prefs the fai>)e<9^ 
and inatter Which they contain. For teeing that men 
v9tTt fo prone to gtiatrel , it wa« necefisiry that fhele 
fliould be an obfervation of jufiice skcording to Law,' 
that {(> the arrogancks of Impiety itiight be fupprtf- 
led, and that Innocence might be in fatety amonglt tbe 
Wicked, and that the Good might live qaietly among' 
tbe Bs^d : thefe are the grounds of Law,of. whi^h there 
faa^e been Legiflators innumerable. The Hrft whereof 
was MojesyViho gave LaWi to the ]cv^$ » at«which tmt 
' Oterofs gave Laws to the Egyptians : after whom, 
Tberoneus gave Law^ to the Greeks ; Mercury TrifftU- 
gifl gave Laws to the Egyptians % Vraco and Solon to 
the Athenians » LytmgUt to the Lsfcedemonians* Pj- 
lamdes htii made Military Laws for the governing of 
Armies. RoniMs firft of all gave LaWs to the Ko- 
mans, which were called Ctmatd. After #hom, N$tma 
invented the Ceremonies of their ReUgfon^ and all the 
reft of the fucceeding Klng$ added tteir particular 
Laws , which being aH written aTft^wards in ehe 
Books of Pafyrius , were afterwards called the P^rj^ 
rian Laws* After that came the Laws of the Tvrehe 
7abUri the flaxian Law, the t&Han Law, tK^libifeif* 
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fi^nf LaW) il^tHgHoranoH Law^ thtFr^tm Law > De* 
ci£cs of the. Senate, Edids of the People, Law of the 
Ma^&rateS) ancl Cufiom , and the power of Law- 
givir^^ven to every Supreme Piinc6« . I pafs over ali* 
thofe L^wyets, good part whereof are repeated iHr the 
(ccotid Law ot the original of Right. Aroong thofe 
w)iO endleavour^ to reduce the Civil Law into a Vo* 
lumey the iirft was Ci«eia Fomfey^ next Cdfar h bat both 
were prevented by Civil War and untimely death* At 
length Ci^ii^<itfiiiie renewed thoie old Laws » and Jb£^, 
dofm'iht younger reduced then^ into one VolunQr» 
which he called a Ctf^^x : and after him Jn^ini^ii (ct 
fbith tHi; Codex now in ufe. But all the authority of 
the Civil Law refls in the People and Princes i neither 
i$ there any other Civil Law but what the people e(la« 
bli(h by Comnnon conient. , Hence Julian aver s, T}fa^ 
the Lsws binde us for no Btber rtafpn , bm oaefyfar that^ 
ihey are received by the Common Confint. of tbe peofley^ho^ 
by univerfal eonfenp transferred the fowtr and tpbole au^. 
thority ufon the Prince > fo that vpbatfaever is ordained by 
the content and of probation of the Prince and People^ bas^ 
thereupon^ partly by Conftitntion , partly by Cufiom^ the 
force of a Lai»^ though it be an Errour ox a Falfimd :f4Ht 
Vniverfal Errour makgs a Lat^^ and matter a^udged be^ 
comes truth. Which Vlpian teache^ us in thefe words :, 
He ought to be takgnfor a free-mah born , tpho ds Jo ad^ 
judged by Sentence , though be weft onely manumttedh 
becaufe a matter once adjudged , is to he takfnfor truth» 
The fame perfon tells ^ that one Barbarius PhUip* 
ptfs^ who was a fugitive at Rome , demanded the Psx* 
torfhip, and had it ; and when he came to be known 
who he was^yet was it taken for grantcd>tbat all what- 
foever he hadxione by veitue of his Qffieic (bould itand 
good, though he were butafervanr. The fame per- 
fon conf€f{es./(hat no reafon can be given for all the 
Decrees and Laws which were fet forth by our Ancc- 
f ■ ftors.' 
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fioxs. whence we fmde, that all the Wifiloth of chd 
Civil Law depends upon onely Will , and OpintOns of 
men » no other Reafon urging, than the Regulation of 
Manntrs , conveniency of Convec(e » power of the 
Prince, or force of Arms* So that if the Law pre* 
ferve the Good , and puniib the Bad, 'tis then a jnff 
Law^ if otherwife, the worft of evils, by reafon of 
the evils enfuing, cither- through the Toleratioii,Appro« 
bation,or Negligence of the Supreme Magiftrate.^ And 
it was the Opinion of Demonax , Ufat aU unfroRtabk 
Laips winfiferflmyty m bdng intendid nntbtr far the 
Good nor the Bad h fince the former want tbtm not^ the 
later are never the better for nm* Furthermore « feeing 
that Cato confefTes , that there is no Law that can be 
adapted to all Emergencies , but fuch where Equity 
and Rigor are at a continual variance 9 and that Jbrifto* 
Ue al(b calls Eqouty the CorreQion ofajtfi Law^ wherein 
that part is defedi ve, which was generally agreed to \ 
doth it not hence plainly appear , ^at all the force of 
Law and ]ufticc depends not fo much upon the LaW, 
as upon the Eqviity and ]ufticc of the Judge >

lul and unjuft 9 and by fu£h Weapons as thofe, to chafe 
atid overthrow Jufiice : with whom ]uftice is nothing 
elfe but publike Gain ) and the Judge that (its upon the 
Bench is fotcM toconSrm, what Money makes appear 
iufit Nay, theyexpofe thofe things which are not^ 
even privations of things , and Silence it felf \ feeing ^

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that as none will fpeakbut for Gain^ fhelt's none will 
' hold his tongue bur for Reward t after the example of 
Vemofibenes , who when he zsktArifiodemuf^ a Coropi- 
piler of Fables, what Fees he had got for Pleading, an- 
fwcted,ii talent.

caro$ to bcihe Heads of the NatiQQ. ! Thefe, like the 
\. : . Titan^ 
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Tiuns to JflT/f , become formidable to xheir Princes 
ihemfelves. Out of theft come the fvra'g-bdlyM Se- 
cretaiies , aiid Purple Chancellors of Emperours and 
Kin^ ) ^ho govern all affairs of Srate, difpofe of all 
Favours, Gifts, Benefits, OfBces., Dignities and Patents 
of the Prince s whoXell all Rjght and Jufiice, all Law, 
Equity and Honefiy , and compel others to pDrchafe 
of them : According to whofe will, fuch and facli are 
to be Allies, fuch Encipies to the Prince > with whom 
tometimes they joyn in Leagues , fometimes make War 
according \q their pleafures. And being raisM from 
the lowcil: degree of Poverty, and meannefs of condi- 
tion, to fo high a pitch of Dignity, meerly 1>y profiitu^ 
tin^ their Tongues , at lengtn they grow To bold and 
audacious, that without calling to anfwer, without or- 
der of Council , they will CQnvj(^ and condemn nicn, 
and manjy times alter forms oT Government ) they 
themfflves growing fat with Thievery and Jobbery. .

Of the InquifltUn, 

T T Ere we rouft not omit the order of Predicants, 
JLjI Inquifitors after Hcreticks i whofc power when 
it ought to be founded upon the holy Scriptures , yet 
they derive it all from the Canon-Law , and Pontifical 
Decrees , as if it were impoinblc the Pope ihould eirei 
leaving the Scripture as a dead letter , and onely the 
(liadow of Truth, and rejedt ii% as the Buckler aha rfe* 
fence of Hereticks. Neither do they receive the Trat 
ditions of the ancient Fathers and Doftors , bccaufe 
they may both deceive, and. be deceived s biJt preten- 
ding that the Roman Church cannot erre, of whicli the 

: y 4 , Pope 
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Pojpe is the Head, and therefore the Authority of hh 
Court is the Rule of their Faith h enquiring no further 
in (heir examinations, than whether men believe in the 
Church of Konu : which if any perfod refrai^ory do 
gf^nt, then, Quoth they, this Church condemns fuch oi 
fuch'^ (fropoution, asheretical^ (candalous, and of&n- 
V five to pious ears i and then compel the pcrfon to re* 
voke and recant his ^rrpun If the offeivder continue 
to jufliHe hjmfelf by Reafon or Scripture , or bbih> 
ilraight with great clapiour and mouthing they inter* 
fupt him , telling him he Is not before the Chair of 
Dodlbrsj or a Convocation of Scholars , but a Tribu- 
nal^of Judges : he is not to difpute there, but to anfwer 
diredlly whether he Will fiahd to or abide the Decree 
of the Church, or renounce hii Opinion : if not, they^ 
l!hew him Faggots and Fire, faying , Heretickg are to be 
toHvinced with Fagget and tire , not with Scripture and 
Arguments s and To compel a man not conviiftcd of 
any perverfe obftinacie contrary to his Confcieiice , to 
abjure thofe things ^ which if he deny ,they deliver him 
over to the Secular power, as a delerter of the Church, 
to be burnt h faying with the Apoflle, Kemovethe evil 
thing from amon^you. In ancient times, fuch was the 
lenity and meeknefs of the Churchy that they neither 
piiniflit tbofe that relapsM into Judaifm nor Blafphe* 
/nies : and Berengarius revolting to a moft damnable 
HereHe, was not onely not put.i;o death, but continued 
ui hrs Archdeacohfhip. But now, if a man fllp^^fitb 
the leaft Erifour, 'tis much jtnore than his life is worth ^ 
ar^d he (hail be thirown into the Fife by thefe Inquifitors 
fot a tHfle.: Perhaps it is now convenient for the 
Church to vfk fuch fevere chaftiferoent , for fcir^f 
Ipfing its innate piety. Sometimes Hcreticks are In- 
quifitpis after Hereticks v wKich was the occ^fion of 
tile Drcrce Which Clement tmdc. But Inquifitors 
.nugf^t nqc to hold darlj Arguments, and talk inxvrang- 
' c . ., » •• ... ling 
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ling SyllogifaQS, with Herettcks s but to labour to con* 
vince them by the Word of God, then to determine the 
tpattet according to the Decrees and Canons of the 
Church, and either to reduce bith to the Orthodox 
Faiffa, or pronounce him a Hcretick : for he is no He* 
retick , who is not obAinate ) nor is he a favourer of 
Hereticks, who (eeks to defend an innocent perfon con* 
demired of HereGe , left he (hould be deliverM up by 
thefe auel and ravenous Inquiiitors , to be . butchered 
without a caufe. And although it be exprefly provi- 
ded in the Law, that the Inquiiitors (faall have no pow- 
er of Examining, nor any Jurifdidion over any fufpi-- 
tion, defence, or favour of Herefie, which is not a HC'^ 
refie manifeflly expreft , and abfolutely already con- 
demnM s yet thefe bloudy Vultures , going beyond the 
Priviiedges and Commiflion of their Office, againft all 
iigfit, and contrary to the Canons themfelves , take 
opon them to meddle with ordinary things, arrogating 
and ufurping the power of Popes in thofe things which 
dre not Heretical, but onely Scandalous or offenfive to 
the eat s moft cruelly raging againft the poor Coun- 
try-women, whom being once accuied of Witchcraft ^ 
and condemned without the examination of any lawful 
Judge , they expofe to moft Itrange and uaheard-of 
Torments , till having extorted from them what they 
leaft thought to confels , they iinde matter to prcceed 
upon to condemnation : and then they think they do 
the Office of Inquiiitors truly , when they never leave 
the buiinefs off , till the poor woman be burnt , or elTe 
have fo far gilded the Inquiiitors hand , until be tak^ 
pitie of her , as fufficient/y purged : for an Inquilitor 
may alter the puniihment from penal into pecuniary^ 
and convert it to the ufe o( the Office ) by which there 
is not a little Money to be got : and fome of thefe.poor 
creatures are forced to pay them an annual Stipend, for 
fear of being harafs'd to Torment. And when the

cor gets no fmail matter. The yery^ accutation , oil 
highefi fufpicipn of .Herefie , nay the yeiy Citation of]

but by his own fm : for fi^r is it from truths that he 
iheiuld fufier for another man$ f\Q. Seeft thou not now 
how invalid thy rQoil,fi)fiiq]entJ:^rtx)f is, how vain in 
l^Wt and indeed how abfolutely ileretical it is ? The 
cruel Hypocrite grew vny wrptb againfi me ,.and 
threatned to fue me as a favourei; of Hereticks.

IT remains jtj^at. we difcourfc conceniing Theologie. 
\ (hall pa(s j>y the Tbcoli^igie of the Gentilf s, men- 
... '. . . tioncd 
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rion^d in Ofpbem^MHf€Us^^nA' He ftodyVfhXdx all men ac- 
knowledge to be Poetical and fiiflirious, and whicfi La- 
Safttm, apd Eufibm, and many other eminent Dolors 
of the Chf iftians h ve convinced by moft ftrenuous Ar- 
guments. Nor (hall we fpeak of the Religion of 
Flato or the reft of the Philofophers, whom we have 
already (hewM to be the teachers of nothing but Er- 
rour. But we (hall here difcourfe concerning the 
Chriflian Religion. This onely depends upon the 
faith of its Dolors , feeing that it can fall under no 
Art or Science. And firft of Scholaftick Divinity , a 
certain Hodge-podge, or Mixture, of Divine Precepts, 
atid Philofophical Reafons h looking like a Cetitaur 9 
written after a new manner, far diiFetent from the an- 
tient way of delivery ) diffused into little Queftions, 
and fubtil Syll6gtfm5,without any Elegancie of fpecchf 
and which has brought not a litftle profit to the Church 
in the convincing of Hereticks. The (ir(t Authors 
whereof, and who were moft excellent therein, were 
J! homos Aqidnas^Albertm (irnamed the Cfcaty and ma» 
ny other famous men ; htMtsJobAnna Scotw^ a moft 
fubtil and acute Writer , though a little more given to 
Contention. Hence Schola(tick Theologie fell into So- 
phifms V while thoTe newer Theo(bphi(ts , and as it 
were Sutlers of the Word of God , never worthy of 
the titleof Divines, but fbr their money , of fo fub- 
lime a Studie and Contei|:>pIation made a meer Logo- 
machie 9 wandiing from School to School, fiarting 
Ifttle Queftions, (rammg Opinions , forcing the Scri- 
ptures, inducing a (Grange fence with intricate words, 
and more nimble to vcmi late than examine, prefu ttCA 
to eted Seminaries of Strifes , out of which litigious 
Sophifters gain matter of Contention s dtRrading the 
Intellect, abftradmg the forms, and mifrepre(enting 
Genus and Species s what they tcke from one, adding 
to another ^ and every one ftriving to confirm their 

own 
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own Opinion ; expoiiog our holy Faith among the 
Wife ot the Age (of which ibomas AquinM complains^ 
to Laughcei and Misbelief. For they negled the Canp« 
nical Scriptures of the Holy Ghofi , and chufe oncly 
hard Queiiions about Divine things , ht for Diipute 9 
wherein they cxerci(e their Wit , and confume their 
time 9 placing the whole Dodi^ne of Theologie in 
thofe things onely , wherein while they fiudy to con* _ 
tradi^ the Scripture, they inay hear the Scripture fay- 
ing,Ti&e htur ^s^ k bmrtfuly is unprofitable. But they ^ 
will fay , We are to fearch out that which lies hid in 
the Scripture* Then binding all their mindes to ex* 
pound, interpret, make Gloilaries and Syllogifms,they 
rather chufe any other fence than that which is mofi 
genuine. If you require Reafon y or be earneft in ap**^ 
-poiing , you (hall receive ill language, and be caird , 
Fool. What is hid in the letter you muft not under- 
stand , but mufi feed like a Serpent upon the du(i. So 
thait none a^re accounted Divines among th^em , unlets 
they be fuch as are egregtious Branglers, and can give 
an Inftance upqp every Fropofition, feign readily, hnde 
out new Interpretations , make a noife with uncouth 
words , not fo much to be underftood for the diffictuty 
of the matter, as the (irangenefs of the word. Aud 1 
then they are calf d Dolors, when they are cotiie to ' 
that pafs that they can hardly be undeiAood. Thefe 
have a multitude of Followers , who whatfoever they 
have drawn from thoie men, believe it fetcht out of 
the hidden treafuries of Theologie ; they fwear to their 
Matters words, and believe it not to be within the corn- 
pafs of thought, if any thing be unknown to him » and 
they are fo captivated with his Opinions , that they are 
not to be overcome with any other reafbns « will yield 
to no Scripture , but , like AnUWy (eck to renew their ^ 

flrength, while they lepsiir to the biefi of their jnothcr 
who brought them forth, calling thefe Dp&pjs to their 
aid. ' Jb^ 
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'jtbt Vulture carl{aft leaving then behinde^ 
Hafies to his otpn^ and tal^s an^iay the beft i 
X&H i^ the food the Vulture hath defign^dy 
Tofeafi his Falate tphile he builds his ueft. 

Hence it comes to p^fs^that the fubriaie Studie of Stho- 
lafiick Divmlty is fo fubjedl to' Errour am) Impiety j 
thefe evil Hypocfites and audacious Sophrflers have in- 
troduced fo many Seds, and fo many Hereiies i «pbo 
as S. Paul faith , preach Cbriji not for good-rptlly but fit 
contention : fo that it is far eaficr for Pbilofophers than 
Divines to agree : who have edipfed the ancient glo- 
ry of ihe ancient Theolcgie with humane Opinions, 
and new Errours s and profeffing a deteflaMe Do- 
drine confiiiing in falfe Titles, and I^abyrinths of 
Difpute , bav^ ufurpt the name of Sacred Iheologie by 
Theft and Rapine s and abominating the Names and 
Inflitutlons of the old Fathers, have inaeasM new Fa- 
dions , as it was formerly faid in the Church, lam of 
ApUo^ lofFaul^ I of Cephas )'prete)|ding altogethei 
t9 their Studies whofe Works they Hrft learnt, and ad- 
miring onely their own Mafters, defpffe all others i not 
inihding what is faid , but by whom it is faid. And 
yet are thefe men very much divided among chem- 
(elves : for fome of them, who are of riper ingenuities, 
and would be thought mere skilful than the Prophets 
and Apodles, believe that they can Hnde out and de- 
monfirate thofe things which are onely to be believvt 
by faith i Philofbphizing in Divine things inmoft mi- 
fcrable Qjieflions , and with a prodigious confidefice 
contend about abfurd Opinions h as, when fbine di- 
flinguilh the Divine EfTence, fome by the thing it felf, 
or others by Reafon : others confHtute infinite R^ali* 
ties, a^ they qall um, like tlato^ Ideals *) which l&me 
again deny , and fonie hugh at; Then they frame co^ 
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tteif)(e1ires fo many monftrous Chapel of God, (b many 
fbrms of chit Divioe Bting , (b many Idols andi^faaiirf 
tomes of their own Inna^iaations about divine things^ 
and difmenolbeT thek vet y Savioi» Chrift with the fcf^ 
verfnefs of their Opinions. Hiqa they drefs in (b ipaoy^ 
various Difguifcs of Sophifms , and like an linage of 
Wax , foftn and deform him with thehr abfufd fbppb» 
fitions into what fliape or figure they pka(c » lb that 
their Dodrine poves meer Molatty. But thoie otbeffy 
whofe dutlet capacities cannot foar fo (oblimely , thefe 
make Legends of the Saints full of godly lye's , feiga 
Reliq^ues, make Miracles , invent ptaufible or tesiibk 
Examples ) Number Prayers , weigh Merits , invent 
Ceremonies, fell IndulgeAcies, diftribute PaiMions, fet 
to fale (heir Benedi^ions , and devour the fins of ibe 
people. As for Apparitk>nS) £zorci(ais, and Anfwets 
of the Dead, they are very exa<^ in um 9 and being 
taught their lell^hs out of the Books of Stmdal and 
Brandarmy they ad the Tragedies of Purgatory i and 
Comedies of Indulgences and Paxdops v and from the 
Pulpits, as from a Stage, with a Souldier<*like impn^ 
dence , and boldnefs ot Ihrajo , with confident eyes, 
c t mu tc m nc c changed, c a rtendcJ aims, and mere ferfs 
of geftures th^ are ascribed to Trotm % thunder out 
their Vanities srmohg the people. But thofe who pre- 
tend to be more Learned , and to undpfiand a greater 
Decorum of EJegancie 9 they,while they bawl,l mould 
fay d^eclaim, rehear fe Poems, tell Stories, difpute Cpn- 
irovcrfies, cite Homr^ Virgit^ Litde^ St^aho, Vdrro^ 'Sif- 
fteea^ Cicero^ Arifiottt and flato : in Aead of pireacbing 
the-Gofpcl,and Word of <Jod, makrng onely attctnpty 
noifeof words ^ fpreading a new Gpljpel, aduheratin" 
the Word of God, which they preach not to {^Y fort 
-Graice,' but for .Gaiil and Luae : living in the tnestn * .1 
'iimt not according to the Wbrf of God , liut;acpor- i

in tb( day-time made an erroneous Harangue Df*^:t* 
bofcation in the Pulpits to vert^Ue , at nigbt exeicifi:

Laftly , when Vices are to b^ reprehended , 'cis won- 
derfol with what ill language, they rail, with what 4n- 
(blencie of gefture they behave themfelves , with what 
fturrilous language their Choler rages, what loud ex- 
clamations they make \ as if ChriA latber cho(e Co have 
the Preachers of his Word not FiChers drawing on the 
tight band with a foft Net , but perlecuting Hunteis 
and Archers, iKooting und wounding fiom the left :

I Nterpretative Theolc^iAs believe. That as by this li- 
berality of Nature ^ Grapes, OliveSy Wheat, Flax, 
and many other fuch things, increaCe and ripen , of • 
which afterwards» by the wit and help of Man, Wine, 
Oyl, Bread and Cloth, and othet works of Nature are 
compleatQJ by humane Arts : To the Divine Oracles, 
delivered to us obfcure and hidden , are to be explaiix» 
ed by interpretation \ not by the fof ce of our own Wir 
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OT tnvehtiofli , but by the help of (he Spirit, who di« 
fttibutcs his good things as he pleafcs v^ and where he 
. pleaiftsf, miking'fiJme Prophets, and foine interpreters*;

that we may be always learning of him : fot^as S. fatd 
faith ^ AUofms kgum^ MndfttiOk hg art joHtlj* There* 
fore all this Interpretative Theologie Confifts onely id 
nberty of fpeech , and is a Knowledge ieparat^ from 
Sd:ipture , whereby every one has the liberty to abound 
in his bWri (ence, according to thofe various E&pofiti- 
bns recited befoire, which S. tanl in one word calls Myt 
Jieries^otJfeakJKgofMjfierics^ when the Spirit fpeak^ 
Myftcries > whence JHonjfiut calls this Significauve 
ihcologie , treated of by thofe holy Do^on in leveril 
Volumes. Nor are we to believe all that thqy fay» fc'e- 
ing Ihat many hold very Erroneous Opinions of faitbi 
whidh are exploded by the Church ^as we may inftance ^ 
;in P^^ijjr Bifliop of HUrafolUy ^tddriHtit fiHavieHfiij 
pikauj iMgdnn^nfis , C^frian^ Origin and Ter^Jl^aft^ 
and Aiany others,^ who have err'd in the Faith, Janjdi 
wliofe . Tenets haVe been condemned as Heretical , 
tliough they thcmfeives are amon|^ the CanQniz^d 
Saidts. But this requirti a deeper Cpirit of confidera- 
tion , to judge and difcern which is not of men, not 
of fiefli and bloud, but granted from above by the Fa- 
tUei of lights. For no man can utter any thing rightly 
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of God^but by the light which comes ftom himfclf i 
which light is the fford^ by whom all thingi were maJ^\ 
and v^h^ mnminates tvery man coming into this tpvrldj 
giving them power to become the fins of God tpboeverfiai 
receive ani betievt. Neither is there ttoy who can de* 
clare the things of God; but his own Word : fgr who 
ikRdei can kp^ti^ the minde of Cody ot whoever was made 
of bk comnl , but the Son of God, beio£ the Word of 
the Father ?

Of PrefheticliTheologie. 

AS Prophecte is the fpeech of the Prophef s , (b is 
Theologie nothing but the Tradition of the Di- 
vines , or men difcouiGng with God. However, not 
every one that can remember or repeat a Prophede,^ 
or interpret the meaning, thereof, is prelently a Pro» 
jphety tat he that in divine things is endued with the 
knowledge df Piety, Vertue and Sandity , who di(* 
courfeth with God , and meditates' upon his Law day 
and night. For fo $• John Author of the Apocalypfiy in 
the Letters of Viokyfius callM tbt i)ivinty teftifies from 
holy Writing % ^ whom the Truth it felf has faid, fir 
that hears you^ hears me % and he that deffifis you de^ 
fpifes men' Ivhich words are not fpoken to contentious 
Theofophifts, but td the tiue Divines, Apoftics, EVan- 
'^ljfiS| and Meflengers of the Word of God, whofajTi 
J date mt' utter aty thing wUch Cbrift doth not worl^jby 
Pie. Therefore slie Traditions of thefe Divines coiiiier* 
ning Faith and GodKnefi, are truely Theological: To 
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the Writings and fiyings of tbefe men we give credit, 
as being (bunded , not upon contentious Syllogifins, or 
Opinions of men , but, as S. P^ faith ^ htbig J&vimly 
hijffirtd : not in de^nin^, compounding, dividing, con^ 
templating, after the manner of Philotophers h but ia 
an eilentialoontaft of* Divinity^ apprehended through 
a clear vifion in the divine light it (Hf : of which viO* 
on wefinde feveral (qrts in the holy Scripture : as the 
Prophets had ftveral difpofitions to receive. For we 
read how fome -Taw God , or Angels in the feims 9i 
men : others in the ffaape of Fire ; others in the fimi* 
litude of Air or Wind : others in the fhape of Rivers 
or Water : others in the form of Birds,Precious Stones, 
or Metals : others in the forms of Letters or Chara*^ 
ders : -others in the found of a Voice : others in 
Dreams : others in a Spirit refiding within themfelves : 
others in thie work of the Unde'iftandiag. And there- 
fore the Scripture calls all Prophets Ifeerx. Thus we 
read of Tibe Vifions of Ifatat , the Vifidns if Jtrtmy^ 
Hfte yipmt of Ezekfih and the reft* And under the 
New law $• John iaith , I ipas in the Sfirh ttfon the 
Lords day. On ^the wings whereof he was canira, and 
beheld the Throne of God. And Fstd witnefles, th^t 
befaw tboje tbingr wbiebit k.H$t lawfidfor men to ut^ 
ttr. And this Vifioii is cilled aB^rinre, or Etftafk^ oc 
ipiritual death. ' Concerning this death it is (aid , N9 
manfhaH fitGndi ^^d live» And in another place, Pred-- 
oms in tbefi^ rfGodis tbe death ofbk Saints* And k 
is more clearly exprei&d by the Apoftle, where he Giys^ 
%09i are dead^ andymr life k bid triib Cbrift* And it is 
neceflary for him to die this deacH, that will pierce in« 
to the fecrets of Prophetick Thcologie. Now there is 
a double fight of this DeiHck Viiion ^ One, when God 
isfienfaee to face 9 and then the Pirophets (ee what S. 
Faml bith, Ibings ipbieb are mt fit for men to utter ^ and 
9fhich nolongue of men or Angels can expre(s,nor Pen 
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wit>\ds, Th^»e is alfo a certain cofttaft or union oC 
the Dtvinc E^nce , and an illufiratioD or cQiigKtaini^ 
of th^ pure and fepai^te Ihtdk&, without a ppe atawc o 
of any ihi pe or likcncfi. This pivii^s call tbe i/Uri- 
ditfftai V^nderftsHding* Of which S» ^f^n upo^i CE^^ 
^fis , jind C^riigc» againft Gji/lK, largely diiputc Tfcc 
ot{)er (brt of Seeing is that by which we fee the bimekr

fo hiiQ i^libm (bah fee ^y binder pa^n* And by the 
ineatif of this lac^r Vi^ox^Mjofes m^i^ a Mw» infiHa^ 
fed Sj^ificts and Cereroonies, built a T^bernack an4 
other Myjiieries, according to the inoft elaborate Exem-' 
pUr of tM whole world^comprebendifg aUthe fecxec 
f^orksof God )ui4 Nature. theK>i^* TbisVifion is a^ 
gain twofold; fbr :we either behold the creature in 
pod bimfelf , wbieh Divines call %be Mojrmag-^^wfion » 
or el(e wc behold God bimreif in the creatojEds. There 
is alio another Propbetjck Vifion in Dreams : thus we 
read in Mmbew^ hoj^f.rAe angel of God affe^nd ti^o- 
ffh in a dfeam* Ani in , ftnp!cb«r place » that the J^ 
who adorM Chrift were a^mfilt in a^ dreamy iba$ t^ 
p^tfld fetmn amtber waydm^iMw em Cmuify^ There 
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ate in the Old Teftiment many Exanvptcs thereof. 
Now what this Vifion is. Jab expounds, where he (ays^ 
2« tbi bammr of ndSurtul vifuns^ wkmfleep fafkth Ufm 
mcHj and they Jkep in their btds > men he efens their 
eats , and teaching them^ tf^rnQs ihem ti^hb learning* 
And this being a fourth fpecies of Vifion, is callc4 Na- 
SmnaL There are alfo two other kindes gL P^ophe^ 
cie : the one received by w(^d of mouth h and thus 
was Mofei enlighcned and taught in Mount Sinai^ A* 
brabam, Jacdb, Satmtel^ and many other Prophets un- 
der the Old Law. Under the New Law , the Apoftlet 
and Difciples of Chrift were taught by the mouth of 
Cbrift, he being alive among them. There is ano^i^r 
ton of Prophecie f which confifts in the agitation of 
the Spirit , while the foul ravi(ht away by feme IDeity, 
then joyn'd to that, and abfiradted frCm' th^ body of 
man, is by the fame Spirit fiird with Knowledge be- 
yond humane flrcngch or wit. Which ravi{hmenf is 
not^ performed always by Angels , but fometimes by 
the SfHric of God 9 as we read of Sauly that the spirit 
of God came ttfon him^ and be.profhefied^ and\r»a$ eban'- 
ged into a nei^ man , and nwmbered among the Prophet t* 
And in the AQj of the ApofUer^ the Spirit of God came 
upon them that were baptized, inflamef offre* Which 
Spirit alfo many times feizes upon men that are liible 
to (in 9 rpthat there were many Prophets among ^e 
Gentiles h as Cajfandfat Uxlenusy Cakhm-, Ampharaitty 
7irefias^ Mopfm^ Amphiloehus ^ folyhinty Corintbus > al* 
Co Galannt the Indian^ Socrates-^ Viotymaj Anaxi'manr 
dery Rpimmdes the Cretan. Alio the Magi among the 
Ferfians^ Braehmans among the Indians ^' GymH ofopbifif 
among the Mthiopians ^Druids among the uatuTj and 
^'TtSjitriamxt^ the Komans^^T^ which Prophctick 
ffizure of the Spirit, many times, certain previous Ce^- 
remonies, authoiicy'of tun^bn , and communion of 
Tacred Myfteries. do very much conduce » a$ the Scrl- 
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^tuYc a^tply declares concerniog B^/Mm v and in othe^ 
f\zcts by the application of the Ephod. And the E-

So We^ if ad ip Flato znd Procmluf 
of Socrates yih^t he ^as not inlfired by an intelligible 
in^t^x^but byvoic^, an^ fatniliar (f^ech« But th^le 
Ithnigs cocne.to pafs it\ore eafily m Dreams* But let 
las r<t urn ta pur purpdie. Now therefore Prophetick 
/rheolpgie is chat which by an Intuitijirfc: Infpiration 
teaches nheuplbaken Word of God. But the Autho* 
xity and Aiguinents by which that Trui;h iscdofihnM, 
are not the Opinions olj Men, not CujAom^^nor the Jo» 
vented Fidions Qf ^the'wi(e : not the Magnificent De^ 
crees of Seds, not SyUogifiJQs, Enthymem;, ndt Ind^- 
ifiions^ not foluble (^ont$%«ences*) but iDivine Oracles 
confonantjto one Another,, received by the Vlniverial 
Church with an unanimous and jfoHd .9)nrent^ appro- 
ved by. Miracles, Prodigies, Wonders, Holipefs oR life, 
^nd teftimony of Martyrdom. The I^dors of this 
t'rophetick Thcplogie were MoJ^SiJobJDavulySfilonioHj 
and many Qt^er Canpnical Writers and Prophcff* The 
Teachers oir jthe New Teftament were the Apofiies and 
Evang^Iiils :. but all thefe > notwithiianding tl)ey were 
j^ll'd with the ^oly Gho.% yet all at one time or other 
^rayM frofn the Tiuth, apd in feme meafure fpake uo- 
i^juiy f not that they did (9 wittingly, or craftily 9 for 
to fay To, would be a greater |£rrour than that oiAfm 
■fit Sabeliicusj fubverting the whole Authority ofvthe 
Scripture > in which Errour nQtwitbftandina thcgr^t 
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\i md holy S. Jtr§iiU fiaGfteilsdi^Miting agaioft S. Aitgu- 
tki fiiik about the reptehcniion of ?ettr : for S. Fattl^ laid 
^ thatS.jpefMe^toldlalyeaaftily.' Which (hould it be 
yb granted, and that Kich an unttuth (hould be admitted 
in the Bible, immediately, as S. A^ii faith, the whole * > 
cet tainty of the Bibk would bll to f uine* But S« Je- 
tame being thus auhnoniflit ^ aftei many Gqnttadiifti* 
oils and defences, at lengtti adcnowledged hk firrour, 
land confefs'd the Tiuth« But what I lay, chat the ho^ \ ' 
4y Writers did fecwubm qdi ^ak tUngs not altoge* 
fher true , I would have toi)e underftood fo, as that i 
they did not willingly eire, but oneiy ftray through hu* / 
inane frailty. Thus Nhjis £uled, id teiliflg the people 
he would bring them out of JSgyftj aiidtcarry them 
into the Lind of CmMan : for thoi^qgb he brought them 
x^t of JEfj^t he did not carry them into the Land of 
ff omife. joH4t failed in fbretelling the deftrudHon 6f 
fSneveb within forty days i intended, but delayed* 
Elijah failed , in fbretelling many thing? to come to 
pals in the days of AM , Whidi yet were not fulfilled 
till after his death. jr/]«ii& failed, foretelling the death 
of Hzil^b the next day, when bis life was prolonged 
fifteen years afterwards. Many other Prophets alfb 
^il'd , and their predidions are found either not to 
jtiave come to pafs at all, or elfe tp have been fufpended* 
The Apoftles alfo and Evangelifla failed. Feter alfo 
J2kit*d when he was reprehend^ by & Fanh Mattbem 
aUb failU, 'when he^nrrote that Chtift was not dead till 
the Launce had pierced his fide. But this defeft was no 
defcft of the Holy Ghoft , but either of the Prophet 
not rightly delivering what was (uggefted by the Holy 
Ghoft, or the Vifion did declare \ or elfe proceeding 
from fbme alteration of the event of the Command, 
the fentcnce of theOradc being either altered or defer*d« 
£[coce it follows,that all Prophets and Writers in Come 
rtitfigs feem to fail and^erre, according to the Set iptur(r, 
.♦ . . . ' '' i^hich 
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wlucb Ctith, AU mn^relyers. Oncly Chrift,boih Qod 
and 11190, never was,nox (ball be found tafail, not fiialt 
his virotds be alcered, or be defedive « wbo» void of 
ErroMr, divulged his Oaclesi moft iimnfitable « a^ he 
faid b'tQAfelf : T^be b€4vm andtbi e^thfiatp^ amof^ 
hff my »9rd$ jXr^ff mt pafs at»ajf* Now becauic all 
Truth if through the Holy Gboft » therefore oQcly 
Chrifi pdflefles fhis Truth firmly^ nor fliall it ever de» 
part froai him, but remains in him. But it is oot Co 
with Qther; : fof the Spnit was with Mifif^ but whc|i 
be ftrake f he Rocb k was departf d^ lc was with Air 
roHy but departed when he niade the Calf* It w^ with 
JiiHi^ their fiftcr, but |iot when ihe murmured againft 
Mojis. It was ^b i^$Uy Jhvidi Solomon^ JpiUby Sc^ 
(mt fcfted not conftantly with chcm. , Neither are Pro- 
phets always Prophets, pr Se^rs, or foretellers of things 
to <;oaie I nor isPropbecie a continual habit, but a gtfr, 
pafliou, or tranfiejot ffMtit. And whereas then; is 00 
{Dan who.doth not 0o 1 fo there is no manfron» whom 
tbe ^rit doth not rometimes dep^^u, and leave l^m \ 
unlefs St be Chrift, ^b^ ooely Son of God » of, whom it 
was tbeiefoie (aid (o J^bn : H( wf<m whm tboupm^ft 
t^ Spirit dif^ii^ng% fnd nmamng mtb bim , he it the 
S^n of God 9 who Baptizeth with the Holy Gbofl, be- 
ing alfo able to im^put the fame to others. Therefore, 
as faitj^ Simmdtt % onely 6pd hath this honour^ that 
he is qnely Metaphyiical : fo may we fay of Chrift, 
that ondy Chrift hath this honour > to be a. Divine» 
However, let no nijtp: think that ibe Writings of the 
Old Teftauieiit , fiu^e the Cofpelof Cbiifl bad its dt« 
vii^ birth frono them, are tbe'sefore obfolete and dead > 
foK tliey will ever live in Uigh authority ; for by them 
bav^ the Apofiles proved their Tenets , and wichoitt 
tb^i^ tisdiqp^ony tby have fpokep nothing ; and Chrift 
r^ci^s us tQ the ftgtcb of them » ^ whole Gofpel doth 
i^t at all aboli(h chofe Writings, but fulAUM the Law

Volumes bf tlie Holy Scripture are loft \ which wc may

Whidi the holy Spirit never fuggefted , but unheard'^ 
of lyes, neitbff aca>YdiQg t^ the Scripcture, nor tending 
either to umty of Spirit,or the peace of the Churdi^boC . 
for the introducing of Schifm h who raibly making 
them&lves of Gods Piivie Coiincil , dare prefume to 
take the Word of God into theii own mouthes , and 
^ write Scriptures- and Prophecies altogether Heret ial ; 
or ApocryphaL Nor wei^e ih&C^iHicles of Solomon 
3P(crted among the Canonical Books , till they were 
oorreded and approvM by Ifnab. From h^nce it ap« 
pears, how that Tfeeolo^e it kU^ that is to &y, the ho*» 
)y Sqipture, wants n^any of its Vokimes , andanay in 
a manner feem defe^iiie j and few, of many that re- 
u main. 
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maiq, are true and ccitaiq, really Books of life, aad 
CaDohicak 
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of the Wcrd of God. 

YE have now heard bow doubtful, how uncertain» 
how ambiguous all the Sciences are, and how, for 
any thing in them contained,we are gencriilly ignorant 
where the Truth refts, even in Dhrintty it felf, unlefi 
we could fiode out any perfdn who had the Key of 
Knowledge and Wifdom : for the Armory of Truth 
is lockt and concealed under diVers Myfteries 1 and the 
way (hut up from wife and holy noed , by whidi we 
might enteHnto fo great and incomprehei&fible a Trca- 
fury. Now this Key is nothing dfe Biittbe Word of 
God : This onely dilcerneth the foto and vhtue cff 
atl fofs of words , and what Difputes procfeed meerly 
from the Gunning of Sophiftry , which discovers not 
the Truth, but onely a meer (hadow thereof: and then 
dBftindiy (hews you what communication fits forth the 
Truth, not in outward appearance, and couiiterfeit Cor 
lour , but in cffed and reafon. By this , e^ery Art of 
deceit and untruth is eafily furmounted. Neither id^ 
guments, nor SyUbgifms, nor any fobtilties of Sophi- 
liry.can ftand againlt it. He that is not fatisfied there- 
with, or is of an opinion contrary thereto, as S. Vaml 
izn\UfToui% and kfotps fioAingm And there we are 
to try, by the words of God, all Dodrines and Opini- 
6w , 9S Gold is tryM by the Touch*ftone h and in all 
di(Eculties to flee thither, as to a Rock of dfioft fafcty > 
and out of that onely to fearch for the tfiith of all 
things ) and from thence to judge of the DoArincs, 
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bpimons^ and ExpbGcions of men. For, ^ Grigory 
fiiitb, Wb^tfitvif derives not Us ambrntyfim ihtme^ k 
ipUb tbt fame eaft rqeOed a$ afprdfvti. Now as to the 
knowledge of this Word , ttwre is no School of Philb*' 
fophers , nor the Tubtileft Wits of the inoft fubcil So-^ 
phifters, that have been able to teach it us 9 but onely 
God» and Jefiis Chrift , ihrougb the Ilbl]f Ghoft , by 
means of tbofe Saiptures which are Cindhical» tb 
which» according to the commaAd of God , nothing 
may be added » and from which nothing may be di<^ 
mini(h*d : for whoever (hall do it, though he were ait 
Angel of heaven , he is abandoned to the devil , and, 
cuisM by the Law tff God. So great the Majeft^ » fiT 
great is the Power of this Saipture, that it adibits no 
lirange ExpoGtions , no ,GlofIcs bf M^n noi^ AngeTs \ 
nokr fufiers it felf to be wrefted actording to the loven* 
lions of mens Wits : nor does it permit it felf lobe 
changM and transforinM into variety of Senccsi after 
the manner of huthane Fables, as i( werefbme Poetical 
f totem \ but is fufGcient to expound and interpret i^ 
fdf 9 and judging of all meii, is judgM by none* Foe 
the Authority thereof is greater , as M^ faith,^ than 
all the florid Subtilties of humane Wit : for it hath 
one, plain, conftant, and ho|y meaning, in the ftrength 
Whereof it both combats and overcomes. All otner 
Kforal meaninjg^ bcfidcs this, as Myftical, Typical, A« 
nagogical} Tropological, and Allegorical , by the help 
f^hereof many men do bcfmear and Tucus ovef the 
Truth with lundry firange ColouA, ikiay rightly and 
tmely pafwade us fomethingfot the edification of the 
people, but they can never prdve or di(prove any llmig 
to confirm the Authority of the Word of God* For 
let any perfon bring into controverfie the opinion of 
any one of thefel lethim q^ote any (iibftantial Aiithbt 
thereupon, or let him alltadga the Expofition of any 
0f the holy fathers s none of thd(e thin^ are fo iiind- 
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itig to us, .but that we may contiadidtum : but out of 
the letter of the holy Scriptures, from the ilfttugh^ and 
order thereof, fuch indiiToluble Bands are made, whith 
no man can break , nor no man efcape through » but 
f breaking and Chattering all l&ngtnes of Argumen ta cion, 
enforces hicft to (ay and confets , That it is the finger of 
God, That Man never (^ake in that maimer. That he 
Ipeaketh not as the Scribes and Pharifees^i bat like on^ 
that has power. But the Authors theteof,tn(pirM from 
Heaven, have by their authority ordaipM us a Canon, 
the magnificence whereeJUs^fucb, that we ought to be- 
lieve all things therein cont^^ed : und whatever that 
Word hath pronounced and taught , that without any 
retradion is to be accounted holy and inviolable* Of 
which thus & An^n hath (poken : Vsiu he ^ave thk bo- 
rnmt to tboje Bookl i^hkh )j^ c^ltd Canomcdly that be moft 
"eoftflanfly believed ibat mneoftbe tfrii^rs of thtm did 
or could erre : hm to the others he v^mldglve no credit f 
hotp much tearmng and boUnefi jfoever they had in tbem^ 
except it be proved mtb evidenf rea/oH out of Gods Woird 
, that tbireis a frobabilify for the tnnb tbertof. Unto 
the(e Chrilt fends us^ teaching us chat We (hpuld JearA 
the Scr'iptmes. From hence the Apottle commaiids us 
to try M things^ and to ftick to the things v^bicb are good i 
as alto , tafrove thej^hrits whether they be of God \ and 
by the help of them to be able to give an -account of 
« all things , ind to reprove them chat (hall vkinly go a* 
bcut to contradiA^» that ib becomingj^iruiiij/, we may 
judge all ihiitgSi and be judged of none» tiqw the truth 
and underftanding of the Caponical Scripture depends 
upon the pnely authority of God revealing the fame i 
which cannot be comprehended by any judgeoient of 
the Senfes, by moll over-reaching R*roo,'by any Syl* 
logifm of demonftration , by ztiy Science, by any Spe* 
culation , by any G)ntemplation, or by any hun^ne 
JForce 9 bat onely by taitb in )e(us Chrift poured out 
* * into 
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into the foul firom Ood the Father, by the Holy Ghofi : 
which IS fotnuch the mote predoGDinant^nd ftable than 
theCitdaliry oi^hisbane knowledge, by how macb 
God hitnielf is rupcriout to, and truer than Men. But 
why do I Tay truer > Nay rather, G(k/ alone k ttut^ mii 
^ery man a lytr* So (h^t whatever prooeeds not from 
this Trath, is Errohr, as thsst tphiob k nn rffaitb kfuu 
for Gbd hinnfelf hath in hiknf^lf the fountains of 
Truth , out of whidi it ii necefTary for him to draw it, 
whoever deflr^s perfed knowledge ^ feeing there is no 
knowledge can be had either of the ftitrets of Nature, 
of feparated fabllances, nor of God the Author of all, 
un}e6 it be reteal'd from above. For things'' divine 
are not to be reacht by humane force ; and natural 
things oft-times keep at too great «diftance from the 
inward thought : whence it eooies to pafs, that what^ 
we believe to be the knowledge of tbefe things , ap- 
pears to be FiKhood and Errour. Which prefumption 
in the' Caldeans and other Heathen Philofopheis Jfaiab 
tfeptoves, whae he (ays : thy wifdom and thy inowUdg 
have deetmdtbie , ihm ba^ failed in the mnltitmde cf 
$by tHvtfitmtf. The Grammarian is very wary that he 
offend not in talk, and that be utter not a rude and bar* 
barous word : but in the mean while he has no regaurd 
to the difhoneft couiies , and finfulnefs of his life. So 
like wife the Poet chufts rather to halt in bis Life than 
in his Verie; The Hiftorian leaves to Memory « and 
commies to Writing the deeds of Kings and Princes, 
and the tranfaftions of fiicceflive times h yet nindes not 
his own behavkAir , or if he do,iiyet aftamed to con^ 
fefs his failings. Ttie Orator moie abhcMS the rtide^ 
nefsof his Language, than the deformity^ of his Life. 
The Rhetorician will rather deny the manifeA Trlttl^ 
than yield to bis Oppofer in the teaft Sylk>gtftical Con*^ 
dufioQ^ Arithtnetidans and Geometricians numbeic
